found tiat he had loſt of his {ide tor hispart betweene 
ſcuen aneightthouſand horſmen , and betweene three 
and foure thouſand footmen. The Moſcovite loſt ſome 
ſeuen and twentic thouſand footmen , and between fif- 
tceneand {ixteene-thouſand horſmen. This ſame day 
was Odmar the ſafegard ot his Prince ; for it is not tobe 
doubted , had northe hindrance bene he gaue, when 
the Moſcouits affaulcted Tameriays, ſetting vpon him 
with all their forces together, bur that they had bene a- 
ble toouerthrow the Prince of Thanazs, and the Empe- 
rour who was reunited vnto him. By the euent of this 


Batraile we may karne how much aduantage he hath, 


whoattendeth the comming of his enemie with a reſo- 
lute mind.in the field which he hath choſen for the bat- 
raile, hauing firſt cauſed rhe ſameto be well viewed by 
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' his men, and eſpecially by his Captaines. Second- 
| ly, the hurt that commeth in not obſeruing the duſt 
which the wind raiſeth. Thirdly, that the Arier-ward 
well led,is the occaſion ofthe viorie, and oftentimes 
the preſeruation of the Prince.Fourthly,hdw neceſla- 
ric itis to haue the chiefeſt ſtrength of the battaile in 
going to aflault the enemie.

the companies of the great Cham were gone forwards, 

euen beyond the mountaines, hauing paſſed the river 

of Meau, and were encamped at Bowprou, the which 

Calix vnderſtanding, thou: A he ſhold haue the means 

The coniray ©O worke his enterpriſe. Thereupon hauing aſſembled 
ef Calm 4 preatſtore of his moſt faithful followers, he trooke coun- 
geinf TFEr- fell with them, that this was the meanes to overthrow 
ſence, the purpoſes of Zachetay, who would raigne ouer, and 
bring them vnder his Empire: and that _ their 
Prince had bene ſo badly mindedas to doe the ſame of 

his owne minde without calling of them which had in- 

rereſt inthatclecion, that now was the time to aſſure 

their libertie,which was in doubttobe joſt,;and cauſed 

alſo arumorto be ſpread of the {ickneſle of this Prince, 

that the great Cham was old, the greateſt part o his 

Orces 
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forces farre ſeparated fromhim,that they ſhould ſoone 
attaine vnto that they deſired: that his enterpriſe herc- 
in was ſo aſſured; that fo ſoone as his armie wes alſem- 
bled, he would (hew himſelfe before Catay, he was cer- 
raine that preſently there wold be a change in his fauorz 
that his father had commaunded there; that it is long 
fince heknew the affeQion of this people, which incli- 
ned vnto him; that they hadnor as yet ſeene theirnewe 


Prince; that they would eaſily belecue whatſocuer he * 


declared vnto themzrthat the Zachetay was farre ſeuered 
from them that they had to do witha greatenemie, to 
whom alſo he had ſent Embaſſadors to aduertiſe him 
of his practiſe; thathe was aſſured his enterpriſe would 
haue happie ſucceſle; that they would foorthwith dif- 


patch a meſſenger vnto the great Cham their Prince,to An old pre 


aſſure him that they bent nor their forces againſt him, * 


bur were his faichfull and obedient ſubicQs: bur they 
armed themſelues, becauſe they would not be gouer- 


ned by the Parthians their auncientenemies( for theſe 


Nations hate one another how neere neighbours ſo c- 
ner they be,as doth the Spaniard and the Portugall,the 
Engliſh men and the Scot) that they knew this Prince, 


ence of al r6« 
els, 


in reſpe& of his great age, hauing no poſteritic was 


deſirous of quierreſt, and defired nothing more then 
to end his dayes in peace, they would permit him ſo to 
do without altering any thing in the ſame that they 
| hopethe Parthians are fobadly entertained by the kin 

of China, that in ſtead of ſetting pon them they ſhall 
_ thinke themſelues happie if they may be ſuffered toen- 
10y peace; that they will march forward towards them: 
at the ſtraites of TenduiR,to hinder their returne. The 
propoſitions of Ca/ix were great and well practiſed:for 
it was a yeare ſince he had won the peoples good will,, 
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and he heaped rogether wharſocuer was neceſſarie for 


his inſacre&ion : but this was done ſecretly, notwith- 
ſtanding diverſe had given aduertiſement thereof vn« 
to the Prince Tamer/an: but he deſpiſed thar praQile, 
or atthe leaſt made a ſhewe fo to doe. Yet notwith- 
ſtanding doe I knowe, that he was not ſo ſicke at Ca- 


chobache where he remayned veric neare a moneth, 


that he had not in his vaderſtanding(the which he wiſe- 
ly diſſembled ) the reuolt which Ca/zx praftiſed in his 
new eſtate; that he delayed but onely to vnderftand 
che certainty of the events .AndT haue otten heardhim 
ſay , that if it had not beene for feare of offending the 
great Chem his vncle , he had helped the ſame at the 
very beginning without ſuffering the ſame to be ſet on

foore : this was the cauſe thatthis Prince made ſolong 
abode. The Tartarians which were brought vnto him 
by Caltbes,were vexcd for hauing ice newes of the 
preparations made by the king of China; they com- 
_ that oportunitie and ſeaſon paſſed away, fo 
deftrous were they to manifeſt vnto their new Prince 
their courages, and this was their dayly talke : bur 


| fome matter of importance happened, and a great al- 


teration was found in the Princes diſpoſition, who was 


forward 'and diligent for executing of that ſpeedily 


which he had with ripe deliberation reſolued of, The 
which maketh mee beiecue that he had very good ad- 
uvertiſement , andthathe waited the oportunitie. Now 
he gane order for matters behind him”, to the end 


that no'newes might be ſpread of his armie : but ra- 


ther thar they ſhould thinke that hee had paſſed the 


mountaine, and had vppon his necke the armie of the 
king of China, which was betweene the mountaines 


& him:thus Ce/ix thought greatly totrouble himwhen 
/ he 
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heroſe in armes againſt him,anddidthinke that he ha 
already aſſaulted the wall which the king of-China had 
made againſt the Tartarians. But Calix was thruſt fore. 
wardrather with adeſicc ofriliog, then beginning the 
fame with any wifedome, making too: great haſt: & as. 
bis enterpriſe was craftily coduRed, ſowasitcunning- 
ly diſcovered, and all fit remedies preparedtherefore 
whenſocuer the ſame fhould happen. As foone then as 
thePrince was aduertiſed of the pretences of Calix thus 
diſcouered, he marched one dayes iourney forward, to 
the end he might approch vnto Ca/zbes,and impartthe 
ſame vnto him, & aſſembling all his followers &coun- 
{ell rogether, he diſcourſed voto them in this manner: 
I nothing doubt bur that all of you wil aduiſe me to de- E__ _ 
{it from this enterpriſe, confideringthbe-armies which, p;, [cutdrers 
be raiſed vp within the hart of that colitrey, where you. 279nthe con- 
all deſire I ſhould raigne,& where with the full conſent s _ of 
of all the chiefeſt ſeruants ofthe Emperourmy Lord & 
vacle I haue bene received: and ought not Ithenhelpe 
him to puniſh the raſhnes of Calex,whoalone hath diſ- 
dained roobey me, & allow of my promotionyntothe 
4 Empire of the Tartarians ? But it behooueth VS alſo to = 
= makeproviſion againſt this enemy which we haue be- 
* forevs,who ſeemethto be rather-adefender then an aſ- 

* ſaulcer,accordingto the aduertiſements we haye recci- 
uedof his preparations. Ve muſt alſo thinke that Ca/ix 
hath not attepted this without hopeof being ſupported 
by the king of China,againſtwhom he did ſce that wee _ 
= didarmeour lelues,for to require/iuſtly thatwhich be- | 
logeth vntovs. There is good cauſe therfore we foreſee 
how to hinder him from entring-intoour kingdome, 
wh:ilt I ſhalbe bufied in reducingthis bold fellow vato 
his dutie, Ve mult therefore ſtrengthen-our borders,

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and leaue all my munition-and prouiſion of viuall in 


this place, the armie which wee ſhall leaue here will 
ſpend them, we will carrie backewith vs all our artille- 
ries and engins vntoa ſafe place, we will leaue vpon the 
borders fiue and twentie thouſand Parthian horſe , for- 
tie thouſand of thoſe ſent by the Emperour my Lord 
and Vncle, and a hundred thouſand foormen vnder the 
charge of Ca/ibes,of whole faithfulneſleI am moſt aſſu- 
red. I will likewiſe aduertiſe Samay to ſet forwards to- 
wards me with fiftie thouſand horſe as ſoone as he can, 
and my ſelf with all diligence,will march forwards with 
the reſt of my armie towards this bold fellow, & when 


Tſhall be aduanced, Iwill attend the counſell and com- 


maundemen of the Emperour.His ciſcourſe was allow- 
edof,although Calibes was deſirous to accompanyhim, 
notwithſtanding he thought obedience was betrer thE 
ſacrifice. They which had notynderſtood of the doings 
of Cal;x, thinking this a matter of great importance, 
there was in the Counſell contrarie opinions; the one 
faying it was neceſſarie to aſſure matters at home, the 
other party, that it was a great enterpriſe-to ſceke to 
make be ad with an armie againſt the king of China, & 
in the meane while to haue ſo daungerous a Cancer 
within his realme ,as was thereuolring of the people: 
but theſe menentrednor into the moſt ſecret counſell 


of the Prince, who had long ſince foreſeene the practi- 
ſes of OTE) » greatarmiemoſt readie to ioyne 


with himwpon the firſt commaundement ſent vatothe 
ſame:neither did they anything at allperceiye,that the 
Prince Tamerlan,how much diſquieted ſoeuer he made 
ſhew tobe, was veryglad to haue occaſion miniſtred 
toenter with armes into the ſtate by him newly obtay- 
ned, ſo as the ſame might ſeeme iuſtin the eyes of the 
: Emperour 
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of Tamerlan. 29 
Fmperour his vncle. For by this meaneshe ſhould take 
poſſeſſion of his gift, obtaine the good will of his ſoul- 
diers, and be well aſſured to puniſh this fellow ſo tho- 
roughly, as others which might peradventure be tick- 
led with the ſame humor would take therbyexample,8: 
therefore wiſely had he ſeparated the forces of the Tar- 
tarians, For what face focuer Ca/rbes{eton the matter,

he harkened what wold become of Ce/ix,thathe might. 


likewiſe make ſome comotion: there,was left with him 
tocommand ouer the Parthians the Prince of Thanais, 
without whom he could not doe any thing, for that he 
led the auantgard. Thus was the army deuided in two 
parts; the king of China remaining long before he was 


aduertiſed of all this, and rhoughthe had all the forces 
both of the Tartarians & Parthians vpon his armes, ſo _ 
as this was ofnoſinalli ance to fauor our affaires: 


for Tamerlan had eſpecially given commandemet,that 
the paſſages which are eaſily gotten,might ac diligent- 
ly be kept , to the end that the king of China ſhould 
not be aduertiſed of the tumule, Then Tamerlian' (et 
forward his auauntgard vnder the leading of Odmar; 
he promiſed vnto himſelfe ſhortly a happie ſucceſle' in 
| his affaires,and aduertiſed the Emperour of all: bur ir 
came vnto him when he was ſ{icke. And ſurely it was 
high time for Temer/ento march forward, or elſe all 
had beene reuolred, ſoleauing his fooremen he made 
great ijourneyes. Now: during the time that hee had 


bene aduertiſed and made his abodeto conſult, which 


was the ſpace of two monethes :- Ca/ix hauing pre- 
ſented himſelfe with a hundred thouſand fighting men

that might be. They had ſenrlikewife to Euinſay,where 
the Emperour was atthartime, to intertaine and af- 
ſure him of their obedience, and chat. they didriſe vp 
onely becauſe'they would notbee ſubjected vntorhe 
Parthian s. They hadwith one c6ſent alſo ſworne not to 
acknowledge Tamerlax for their Emperour: but they 
did beſeech the Emperour that they might rather re- 
ceine Calix,to the ead (faidrhey) the greatneſle of the 
Tattarians ſhould not bee buried within the ſtraite 
bounds of the Parthians. Butas ſoone as they heard 
that Tamerlay approached, it did bring much hinde- 
rance vnto the Fares of Calix : for thele confederates. 
ſo lincked rogether, made tull reckoning that his ab- 
ſence would be for the ſpace ofcightor tenne moneths 
at the leaſt;what proſperity ſoeuer he were like to haue 
in his enterpriſe: buthe had plonted out the buſineſſe 
forthem in another ſort. Euenas itis often ſene, that 
when aiSchoole-maſter entreth on a ſudden into the 
ſchoole, with a rod in his hand, when as the ſchollers 


| areindiforder, buſted in veating one another, or neg- 


leRing the charge giuen them by the Schoolmaſter: in 


fiichand the ſame manner did Tamerlawcome vnto the 


Tartarians whom Calix raiſed vp,bcing thE ar Camba- 
luwhither all the Prouinces came to gratifie him. This 
was badnewes for him, to heare that -Tamerlan appro- 
ched, one ofthe greateltCaptaines of the world, and! 
who was the beſt followed; being moſt worthiethat 
not'onely they andthe Tartarians ſhoyld acknowledge' 


_ him, but alſo Aallthe Nations of the world, being wor- 


thiero commaund them, becauſe he was fo vertuous, 
He didas much ashecoutdtococeale theſe newes,but 
report canmotbekepreſecrer,it runnethvypon the houſe 
toppes, and ſhderh eueninto the houſes, & looke how

tie, Fire a thouſand, and there two thouſand , nor 
knowing whereuppon to refolue, euery one of them 
' being afeardofthe iuſt indignation of Tawer/an, ynto 
: whom ſo lately they had fworne their obedience,8& had 
"$ acknowledged him for their Prince and Emperour, ac- 
cording to the comandement of his1.>cle. They knew 
him tobe of rhe bloud of ſo many Emperors, and thar 
he had ruled over them with ſuch great iuſtice , they 
had therefore their conſciences which did accuſe them - 
as guiltie, and did ſee the hand alreadie liſted vp to pu- 
niſh theiroffences. This cauſed euery one of the people = 
ch wo to bethinke them of the follies by them c6- 
mitted in opening their gates vntothis rebell;thatcon- 
ſpired againſt his Prince. Now whileſt our army mar- 
ched towards Caindu, and from thence vnto Calatia, | 
whither our army wentcaſily, looking for the forces of 
his natiue countrey of Zachetay tocome & wo with 
him: he didnor yer forget to ſend forward Gay y of our 
ſouldiers towards Cambalu, fo as they ſuppoſed all our 
forces to be onthe necke of themalreadie, which gaue 
greatterror mntothe people: for thenatureof them is ,,, 
Fich! that often times they ground their affaires vppon ,z, mw o 
proſperitic,which they hold moſt aſſured, notſomuch peep. 
as dreamiug that the events of matters of the world 
be often contrarie vnto that they haue in themſelues 
imagined . Caltx Prong thar the people did

repent, he thought beſt ro withdrawe himſelfe our of 
Cambalu, paar” ns to oppole himſelfe againſt Ta- 
merlan, and ſent for his power from all places, pur- 
ting all vppon the euent and hazard of a battell, Hee 
hat alſo receiued aduertiſement of the ſmall content- 
ment the Emperour conceiued of his proceedings,and 
how he had ſent for all his forces to march thither, 
that from thence they might goe and ioyne with his 


Thegreat Ci Nephew Tamerlan, and how he falling againe into the 


ſent hu. smpe- 


rial ring yo EXLLEmitic of his ſickneſſe , had ſent his imperiall ring 
Tamerian vnto Tamerlan , had giuen commaundement that 


a 


he ſhould be obeyed cuen as his owne perſon, both 


during hrs life , and after his death 3 and therefore 
knew well, that he muſt of neceſfitie aduenture all, 
ſeeing Tamerlan came towardes him. So hee drewe 
out of Cambalu full fiftie thouſand men, as well Bur- 
peſles , as ſouldiers which were there in Garriſon, ha- 
uing wonne all the Captaines which the olde Empe- 


rour had placed there in Garriſon, amounting to the 


number of thirtie thouſand men, and him that com- 
maunded ouer them , who had conſented ynto the 
reuolt of this great Citie. To make it ſhort, hauing 
aſſembled all his forces, he had foureſcore thouſand 
- horſe, and a huydred thouſand footemen, the which 
he had gathered together from all partes. I knowe 
that the ſedition of Calrx was {uch, and in ſuch man- 
nerplotted, that he did euen prouoke the Moſcouites, 
that art the veric ſame time they might inuade Zache- 
tay. Whercunto the Moſcouite as a faithfull Prince, 
would not1n any caſe hearken, athing which Ihaue of- 
ren heard Oamar report, commending the Moſcouire, 
and maintaining him in peace with his maſter, by often 
remem-

of Cambalu, Behold how they which guide the ſterne 
of the common-wealthes-barke ſhould in time giue re-

medie vnto the diſcontentments of the mightie. For re. 


when they haue attained vntoauthoritic, they doe rea- 
dily trouble all things,hauing therein alwaies veryſedi- 
tious minds , fo as they are very willing to ſhuffle the 
cardes with them : and therefore ſuch vproares arenot 
to be negleted,but remedied ſpeedily.Our army then 
marched with all d.ligEce,in ſuch ſort as certain ſcouts 
which were two thouſand horſe, had newes of the army 
of Calix',the which came forwardes direly towardes 
vs, whereof they cauſed the Emperour to be certi- 
fied ſpeedily, who ſent thither two thouſand horſes 
more, to the endthey ſhould keepe the paſſage of a ri- 
uer called Brore, by thewhich our victuals were con- 
ueyedvntothe armie, and alſofor towinalwaies time, 
the Prince knowing right well thatthe motions of ci- 
uill wars be furious atthe beginning, avd that it is the 
beſt toreſiſt them lowly, drawing them alwaies out at 
length if it be poflible. Forthe people in the end ac- 
knowledging their faults, their meanes and money fai- 
ling them, and oftentimes victuals alſo: on the contra- 
rie {ide in a royall army none of all this doth ha 

where all thingsare fauourable, and the ſouldiers well 
diſciplined, obedience & order being wiſely obſerued. 
Then had the Emperour the guiding of hisowne pur- 


poſes, for he had received commaundementfrom the 


Emperour his vncle, to Ro therin all for all, deline-

ring vp into his hands the ſafegard ofhis life andeſtate, 
that he mighe thereby end his dayes in peace, willing 
him likewile \ to punuh this arrogant fellowe and his 


_ partakers. By this meanes came forces from all parts 


vnto Tamerian; but on the contraric part, the ene- 
mies arinie was then in his chictelt force, and beganne 
to tecle the want of victuals, by reaſon of a deſert 
and certaine mountains which it had paſſed , where 
there was a Lorde fſubie& vnto the -great Cham, 
who after he had promiſed him helpe for the con- 
duXing of victuals from Cambalu vnto his armie, 


as foone as he perceiued him to be farre off, changed 


his minde, and beganne to- withdraw himlſelfe from 
his fide, and to make warre vppoa him: ſetting vpon 
his men , hauing gathered fouldiets together , which 
was agreat diſcommoditic vato him for his armie, in 


dn,-of be ſuch ſort as he muſt ofneceſlity come vnto a day of bat- 


teli, But Tamer{anhauing aduertiſement of all his dif- 


- comodities, found the means to paſle over foure thou- 


ſandhorfe to ioyne with Cagi(for ſo was this Lord na- 
med) to giue order thereby tor cutting off the comodi- 


_ -ries wha caine from Cambalu: & (as I haue ſaid) the 


Emperor hauing cauſed the foords of Brior to be care- 
fully ſearched, and occupying allthe paſſages with his 
armie, he poſſeſſed twelue orfourteene leagues of rich 
ground and good, hauing behind him the falr. lake, 
and befor him the river of Oſtan, And there did he 
veatch aduantage,ſtaying the comming of his enemies, 
with whom they thought to fight, at the very inſtant 
they ſhouldarriue; but they were therein deceiued, for 
they were kept occupied with roades and skirmiſhes, 
and the maine batrell came not to the fight : ſoas ir 
was two moones ( or rather two monethes) before we 

aduay- 
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aduaunced towards them, in ſo much asneceſſitic con 
ſtrained them to retire rowardes Cambalu,The Prince 
thereof aduertifed, paſſed ouer theriuer with his ar- 
mie, whichwas found to be a hundredand fiftie thou- 
ſand horſe, and two hundred thouſand footmen, reſol- 
ved to ioyne barrel], fearing leaſt Ca/zx wouldreturne 
and winter at Cambalu, and thould be driuento fight 
within the ſame,where not doubring of the vietorie, he 
feared yetleaſt ſo great andrich acitie as that, being 
ſacked, would bring vnto him two greatdiſcommodi- 
tics. The firſt would be,the loſle of the citie; the other, 
| hee feared that taking ſuch a citie by force, his armic 
ſhould be conſumed inthe ſpoyle thereof &yvtrerly de- 
| ſtroyed:or that his old fouldiers made too rich, would 
no longer follow him. After he had called his principall 
Captains together,who were much vexed becauſe they 
fought not,in the end refolued therupon,yvery ſory that 
therewas no remedy butthat the poſſeſhon of his Em- 

ire muſt be bloudie. Nowhe had warned Ca//xto for- 
"rom , and lay downe his armes, and hewould pardon 
him , bur this raſh fellow (whoſe courage was nor yer 
to beideſpiſed)made no accotit ofal thar:for purpoſin 
to commaund, hee could not reſolue to obe obick 
did inuite him vnto aſhortlife with happineſle, rather 
then vnto along life honorleſle,cuen as they which vn- 
dertake ſuch follies muſt needes reſolve, For it is very 
hard that the Prince his Lord ſhold aflure himſelfther- 
in.as logashe dothline,ſo ticklithss this:defireof raig- 
ning withouta copanton;Soour army went ynto Chin- 
cy, and made ſeuen leagues; the enemie having know-

them that neuer in his life had he receined more b 
table newes, The Parthians ( faid he) haue at this very 
inſtant paſſed ouer the riuer, and come towards vs,and 
if Tamerlan,who bargained fo much,will fight at this 
Yreſent,l cannotrecetuea greater good turne.For(ſaid 
CC otGmer ſhall become ofme,it cannot butbring 
vato mean immortall glorie; for if I conquer him, who 
is he in Atta thatmay be copared vnto me?theEmpires 
of the Tartarians 8& of Sachetay ſhalbe mine:for I fighe 
againſt the forces of theſe two great eſtates,the which 1 
haue ſeparated thorough my practiſes: my power con- 
ſiſteth oftheſe twopeoples: it [be ouercome, my glorie 
ſhall be very great,inthatI durſt, and vnto this preſent 
_ timewe haue gotten this 'glorie, that the valour &cou- 
rage of Sachetay was two monethsſhur vp betwenethe 
riuers of Brior and Oſtan forthe terror of our armes? 
therefore the victory which he ſhall gaine of vs, ſhalbe 
vnto vs alwaies glorious. Thus diſcourſing Thaneheard 
(yd he) didſhew a great ſtourneſle: of courage: He 
aduaunced his armie torward', ſo as the auantcourers 
of the two armies encountredech other, and our men 
were driuen euen intoour Camp. athing which greats 
ly diſpleaſed Odmar, who was inthe auauntguard , for 
the Emperor was very ſory that he had not'made them 
ſtronger whetrtheycame neere vnto the enemis, but 
the excuſe was, that they did notimaginthe raſhneſſe 
of Calix to beſogreatas toſet forwards threeleagues; 
The next daywas ſpent in diſcourſing of battailes;cue- 
ry one forhis part,and roexhorttheCapraines & foul 
diers,to deuide the:gouernementes vnto Captaines; 
with the rankes andordinances.Ca//xwasoftheage of 
forty,he was a Captain renowned with the great Chan; 
hewas one of the chicfeſt. in dighiileanif Placs ;/and 
= they 
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they had alwayes reſpeted him within 'Tartarie as a 
perſon moſt worthy ofthe Empire;ifthe glorie of Tx- 
merlan and his reputation had norſo far excelled.: The 
Armies began to be viewedthe one of the other abour 
_ eight ofthe clocke in the morning , where there were 
very many skirmiſhes before they came vntothe'main 
battaile(according to the fights of theſe nations)it was 
a great plaine wherein they metatthattime, with like 
aduantage on either part; Oamar ledthe Auauntguard 
| (as Thaue already faid)wherin there was fortythouſand 
horſe,&rthree-ſcorethouſand footmen; hemade three 
ſquadrons , wherofhe ſet forward one before him that 
began the battaile. Tamer/an marched inthe fame or- 
der, buthis ſquadrons were much ſtronger , the foot- 
menboth of the Anauntgard andofthe Barttaile were 
on the right and left wings. Tamerlan had' drawne' out 
ſixe thouſand Parthian horſe and two thouſand Tarta- 
rian for the Arier-ward, & had committed the'char 
| therofvntoa faithful ſeruantofhis called Axalizs(aGe- 
neuois borne) who had great credit with him, becauſe 
he had bene brought vpwith him in his youth;and had 
out triall. of his fairhfulneſle, valour, and induſtrie; 
auing giuen him in chargenort to fight at all bur vpon 
the extremitie 3 and alſo to: gather” together all that 
ſhould be ſcattered from the Armie. Axallawasa man 
of great iudgment, his vnderſtanding being good and 
quicke,and a Captaine in greateſtimationamongſt the 
ſoldiers,although bemaill ped Godin another ma- 
nerthenwedid,/and was at a Chriſtian, And he had 
many of them with him, whomhe cauſed tocomefrs 
the Georgians and from Pont Euxin,who fought with 
great agiltie;zthis-day did he ſhewe his great fidelitie 
and-couragewnto his Prince, ' Calzx onthe: other ſide.

yet ſer ypon by anie,they had bene onely breathed vp- 
on atthe, charges which had bene giuenz 4xalls ioy- 
ning with it his troupes reſerued for the Arier-ward. 
During this ſpace Calix did hotlie purſue thetroupe of 
T amerlan who retired, skirmifhing continually with

him , being aſſuredto haue him on his front, this ſee- 
medro him nigh. Therfore vpo theſe doubts he thoghe 
'* goodto hauethe aduiſe ofthis Captaines, &hauing af- 

> ſebledthErogerher,he propounded all theſe difficulties 

- vntothem: inthe end after ſundry opinions, his reſolu- 

tion was, to leaue nothing behind him, andto aſſault 
ſome famous citie, & take it,by meanes wherot he may 
nourith his armie,and ſecondarily call the enemie vnto 
batte!', The which the conqueror ſhould alw - ws lecke, 7 rod aduer; 
and the defender the lateſt he can hazard the ſame. For tſemem for 
> thatitis a very doubtfullthing to committhemſeiues ©< 
-— wvntoabartell, hisdutie being rather to delay, vndermi- 

= ningthe conquerourby length, _ by wearineſſe,and

light skirmiſhes ,then ro fight in open field. For when 
a Generall hath wiſely ſethis menin order, and hath 
exhorted them to performe their duties, what can hee 
do more then commit all vnto Fortune, and tothe will 
ofthe Lord of Hoſts ? And it ſeemethvnto me, that in 
no teates of arines doth fortune ſhew her trickes more 
often, then in the ſuccelle of battels , fauouring often 
the weakeſt , and deceiuing rhem ſooner which truft 
in their $kill of ouercomming. The examples thereof 
are verie common in the hiſtorie of the affaires of the 
world, where ſmall armies hauc ouercome innumeras 
blenumbers. I ſpeake here by way of a preamble of 
things which you ſhall hereatrer heare : and of the 
etill councellwhichthe king'of China recetued, Now

forgorten to tell you, that for the acknowledging of 
the Lord Axl his ſeruices, the Prince had made 
him Captaine generall of all his footemen , which -4x«l med: 
was one of the principal} honours of the armie, He 7 fa” 
cauſed the ſayd Lord _Axalls ro march after Odmar, fermes, , 
with all the footmen , which was verie neere a hun- 
dred ard fiftic thoufand men , well trayned vp in 
the warres , and good expert fighters. Hee marched 

- himſelfe immediatly after with all his horſemen, ar- 
tilleries , engines, and other munitions belonging 
vnto warre , directly vato Paguinfon. Odmar did ride 
wwentic leagues this day, fo as he arrived there con» | 
trarie to their expeRation, looking rather forthe kin 
then forthe enemie, and having taken much cattel 
wherewith the countrie greatly + PR, pitched 
histenrs, leauing the citic betweene him and vs, and 
ſtayed for his foormen, who marched forwards in the 
meane ſpace, ſending continually vnto the warre, for 
to wearie the enemie, This endured three or foure 
dayes, vatill our footemen Jedde by this braue Chri- 
{tian Genenois,ſhewed themſfelues inthe plaine of Pa- 
gvinſos, Then the Citie was ſummoned to yeeld obe- 
dience vntothe Emperour,orelſe they ſhould receiue 
the law of the conquerour, They made anſwere, that 
they were determined to liue and dic inthe ſeruiceof 
their Prince. Now you mult vnderſtand that ic was 
fortic yeares or thereabouts, ſince the Father of the 
king which raigneth at this preſent ouer the Chinois, 
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The ſiege ef 
the citie of 
Paruinfuu, 
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hadconquered it from the Empire of the Tartarians, 


and hauing driuen our all the inhabitants , they had 
lanted therein newe Colonies, fo thoroughly, that 
there were but few of the firſt remembrance, bur one- 


ly they ofthe flat country and ſmall walled rownes,who 
came from all partes and brought their keyes,moſt wil- 


lingly ſubmitting chemſeluesvnto the obedience of the 


Prince: foas there was great aboundance of victuals 
within our armie: and if we had beene within our owne 
countrie, there could not haue come greater ſtorez a 
thing which made our Prince hope for a ha pie fuc- 
ceſſe, there decing no other difticultie which for the 


molt part can ouerthrow a great armie as ours was

The Prince remained in the A+ 
rier-ward at the one ofthe wings ofhis footmen,which 
held one wa I. torces,his purpoſe was toſufe 
fer the three-ſcore andſixc thouſand hore to maihtain 
 thefight againſt the Barbariis ,being led by two good 
 Capraines, and if any otthem remained the Emperor 
hoped after of them to haue a good market, by cauſing 
his foormen to march forward, and himſelfe with who 
there abode twenty thouſand of the beſt horſe, which 
wereſufficict withouthazardin 'S his perſon for to giue 
a new barraile,if ſo be that any disfauor ſhould happen 
vntothem:for he had vnderlſtood that this was the cu. 
ſtome of the kings of China, to encloſe theſelues withe 
in the middeſt of their chariots with their foormen, 
and not to hazard themſelues butvpon the extremiry: 
 fothe enemie failed nothing atall romarch direQlie 
vnto Calibes and allthe Army marched after following 
ofhimand ſetting vpon him, and he euen as the Sci- 
thiansare alwayes accuſtomed to do, with his 6000, 
horſe in retiring gaue maniecharges, killing ſome of 
them,andthey: likewiſe killing ſome of his men.Itwas 
abeanurifull fightto ſee chis great Armie march , for ir 
ſcemed to be twite as great as ours, therein being an 
infinitenumber ofarmed chariots, wherein he put his 
_Thebeavtie & vrincipall truſt againſtthe turie of our ſouldiers ; fo 
of anc gildings of gold and filuer as well in the trap- 
pings of their horſes,as on their armor, that itglitte- 
red and was of vs all much admired, The Prince who 
with a troupe of horſe did ſee the Armie march after 
 Calibes, commended greatly the maner of caſting their 
men 
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men ont ofthe rartkes, for to compell this FAO BL 
fighr,8&did fce this Armie come in goodorder, &he 
tried with his cye tonote the place wher the kings per- 
ſon was, hauingnear him the Chinois Lord to juſtru& 
him, who knew well their maner of fighting... Nowe 
they hadneither auant-guard norbattaile, butonly an 
Arier-ward commanded by the king;and incloſed (as. 
L haue ſaid) with his charjots:the which being ſhewed 
vnto him by this Lord,the Prince tumed himlſelfe yn- 
ro vs,and in our languageſaid: Yet muſtwee this day. 
diſperſc thiscloud here to gilded, & the king, of China, ; 
and my ſelfe muſt make youre thercof, Now ha- 
uing ſcene the enemie ſufficiently aduanced, & iudg- 
ingthathe had had ſcene them march a good league, 
he rhought itnot conuenient toſufferthem for to take 
breath, nor for toput themlelues againc into their 'or= 
der; heſent vnroCe/tbes for to wil bim to ſer forward 
the fight, and that ifrhoſe whom he had led with him 
ſhould be Weary, they ſhould come -vnto-himy bur ir 

was not in Calzbes power to have this commandement 
euer them . For as ſoone as they heard this word of 
_ fighting vttered, they required the firſtcharge, with a 
young Lord,who commanded ouerthem called Zzoc- 
$2banes, whoamade appeare vnto the Chinois to what 
end their flight was , charging verie-ſtiftely.ypon the 
foremoſt of theenemies,the which was an occaſion ta 
| tobepgin the firſt fight, And Iaffare you there could nor 
be ſcene 2more furious thing, nor any for to fight with 
more cefire romaniteſt the valor of his nation , & for 
toprocure honor vitohts Prince. Nowthis endured a 
long houre beforc the Chinois had ouerthrowne C4- 
(bes. The Prince did fee all pacientlie , ſayingalwaies, 
that the great multitude how confulgd ſocucrit were,

Thebat's would carrie it away from the order and valour of his 

bref clins ſouldiers: you could not yer perceiue anyalteration in 

«=(Tenw(s the Princes countenance, aduerfitic and proſperitic 

_ were ſo indifferent vato him.Now his thirtie thouſand 

horſe were all Scirhians,who obſerue not the ſameor- 
der the Parthians doe. Now before the Prince retired 
with his men,he did fee the firſt charge giuen . Calibes 
being wounded.retired himſelfneere voto the Prince, 
hauing with him two thouſand horſe joyned together | 
againe,and many more ioyning themſelues together 
neere ynto the Prince}, who commaunded that they 
ſhould cure Calibes viewing the place of his wound, he 
cauſed him to be conducted behind his foormen, and 
theother whichwere hurt with himalſo. Now Caltbes 
was notable topierce throng this Armie, beingbea.. 
ten back ; but Odwar with almoſt all the Parthian horfs 
men did handle them more roughly, for he ran cleane 
through them,and returned by one of the right wings 
of the Armie, where he fought moſtvaliantlic, and ha« 
| uingbeaten them backeut within the kings chariots, 
hee thought that hee ſhould not doe wilely to goa- 
bout to breake ſuch forces. The King of Chma com- 

_ ming forward andthe horſmen which had bene bro- 
ken by Odmay ioyning themſclues together for his aid, 
Oamar onely remayning in the Battaile ſentvnto the 
Prince for the foormeE, and for to ſet forward the arti]. 
lerie , and thathe ſhould aflvre himſelfe of the victory; 
The Princewho had already ſer forward , kept aloofe 
off, and ſentvnto hin; fiftiethouſand footmen , with a 
partof the artilleric ,giuing charge therof vnto 4xals; 
who forthwith ſer forward , hauing commandemenr 
to ſetypon the chariots , and tomake an entrance : hee 
ſer forward the artillerie before him , thewhich _ 

greatly 
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_ greatlie aſtoniſh the enemies:for the gouernors of the 
6 belonging to the kinges chariots could nor hold 

them; it made alſo a great ſpoile. As ſoone as hee per- | 

ceiued this diſorder,he rlregtiiong came to hand- 
blowes;there were a hiidred & fifty thouſand mEas yer 
about the kings perſon . Axa//a fullot courage fought 
ſo valiitly,that they neuer beheld any do more brange- 
ly.0dmar during this fightcharged againthe horſmen 
who were retired vnto the kings aide , whom hepur to 
flight. Then the Prince aduanced forward with thereſt 
of his footmen, gaue.aide vnto Axa//a,and came cuen 

_ vnto the perſon oftheking of China, who was as yet 
encloſed within a ſecondranke of Chariots with thir- 

_ tie or fortie thoufand men: andafter hee had fought 
twoor three houres, the horſmen aſſiſting the foot- 
men, and they principally whom the Prince hadreſer- 


ued, theking remained wounded within the powerof 
the Prince, - battaile being won,andall the enemies 7h {ingef 
 Campe forced; the fight indured eight houres, and it Gedend bes 
was cucnnight which ſaued the liues of many of the: pricner. 
enemies. There were ſlaine two kings the Allies of the 
king of China,and one taken priſoner : there was ine- nm 
ſtimable riches gotten, as wel in golden veſlel aspreci - th-(jng of 
ous ſtones, and the moſtrich and faire chariots that ©'*«- 
could be ſeene. The Prince would not ſee the capti- 
ued kingvntill thenext day, being mounted on horſe- 
backe , andpaſſing through the Campe of the bartaile 
tor to {tay the (laughter, and to ioyne together againe 
his men, tothe end the accuſtomed watchmight bee 
kept, whereof he gue the charge vnto Lxalla; to ,,, Rady of 
whom he gaue likewife commandement to keepethe eheling of cu 
king of China within the middeſt of his ſouldiers , ha- "mer 
uing benealready dreſicd ofa wound he had receiued : ;

in his right arme. It was a _ thing. to behold the 
ene:nies weapons,and the diucrtity of ſtreamers wher. 
with they were decked,the which ſeemed vnto vs a far 
off as beauritull,as the diuerſitic of colours plentifull, 
Bur to ſay the truth, the multitude was great which 
this king had, notwithſtanding there was much diffe- 
reace berweene their valour and ours: and itis repor- 
ted, thathe had ranged in battailethis verie day three 
huudred and fiftie thouſand men, whereof there were 
anhundred and fiftic thouſand horſmen , the reſt on 
foote : the greateſt part of them were rude and barba- 
rous people, which ſuffered themſelues to bee ſlaine 
one vpon another , not marking their aduantage , nor 
- having anie warlike knowledge, as our men hauet 
recs © There were {lain of the enemies ſome threeſcore thou- 
chins, Ffand. Now thenext day after the buriall of the dead, 
+ ore W the Prince hauing giuen thankes vnto God for his vi- 
ks »z. Qoric, cauſed the wounded to be cured, and amongſt 
Qerie, theothers Caltbes , whoby reaſon of the vntemperare- 
neſſe of the aire, rather then by the blow of the wound 
-\Fh mw hehad received , found himſelfe verie ill, yet would 
; he notomit his durie, to conmaund alwaics his A- 
uant-guard. the which was a great þ raters vnto the 
Prince , forhe alone had commandement ouer the 
Emperours forces , being a Scithian , and greatly be- 
| louedofhis nation, The Prince diſpatched away thir- 
tic thouſand horſe in the purſuit of one of the king of _ 
Chinas brothers , who was fled away , hauing toyned 
ropether againe ſome twelue or fifteene thouſand 
horſe. The Prince ſentto ſummon Parnihs, the which 

did yeeld it ſelte vnto him : whereupon our Armie 

approched neare vnto it, for to aduance our felues 
the further into the countrie, Nowe I forgetto de- 


. clare 


clare howe the Prince hauing the nextday cauſed hig 
tentes to bee pitched moſt _ , and his guardes 


of marke: that hee could not bur lamentfor all thoſe 

. whom hee had loſt, accounting them notwithſtanding 

moſt happic and bleſſed, 2 the ſeruice of their 

king , againſt ſuch crue!l and barbarous people. So 

then hee ſent a commaundement vnato_Lxaliia, for to 

| bring nto himthe impriſonedking:who being come, 71, ,,un, 
the Emperour iſſued out of his rents, and went to re- efthe hug of 
ceiue him. This king of China came with a verie comms mecpny 
proud and haughtie countenance , and like a coura- prror 7 ener 
mow man , approching neare vato the Emperour, 

ee demaunded of Axalla by an interpreter , which 

was the Emperour, and being ſhewed him, hee ſpake 

hercely vnto him after this manner: The goddes 
whomlworſhip,being prouoked againſt my nation & 

people, andconſpiredagainſt my good fortune, haue 

made mee at this day thy priſoner : but foraſmuch 
as it is reported ouer allthe _ , that Tamerlay 

: 
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 makethwarre for the honor of his nation : thou ſhoul- 
deſt be contented that thou haſt wonne it this glorie, 

that the Lord ofthe world,the child of the Sunne, is 
in thy power,to receiue {uch law as it ſhall pleaſethee 
to preſcribe him. This he ſaid in a braue manner, and 
without any other humblingof himſelfe. The Empe- 
rour onthe other fide hauing ſalutedhim verie curte- 
- ouſlic,led him into his tent,& willed hisinterpreter to _ 

Tamer bs fay ynto himzthat cuerie diuiniyt fained or true, which 
4 (ng þ anie do worſhip and reuerence, that certainly an'cuill 
godly ſpexch matter is alwayes diſagreeable vnto them,and that he 
0 yeeldedwillinglie vnto che immorrall, inuincible, and 


KimzefChins, incomprehenſible God (whom hee worſhipped) this 
honor, to attribute vato him this victorie obtained, e- 
uen as he did the cauſe ofthis euil fortune vnto his falſe 
gods whom he worthipped; that he might aſſure him- 
[lf to finde all gentleneſle and good entertainment 
at his hands. So hauing made a fignethar hee allowed 
of that the Prince ſaid, with thaks vntohim,the Prince 
remained a certaine ſpace after without ſpeaking, ha- 
uing placed him neare vnto himſelfe , not contenting 
himſelfe in beholding this Princes behauiour;He cau- 
fed his interpreter todemidof him,whathe did think 
ofthe faſhion obſerned by his people in fighting. He 

anſwered,that he accounted the vitorie moſt affired, 
when as hedid ſee ſo few men come againſt him,inc6- 
pariſon of the great Army that hee had; bur thatrhe 
gods had otherwiſe diſpoſed thereof, When he asked 
whether his brother werea priſoner or {laine: hee was 
demanded whether he fought neare vtohim, He an- 
ſwered, that he commandedouer his horſmen;zand that 
hee wore the ſame royall garmentes that hee himſelfe 


did . They tolde him, that he was taken, VVhereupon 
OY he 


he ferched a great ſigh , and being demanded wherfore 
he was {orie that his brother ſhouldbee with him and 


run the ſame fortune: he anſwered that all his hope of 


- comforting himlſelfe in this miſhap was placed in his 
brother , andall the good happealſs of the Chinois 
name,therefore he greatlic lamented him, commen- 
ding much the courage of his brother.Now the Prince 


knew of certaine that he was eſcaped away , andther-. - 


fore (as I haue ſaid)was Oamar-gone to hinder his re- 


uniting together. [ hauc forgotten to declare how the 


riches which were gotten were innumerable: for the 
meaneſt amonglt them had much gold about him, & 
vpon the trappings of their horſe, The Lords had ſuch 
ſtore of precious (tones, as of nothing more. They did 
bring allthe priſoners before the Prince, and when 
the two Allies of the king of China did come , the 
king roſe vp and didthem great reuerence, Then the 
Prince demanded of him by an interpreter,who they 
were.He anſwered him,that they were his Allies, and 
that he lamented more their fortune thE hisowne,and 
thathe would die with thein. Now this barbarous king 


thought the matrer ſhould be handled after their ma- 
ner,when as they put to death their priſoners, and feed

of meat made of them,as ſome of thoſe countries are 


accuſtomed to doe . Nowe the Prince hauing recei- 
ued them curteouſlie , did afttire them of GS enter- 
taiment: forthe which the king of China did ſhewe 
himſelfe greatly contented. The one of them was the 
king of Chiampa,the other of Canchuichina, vader- 
caſſas and tributories to the king of China , Nowe 
he was of the age of thirtie yeares; hee had along vi- 
ſage ,. his eyes blacke and great, his beard long,the 
which he ſtroaked often . his noſe was of areaſona- 
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$2 The Hiftorie 

ble bigneſle, hauing a graue behauiour, and well be- 
ſeeming a great king. Theſe priſoner-kings did as it 
were worſhip in faluting of him, and hee keeping his 
grauitie,only commided them to riſe fro the ground, 
He is ſurely a great Prince , and which hath had two 
hundred famous Cities within his 'kingdome. There 
be manie mynes of gold and filuer, much muske , and 
alſo of an hearbe which the Chriſtians call Rubarbe, 
There bee in like maner within the kingdome of Chi- 
na fifteene veric large Prouinces,the which haue Go- 
uerners. Iris reported that he haththreeſore and ten 
kings wearing crownes,tributaries vnto him, Ve call 
this region China,the which they in their language 
name Tame,and the people Tangis , the whichwe call 
Chinois, This kingdome doth abound in fiſh, and in 
greatnumbers of wilde-foule, by reafon of the great 
aboundance of running waters which doe oucrflowe 
the countrie, the which is reaſonable temperate: th 
abound greatly in {ilkes, andthe meaneſt are ated: 


ledtherewith, hauing mall quantitic ofwoll , and not 


viing the ſame: theyhaue much corten and linnen in 


ſteed thereof, The men doweare their haire long the 
women combe them:they haue as many wiuesas they 
arc able to maintaine. Next vnto the king,there is a 
Gouernor generall whom they call Tutan , the which 
was the brother vnto the impriſoned king. This is the 
cauſe wherefore he muſt not forſake the countrie :bur 
herequeſted his brother toaccompanie him vnto this 
Battaile , where they thought aſſuredlic to ouercome, 
and was fo wilfull,thathe did appoint a Lord in his 
place, ypon whom the king of China.did not relie fo 
much 2s vpen his brother: inſo much as this made 


him ſad , conſidering the follie which he had commir- 
rc, 
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ted,in ſuffering him to come withhim,and tobe bot 
of them at one battaile. Now for to returne vnto the 
king of China:the Prince hauing afſembled his coun- 
ſell;ro the end he might beaduiſed how he ſhould vie 
his priſoners andthe reſt ofthe viQorie:hee received 
newes by Odmay , how that the kings brother was 
arriuedat Quantou,the which hee had fortified, and 
that great ſtore of forces did ioyne themſelues vnto 
him . This was the cauſe that the Prince hauing ſome- 
what reſted his forces , commaunded two thouſand 
Parthian horſe to conuey the priſoners vnto Page/n- 
fou,and from thence after they had made abode there, 
to paſſe oner the mountaines, and to remaine at Bur- 
da ( a Citie of olde time fairhfull vnto the Emperors 
of Scithia) and there to keepe them faithfully, This 
charge was giuen vntocMealaxen Lieutenant generall 
in thecharge of Aſxals. Then the Prince made dil- 
patches vnro the Emperour ,and to his Licutenanto- 
ver the Parthians , and made them partakers of this 
eat and happie victorie , wherein had bene ſlaine 
{o manie thouſandes of the enemies, and hee had 
loſt ſo fewe of his owne. I returne vnto the delibera- 
tion which the Prince rooke (after that hee had diſ- 
charged himfelfe of much carriages, the which hee 
had ſent with the king of China,) before heewould 
goe anie further forward, Nowe hee had alſo ſent 
to haſten the fortie thouſand footmen-which ſhould 
come from Sachetay , and thirtie thouſand Scithi- 
an horſe, making his account that they ſhould have 
come vnto him , before the forces of the king of 
China could oppoſe themſelues againſt him. So 
the purpoſe andreſolution ofthe Prince was , that ir 
behooued to aſſault Qxaxzos and to ſhut vp,ifitwere

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pollible, the kinges brother within the fame;being 
one of the principall ſeates belonging vntorthe king of 
| China , and acitie greatly peopled and ſtrong : it was 
"= pep fortie leagues from the place where the batraile was 
reſoluion in fought, But Odmar being aduanced thither , would 
the ſame, notretire before hee as as commandement 
from the Prince , who hauing ſent thither , pitched 
his tentes round abourthe ſaid Citie: hauing ſummo- 
ned many ſmall cities, the which yeelded themſelues 
wholly vnto the Princes mercic , making greatlamen- 
ration for their king taken, and for the eſtare of their 
affaires , the abaſement being verie greatthroughout 
all the kingdome,for all the diligence the king ot Chi- 
nas brother could vſe forthe quieting of their aſtoni- 
ſhed mindes , and to exhort.eueric one to take new 
courage. Notwithſtanding the gentleneſle vied by the 
Conquerour made them to take. all their loſſes with 
patience: and becauſe it was alſo reported, that hee 
had vſed the king moſt friendlie, and all the priſoners: 
for the Prince cauſe his clemencie to bee publiſhed 
vato all that would vouchſafe to 'caſt themſelues in- 
to his armes, as he would alſo ſhewe his ſharpneſſe 
vato all thoſe which diſobeyed him , and wouldwith- 
ſtand his commandementes, For it was the Princes 
cuſtome to pardon the humble, and to puniſh the 
proudthroughlie, knowing that reward and puniſh- 
ment are the thinges which doe greatlie increaſe e- 
ſtates. And Princes muſt learne this as a generall rule, 
that whenſoeuer they vie thoſe which are rebels vnto 
them, as thoſe that are obedient, they ſhall receiue 
hurt thereby,becauſe cuerie one will take libertie of 
ill doing, ſecing thatthe one and the other are equal- 
lie weighed and regarded by the Prince, who ough 
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to-be aiuſt iudge and moderatour of euerie ones de+ 

ſexts. Now our Prince had beſides another maxime; 

that is,he ſtraightly kept that which hee promiſed, al» p,,;,., 4 

though his eſtate depended therupon,it his word were »<4bi pre- 

once paſled. And you mult beleeue, thatnone of his ——— 

ſeruants;durſt be ſo bold,as to make requeſt.and fpeake 

ro the contrarie, ſo as this ſame being ſpread amongſt 

the barbarous people ,they were aſſured whenthey had 

once his word: now-you mult know-that this is of no 

finall importance wnto a victorious Prince, to make his 

victorie-perfe&. But to returne, vntomyPpurpoſe,our 

Prince hauing cauſed praiers to ve celebrated,and yeel- 

ded thanks vato God for his victory, as hiscuſtom was, 

he cauſed money to be di{tributed vnto the Captaines 

for 'the cure of them which were wounded.” He: went 

diretlyvnto Quantou, having givencommandement 

vnto Odmar to go even beyond Quantou, to the end 

that the kings brother ſhould not/pur any greater for- 

ces thereintoz and if it fell out ſo,he ſhouldnor faile to 

fight wich them and hinder them from the ſame, for his 

purpoſe was to beſiege-it. I will not forget to declare -,4,41..-, 

how the kings brother had ſent Embaſſadorstoobrain ſen: Fom the 

leaue for toknow of the kings health,and fortoſee him, "np : 
_ thewhichchePrince did willingly ſuffer,to theendthis 7amerte» to 

other ſhouid not declare himſelfe king , who would te the hy. 

haue brought him more trouble then the other. He at- 

tended for the euent of Quantou, and had his eyevpon 

the ſucceſle of this ſiege. Now the kings brother ha- 

uing received newes ofthe affaires of the beſieged, he 

determined ( having receiued aide from ſome of his 

confederates, and allo as ſoone as he had ioyned toge- 

ther his forces) either ro ſuccourit,or to fight a barrel, 

andcame ſtraight ynto Porchio,hopinghe mighrmake

abridgeof boates whereofthere be great ſtore in theſe 
ſame countries, The Prince vnderſtanding this, cauſed 
a trench tobe made at the ende of the bridge, for to. 
Keepcit _ the enemies : there did heplace three 
_ or foure thouſand men, to the end the bridge might 

alwaies be at his commaundement, and as he didper- 
cciue the enemie approch , hee ſhewed himlſelte in 
| battell ray all along the river. This paſſe-time con- 
_ tinued tenne or twelue dayes , vntill ſuch time as 
the kings brother hauing cauſed a great number of 
boares to be gathered together , had made a bridge 
in a verie narrowe place of the riuer: whereof the 
Prince being aduertiſed , he made no ſhew he knewe 
It oceeping bimaſelfe within his Campe, from whence 
the faid place was ſome tenne leagues from vs, called 


. Cambin. Then our ſcoutes brought vs word that 


the bridge was made, preſently thereupon the Prince 
 commaunded Oamar to mount on horſebacke with 
fiſteene thouſand horſemen , and thathe ſhould ſud- 
denly ſer vpon all thoſe-that were | 9% oucr , and 
ſcent all his fooremen after him; we ſet forward all our 
horſemen aftcr, the which the Emperour himſelfe did 
coduR, hauing lefta ſufficient ſtrength within Rochio, 
The Prince hauing confideredrhe time of the diligence 
the which the kings brothermight vle in paſſing over 
his armie, together with the aduertiſement which he 
had receiued, made him accordingly aduice his army, 
ſo as we departing at midnight came thither bynoone, 
and Odmer halfe an houre before vs, in ſo much ashe 
bauing marked that there were no more of them _ 
paſſed ouer then he was appointed to charge, he ſtaied 
in hope that halfe of them would paſſe ouer, andalſo 
he looked for the Prince, who did ſet forward, being

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| behindthe mountaines, which were within a league of 
chat place, cauſing ſome to deſcrie-from houre to 
houre what the enemic did . Now beceing enformed 
that the halfe parr were paſſed , the which was fif- 
tic thoufand men good, he aduerrifed the Prince there- 
of, and went himſelte vnto the fight , and findin 
them in very ill order , and nothing ar all aduertiſed 29mm /*>- 
of the enemies neareneſle, he gaue the charge, and 94; 4.8. 
vtterly ouerthrew them; there remained dead vponthe ting of ari- 
ground ſome fiftic thouſand men',!but' ir was not | Aral 
without great fight , ſtrengthened with the fauour of sf bm, 
the water, and agreat Marrith wherein they were en- 
camped, Notwithſtanding our footemen hauing 
wonne the banke of the riuer, beganne alſo towinne: 
the boates and ta ſeuer them by the meanes ofa great 
boate the which wee with diligence cauſed to runne- 
cowne being tull of artificial a , ſo as at the ſame. x frataxem, 
very time thatthey which were within the boate did. 
drawe neare, they retired out of the ſame, hauing firſt 
kindledthe fire within the boate,the which witha great 
force ruſhed againſt the bridge of boates and ouer- 
threw it, and where it was rcfiſted did. burne. This 
cid greatly aſtonith them that were paſſed, to ſee their 
returne cut off, The kings brother was not yer paſſed 
vato the other ſide of the water, and he which firſt had 
 goneouer was the king of Cauchina , who was {laine at The hng of 
the firſt charge fighting very valiantly, in the forefrone, ©««%=-/< 
The kings brother did ſee his men ſhin and drowned, 
& could not remedie the fame. This ſecond ouerthrow 
was of no ſmall importance, although is was but the 
third part of the kings brothers armie, and that there 
remained vnto him as yet a hundred thouſand —_—

daily they loſt their honour, and that by little and little 
they approched neerer vnto the , in ſuch ſort that theſe 
I5.dayes they had beene continually at hand-blowes 
with our men, In the end they gaue knowledge yato 
Axalla,that they deſired to make triall ofthe Empe- 
rours clemencie. Anſwere was made vnto them , that 
they had better occaſ1o to traſt vnto the Princes mercie 
at this preſent, then vnto their owne forces: and hauing 
by interpreters long time diſcourſed with Axal/a, they 
demanded cight daies reſpit,wherin they might adyer- 
tiſe the kings brother of the eſtate of their affaires :2nd 
that it they were not ſuccoured within fifteene dayes, 
they promiſed to yeeld theſelues , ſo as it would pleaſe 
the Prince, to keepe them in the ſame fidelitie. thatthe 
kings of China had kept and maintained them. Axalls 
made anfwere, that he had charge from the Prince to 
recciue them vpon copoſition,and to make them prove ! 
all gentleneſle as ſoone as they had yeelded vnto his 
mercie: but forpreuenting of fo long delay, for thar 
the Prince was in perſon withinthe countrie, he would 
fend and impart this vnto him, and beſeech him forthe 
fame: andattending therfore, they ſhould in the mean 
rime deliuer hoſtages for this purpoſe, and that from 
this time forward he did graunt them truce , vntill the 
Prince had i1gnihed therein his pleaſure, Thereupon 
 Axalle

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xalla diſpatched one of his fairhfull friends of his 
countrie vnto the Prince,to carrie vnto him theſe good 
newes: the which was more welcome vnto the Prince, 
then the ouerthrow he had giuen vnto theenemie, and 
agreedyntoall that _Lxal/a demaunded, referring all 
 vntohis ſufficiencie and fidelitie, andrelying thereup- ' 

on he would marke what the kings brother meant to 
do. After this laſt diſgrace he was determined, if the 
enemie didnot retire, to paſſe ouer the river, and to 
purſue him even vnto the ſea coaſtes. Three or foure 
dayes being ſpentthe Prince tooke aduiſe for to paſſe 
-ouer the riuer with his horſemen, butnot to aduance a- 
ny further.then 3.or 4. leagues beyondthe water: on- 
ly he meant to hinder the kings brother from attayning 
vntothe riuers foord, having receiued aduertiſement 
that he would paſſe ouer for tro ſuccour Quantonfor. As 
ſoone as the enemie vnderſtood newes of the paſſing 
ouer ofourarmy, it did greatly aſtoniſh him, & there- 
ypon retired ten great leaguesfr6 vs, bending towards 
the ſea fide into a hillie countrie , and vneaſte for our 
horſemen, where he thoughtto find place of ſecuritie 
for his armie, and where the ſame might be intrenched 
within the mountaines. Andthere atleaſure he tooke 
aduife of the greateſt abouthim, to determine what 
offers they m1ght make vnto the mn as well for 
the kings ranſome, as alſo for to aſſure that which yet 
remained,8& for to make a peace,the which muſtneeds 
be had were it by gold or toes Jeeingthatblond could 
doe no good therein, which had not beene ſpared:that 
there was no more to be done, and that the goddes 
were offended. Therfore it behooned with them toac- 
knowledge Tamerlanthey tor to favour him, and we to 
ſerue him ; and hauing ſent io demaund fafetie for to 
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 Thecitzap ©c<2tzthe Prince graunted ſo much wntothem, for ſuch

He cauſed 30000, 
 menof war to enter thercinto,vnto who was money de- 

liuered for to maintain the there, vntill ſuch timeas all 

the footmen ſholdreceiue pay for 3. moneths duevnto 

them, whereof the inhabitants of Quartoufos did fur- 

niſb the Prince, tothe ſumme of eight hundred thou- 

ſand Tentins,the which do amount vato foure hundred 

and fifty thouſand crownes or therabour. The Prince at 


this preſent ſent me vnto Axal/a,whom Itound feafting 


of his Capraines and ſouldiers, Raying for the coman- 


dementthat I brought vnto him, the which was to re- 
maine within Q#sanroufor, and to caulc all his footmen 
to ſer forward directly vnto him , the which was done 
by thePrince,to the end it ſhould ſtrike a greater terror 
into the minds of the enemics,who ſeeing all his foot- 
men arriued , he ſuppoſed they would nothing douber 
( 2uantoufou being taken.) but that he would march 
forward,inſomuch as he hoped this would greatly ad- 
uance hisaffaires, conſidering the eſtate they were in, 
I returned from Quantoufow vato the Emperour, ha- 
uing ſeene a beauritull and great Ciitie, well fortified, 
and wonderfully peopled, and round about it there 
was a fruitfull countrey . Our armie had beene two 
monethes and a halfe before it, and Irchinke we ſhoud 
hauc continued there one monethes longer: for therein 
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was nowant of any thing but of men, becauſe many 
of them had beene ſlaine ſince the ſiege beganne. This 
was the cauſe wherefore the Princes brother would 
haue conductedſomethither, & was the occaſion that 
made him aduance forward. Many of our men were 
alſo dead by reaſon of the intemperarteneſle ofthe aire, 
andthe heat of fommer the which we had paſſed,wher- 
with our men hadnot bin accuſtomed: fo as thoſe ſoul- 
diers which we looked for were neceſlaricfor vs to ad- 
uance forward , it wee purpoſed to attempt any other . 
thing, Axal/a who remained therein,emploicd allthe 
paines he poſſibly could, torepaire the walles, and to' 
winne the inhabitants good will vntothe Prince: for 
not one of themwas departed with the Gouernour for 
to ſerue the king of China , he leading with him our 
of the citie, but thirteene thouſand,of thirtie thouſand 
ſouldiers, ſome beeing dead, the other remaining 
with the inhabitants vnarmed, for to receiue the law 
of the conquerour, It was athing very worthic the no- . 
ting of their new Lord, who was tocommannd them, 
to marke fo great lightneſle and inconſtancie in for- 
vetting ſo ſoone him which had maintayned them, 
he and his aunceſtors by the ſpace of two Kindred 
yeares with great pacience and quiet, and preſerued 
their wealth in great proſperitie. This is the cauſe 
that they which gouerne common-wealthes oughtto 
thinke, that the peoples good will is certainely tobe 
eſteemed: but withall , they muſt not roo miich truſt 
therunto. This was the cauſe that TALxa//a marked that, 
ſaying that hee was troubled to deuiſe how this great 
multitude might be contained in their fadelitie, if wee 
ſhould receiue any disfauour , and commanded me to 
ſpeake vntothe Prince , for to treat befoxe his Armie 
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The any more decayed, and after that itwas very ne- 
cffariehis wiſdome ſhould conſider how to aſſure this 
citic inhis abſence, the which was ſo peopled,and the 
people thereof being ſo light and inconſtant. Now as 
L haue ſaid, there was almoſt a yeare ſpent ſince we be- 

an this enterpriſe, andour men were greatly dimini- 
hed: the fall of the leate alſo drawingneere,the which 
for the moſt part doth yeeld euill fruit vnto armies af- 
ter their trauels, by the changing ofhumors,the which 
engender ſickneſle. And this appearedalreadie within 
our armie, which cauſed the Prince to conſider of ma-: 
ny things;and not without cauſe, he doubtedalſo ſome 
change within his owne countrie , the which long ab- 
ſences do often cauſe,the honour being noleſle in pre-- 


ſcruing of thatalreadie gotten, then in conquering of 


the ſame. Our Prince allo did neuer refuſe honourable 
conditions, the which he did more eſteeme being ob- 


tained by peace then warre. He thought that his con- 
queſt conſiſting of almoſt halfe the kingdome, and in 
making the king tributarie for the reſt, he ſhould haue 
ſufficient wherewith to bridle him, if at anytime hee: 
ſhould deale badly, and would thereof be well aduiſed: 
and eſpecially he hoped to aſſure the ſame ſo well , as 
theirlightneſſe ſhould be throughly puniſhed, atwhar 
time ſoeuer they would vic it. He did thinke it conue- 


nient if they came vnto profitable conditions for his ad- 


uantage,cuen as the conquered doe yeeld vnto the con- 
querors,for to reſolue himſelte to border his conqueſts 


- on this ſide. Thus the Embaſladors being arriued,who 


were of the kings chiefeſt vaſlals, Tamerlan receiued 
them with all aumanirie , cauſing his greatnefle to ap- 
pearevnto them , and therewithall the agilitie of his 
horſemen,to makethe {ce with theireyes,that it would

. being vnder the Princes obedience that trafique and 
entercourſe of Marchantes ſhould be free berweene 

| both the nations; that the king of China ſhould deli- 

 _ uerhis brother as priſoner, and two kings named, with 
ewelue principall men of the countrie for aſſurance, 

who ſhould come yearely with money for aſſurance of 

the peace. Behold the Emperors anſwer &his reſolutisz 

bur alas the armes of the Chinois and their forces,were 


ſo 
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ſo weakened, that they were yet glad to hearethat they 
ſhould be ſuffered to inioy that which yet remained, 
they accounted al things ſo certaine by loſt, conſidering 
the ill haps which on euery {ide did ouerwhelme them: 
their beſt men were dead, and they which remained a- 
ftonithed. The flower of their beſt mE of war,with their 
king taken, two battels loſt, and the two principall Ci- 

tis of the kingdome taken , and the hardeſt paſſages 
wonne: ſo as they did ſee nothing but a certaine deſtru- 
ion of the conntry, if they came againe vnto the triall 
ofarmes, The king whoſe captiuity did greatly con- 
cerne them,could not be recouered but by peace, they | 

were alſo aduertiſed,that great ſtoreofnew forces mar- 
ched forward to refreſh our army, ſo as theydid ex- 
ſpe& nothing buttheir certaine deſtruction. Therefore 
Ge accepted of{uch conditios of peace as pleaſed the 
conqueror, hoping that time would bring againevnto 
them their auncient liberty, and that for atime itbe- 
houed them to beare with patience the yoke of their 
bondape. Now the Prince had ſent two thouſand horſe, 
to ferchthe king of Chine, to the end that being at li- 
berty,he might ſweare to the peace ſolemnly,the which 
hee hauing performed at Quantoufou, whither the 
Prince cauſed him for to come, he brought with him 
vnto Paguin all the pledges, and _ the reſt, the 
kings eldeſt ſonne , and his brother.

In the meane time the 
Emperour , after he had provided for the aſſurance of 
his newe conqueſt, hee left Odmer there to gouerne

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neighbour,who would euen trouble his allies: fo as the 
Ambaſlador returned from thence aflured of the Prin- 
ces ſuccour againſt Bazazet : who in the meane time 
was not idle, but continued dayly his enterpriſe,ſeeking 
all meanes ro accompliſh the ſame : thinking that what 
mellages focuer were ſent ynto him,were no otherthen 
threatnings, But on the other {ide alſo,the Prince vnto 
whom reſt and eaſe was already become tedious,cgged 
forward alſo by Axa/ls, with the increaſe of his nh 
& name, being deſirous of this encerpriſe,did not ceaſe 
vntill the Prince did ſend him vnto Sachetay, for to giue 
beginning vnto the aſſembling of forces fro all parts,to 
the end that about the ſpring time he might march 
forward . The Emperour alſo had recejued newes of 
the battell loſt by the Greekes, and that their aftaires 
were like to go ill,if they were not ſuccoured:the which 
- made the Prince more forward, alſo tohindertheſe Oz- 
zoman dogges (for ſo he called them)mad for troubling 
the world. Axa/laſent wordalſovnto the Prince how all 
things proceeded,and earne {tly moued him ro depart. 
Now the Prince had obtained of the Emperour his vn- 
kle an hundred thouſand footmenand foureſcore thou- 
ſand horſe, hoping to hane as many from Sachetay , be- 
 fidesthe Lords who would accompany him for to win 
glory,0 who he made accoiitalſoof 50000, mE more 
that they would bring vntohim, beſides the other for- 
c2s,He ſuppoſed that he had abilitie to deliver the Em- 
pire of Greece from the bodage of the Ottomans, Thus 
the Prince departed, leauing the Empreſle with the 
Emperour herfather, forto ſerue him as a comfort of 
his age:it was not without ahard farewell of the Empe-

rours part towardes his nephew; but more gricuous on zi», 


the Princes part towardes his wite , who had neucr kr 
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him ſince the time they were maried: but nothing with- 
 heldourPrince,where there was either glory,or meanes 

to increaſe his reputation,& profite the comon wealth: 

' AwtBleſ&y- ſaying often,that he was borne to this end,and that he 
"5 719%" muſtrake intheſe exerciſes his principall delights :for 
cuery other thing wherein he did exerciſe himſelf was 
but borrowed,being appointed and called of God to 
puniſh the pride of tyrants. Neither will There omir 

a dreame , which our Prince had the night before he 

departed from Cambaly , which was , thathe did ſee 

as he thoughr.,a great multitude of reuerent men, who 
- putforth their hands vnto him,requiring his ſuccour a- 

gainſt che violence of certaine tyrants , who did afflict 

them with ſundry kindes of tormentes: he ſayd, thathe 

did neuer ſee more reuerent countenances, and that 

ſome of them were apparelled in white,and others in 

cloth of gold , ſome hauing as it were crownes of gold 

vpon their heads,and it ſeemed ynto the Prince,that he 

gaue the his hand , & lift them very high. This dreame 

he recited vnto vs the next morning , but no body was 

able to giue him the interpretation thereof , and him 

ſelte thought no more of the ſame , Now to returne a- 

gaihe,we departed from Cambaly accompanied with all 

the Citie,with all the love and griete of a good people 

towards their Prince. In like maner,the Prince during 

the time he abode there , vſed all kindes of liberalitics 

| and magnificences that mighthbe, aftcr he had receiued 

Tametar by; ALmaner of preſents that can be named of euery one,as 

journey a» AVvitneſle of their afteion . The Prince was accompa- 
gainſt the nicd alſo with Calibes, and he comaunded the Prince of 

hl fy Tanatsto take vpo him the ſtate of Colonell of the foot- 

men,the which .1xa/ahad left: vnto whom he gaue the. 

charge of Lieutenant generall within his armie , with 
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commaundement to leade his auantguard, and Calibes 
the aricre-ward, being accompaniedwith farre greater 
forces then cuer he had in any of his armies : for they 
came vnto him from all parts. The Chinoz Lord was li- 
cenced by Oamar to go with 20000,men of the ſubiects 
newly conquered, being de{trous toſhery him ſelf vnto 
the Emperour,as alſo for to learne our maners & faſhi- 
ons. The abſence & ſeparation of our mailter was grie- 
nous vntonone but Odmar , not tor the teare of the Chi- 
204 his neighbours, but verily for the chage of fortune. 
The Prince hauing ſent him word of his purpole,he c6- 
firmed the fame,8& amongſt other things,he ſent word 
yntothe Emperour, that he ſhould hope for all good 
ſucceſſe therin,ſecing he was created by God for tocaſt 
_ down the proude & raiſe vp the humble:the Prince alſo 
did miſlike of nothing more the cruelty.l remeber wel, 
that whe we wexe at China,whe he perceiued this fierce 
nation, he ſayd,T am ſent to pull downe the glory ofthis 
proud man, hope to hauea good end thereof. So we 
arriued leauing our forces,the which came {traight vn- 
to Ocera, where they had appointed the generall mee- 
ting of all the army,and the Prince tooke his voyage di- 


rectly vnto Samarcand the place of his birth.three years 7,,,1,, ,.. 
being paſt ſince he had bin there. Zamay came to meete twrneth from 
him,andI verily belecue a million ofmen, blefling and "* on7%fof 
prayſing him in all manner of ſongs. All the Princes of Semarcaud. 


the countrey alſo ranto viſite him, he abode there a 
moneth. Axal/ain this meane time was already at the 
meeting place at Ocera , whoprepared all chings,loo- 
king for the Princes commaundement for to go vnto 
him, aduertiſing him often ofthe :doings of Bazazer. 1 
haue forgotten alſoto declare,how the Prince ſent vnto 
the Moſconite tobe fauouredby him in this enterpriſe, 
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whopreſently ſent Ambaſladours with offers of what 
ſocuer ſhould pfeaſc him . The Prince made cemaund 
ha _ of fifreene thouſand horſe , and the payment of cer- 
Tamerlans: Taine money the which he owed, the which was graun- 
= the | redvnto him,and alſo paſlage through all his domini- 
| ons, being very glad thathe did fet vponothers then on 
himlelfe ; andthart ſo great a preparation theuld fall 
vpon them, whoſe greatneſle was as preiudiciall and 
fearctu] Ivnto him, as it was vnto our Prince, the Ozto- 
. mans at that time bringing not onely ſuſpition vnto 
. their neighbours, but which was much more, all the 
earth was : aſtoniſhed ar their ſudden greatneſle, and of 
the happie ſucceſle they had in alltheir enterpriſes, be- 
ing of ſo {mall a beginning attained vnto ſo Jarge an 
Empire, Now this was the verie reaſon that moued 
the Emperour to oppole him ſclte againſt rhe ſame, 
thinking it much better to go and fet vgon them with- 
in their new conqueſtes , then for roYay vntill they 
were come nearer vito him, and ſhould come to de- 
batetheir quarrell within his Empire vnto his domage: 
\a ſound deliberation; forthe ſame tendeth vnto two cf- 
| fets,the one isthat it deſtroyeth the enemies countrey, 
and the other,that any disfauour comming vnto him his 
countrey receivethnot thereby any aſtomſhment, ſo 2s 
this enterpriſe was pry for his aduantage . Now our 
Prince did all this through the cotlſell of Prince Axalla, 
by whom at thattime all theeſtate was gouerned, 8 the 
reat authority which this man had, wasnot without 
a rw <ul theenuy ofd. uerſe Courtiers:norwithſtanding the rea- 
| fate, bicoms die faſhion of Axalla to content euery one , accom- 
mendetio®, panied with his ſingular vertues, together with fo'ma- 
ny. {eruices that hee had done, did vphold him a- 
eainſt the cnuious;as alſofor that he was nolefle accep- 
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table vnto the old Emperour then vnto his maiſter,who 
did often remeber the daungers & the braue enterpriſes 
he had executed inthe affaires his maiſterhad , as well 
againſt rhe Moſconites,as at the rebellion of Cambalu & 
Catayo , &in the laſt conqueſt of the kingdome of China: 
ſo as his authoritie was great, with this,thathe was cur- 
rcous and humaine, and friendly towards euery one,and 
who ſpakedayly vnto his maiſterof great matters , and 
alwayes propounded vnto him honorable enterpriſes, 
whereunto he would be the firſt to ſer his hands with- 
out ſparing the hazard of his life at all. Andalthough 
our Emperour was accompanied with great renowmed 
Princes , yet were they no bodie in compariſon ofthe 

' vertues and the greatneſle the which Axa//ahad gotten 
with his maiſter , whether it were in pompe, in libera- 
litie , andin fuamiture of {laues and horſes : for hauing a 
a great mind & ſharpe wit,he made vſc thereof politike- 
lyto maintaine him ſelf. Moreouer he neuer gaue coun- 

| ſell thewhich he did not offer to execute ,:and he was 
happy for that they had ſucceſſeaccording to his defire, 
which procured him great authority;but he had a grace 24 
beyond all this: for he was humble vnto euery body,the 7" —_— 
which made him well beloued ,in humbling himſelfe 2xale. 
(in ſuch greatneſle)euen vnto the ſmalleſt, I was one 
day in aplace when the Prince did reprehend him for 
this ſo great mildeneſle . He anſwered him,that it be- 
longed vnto his maiſter to be ſtately, but for me itism 
tradeto play the flaue and ſeruaunt, andas greatneſle 
doth well befeeme you, ſo doth humilitie me , for I 
am not about you bur for to honour you: for if yoube 
honoredI ſhalbe alſo. Alſo how humbly ſocuerl carrie 
my ſelfe, what neede you tocare ſo as I ſerue you well?- 


fl ſhouldbe ſtately, ſhould be odious vnto the great

men of your Court,and Iſhould ſeuer them fromyou.] 
' will haue them honor me, for ſeruing well of you,&not 
for my countenice.Thisanſwere di Py pleaſe the 
Emperour,& it was a cunning to caulc him to be belo- 
ued,the which fel out happily for him:for they honored 
him more then he would.Now for to come againe vnto 
the Princes purpoſe , we will for this time leaue Axalt, 
whoſe nature I was willing toexpreſle vnto you, the 
which ſhall ſerue to give you vnderſtanding of manie 
things,that ſhalbe declared of him within this hiſtorie. 
So the Emperour ſentynto Axal/ato come vnto him at 
Samarcand, for to receiue direftions from him for the 
ſetting forward of his armie . Now hauing left bythe 
Emperors commaundement the Prince of Thanaisto 
- commaund, he came vnto him, &coſulted with him of 
the order for his army: and hauing reſolued that it was 
beſt to paſle by the borders of the Moſcontte,to go di- 
rely vnto Conſtantineple the ſeate of the Greeke Em- 
rours , whither they fayd the armic of BataFet Empe- 
. rour of the Turkes did march, being alreadie come 
downe into 4/7 Minor , there was a kinſman of A4- 
xallas diſpatched,for to aſſure the Emperour of Greece 
of our armies comming forward, and that great pro- 
uiſion of victuals was madefrom all parts for mainte- 
nance of the ſame . Ve departed from Semarcand, 
for to go vnto Ozara , where was the meeting place for 
all the Princes troupes : and hauing in that place raken 


about the way aduile for his journey , that is to ſay, for toknow whe-

ther ſhould be more expedient and fauorable, cither to 
go by the coaſtes of Moſconie diretly vnto Capha ,or 
rather on the other {ide of the ſea Bachuto paſle by the

dry opinions, although the way were the longer , ts 


paſle 
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paſſe vnto Capha for ro come vnto Trebiſonds and to 
the Georgians , and from thence toenter into the limits 
of the Ottomans. Then our armic after the accuſtomed - 
ceremonies and prayers made vnto God , wherein -, ,,..., 
our Emperour hoped to findehis principall ſuccours, dve;+eruP. 
we drew ſtraight vnto CMerenis where the armie a- 
bode three dayes , looking tor the forces which O4- 
war did ſend, whereof they received newes. There did 
the Emperour cauſe all his armie to be payed , and 
agenerall muſter was made. He had newesallo there 
of the forces that the Moſcouite did ſend vnto him : he 
likewiſe cauſed an infinite quantivie of vituals and the 
moſt part ofhis furniture robe conueyed by the ſea of 
Bachs, there being ſome twentic leagues where was Backs. 
want of water and victuals, through the which our ar- 
mie muſtneedes paſſe, cauſing all things neceſlaric to 
be caried by water ,the which wasa great commodi- 
tie vnto vs: and there was a commaungement giuen at 
all the ſhoares of the ſea, that they fhould bring all the 
veſlels for tocarriethe munition of _ armie: ſoas this 
foreſight did greatly eaſe our army. The Prince wet c6- ,,,.,_.- 
war cn. the ſeaſhoare, Ll away his time degra 
in hiiting,& his armie came not nearevnto him by 10. _—_— the 
leagues,except ſuch as came to ſecke neceſlaries for the " 
army,the which did exted it ſelfſome 20.leagues,it was 
ſo great. The Prince abode at Sara/ich during the time 
hisarmy paſſed theriuer of Ede/at Mechet , and at two 
or threeother bridges, the which they had cauſed to be 
made;there had he certain newes how Ba/4zet marched wa mT 
vnto the ſiege of C3/fatenople, hauing reduced vnto his 0« fege of con. 
bedicce all Birhinia,& Bur/ia a very noble city,the which #einopte. 
he cauſed tobe fortified, & diuers other Ciries,viing all 
the cruelties that mightbe, inſo muchas all the adioy- 
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ning prouinces yelded rheſelues his tributaries:amog(t 
the re{t thenoble Citie of Capha, wherewith the Empe- 
ror was greatly moucd, becauſe ithad firſt putit ſelf vn- 
der his protectio before the Tyrkez8 this had bin com- 
Hxalas prin. paſſed by the meanesof Axalls, where he was borne, 
= 'who was alſo the more offended becauſe it was his coni- 
T urls for the trey,fo farre forth as he ſent roſumm© them rocome & 
96 >dy yeeld arcaſon vnto the Emperor of their fidelitiewher- 
ved. uponthe Citic receiueda great aſtoniſhment, and the 
gainf nl principall men ofthe ſame Citie came vnto the Prince, 
neviti. Whoſentto be informed ofall; and being ready to re- 
 ceiuvethepuniſhment for their infidelitie , after diuerſe 
preſents by them made of very excellent Marterns & o- 
ther furres,pardon was graunted vntothem,& the citie 
was by the Prince giuE vnto Axal/a for to diſpoſe of the 
The gowern- ſame: the which he did,going thither toſee his kinſfolk, 
- "oY and totake ſuch order there , as hethought was forthe 
'_  preſeruati6 ofthe Citie , as one not vngratefull vnto his 
countrey:and it was not without ſealing vpon Tars,the 
which was beionging vnto the Seignioric of Gexus , of 
Achea and Lopeſo , who {ubmitted them ſelues vnto the 
-Prince,and commaundement was giuen vnto Axalla to 
take order therein. This Lord which had refuſed the 
* commaundement of the kingdome of China and of fo 
many good Cities , did plainly ſhew, that there js no- 
thing more deare, nor that a man doth more eſteeme, 
then his countrey, whereof after a ſort he now recei- 
ued poſleſſhon, Behold .Axala,who inthe end made 
there the choice ofhis reſting place , notwithſtanding 
the greatneſſe he might promiſe vnto him ſelfe, being _ 
the fecond perſon inthe Courtofthe greateſt Monarke 
ofthe world : making no reckening thereof, he rather 
placed his 1ope in this litle ſhoare of Mar Matore then

behalfe of their maiſter, all aſhitance- and ayde-ynto 
this enterpriſe , and brought faire horſes ynto the Em- 
perour the which their -maiſter- had ſent; ynto: him, 
with aſſurance of good ſucceſſe in his enterpriſe : for 
this forcſaid Guines did prophelic , and was a-great A- 
ſtrologian. The Emperour ſeemed: greatly to-honour 
this Embaſſage, and ſent vnto the faide Gaines great 
ſtore of rich furres, and veſſell of gold, & whileſt we 
ſoiourned in that place, the armic made a generall mu- 
ſer, and were payed, as well the horſemen as the foor- 
men, the Princehauing madeanorationyvnto them) as 
his cuſtome was, at ſuch time as his fouldiers made 
their generall muſter) and informed them the man- 
ner he would haue obſerved inthe fight, to the end 
they might obſerue the military diſcipline,whereofhe 
was verie curious with his Captaines. And alſo:

my three hundred thouſand horſemen, & five hundred 
thouſand footme,of all kinds of Nations. The Emperor 
was aduertiſed that the Oztomans werebecome maſters 
of all Greece,in ſo much as the Emperor was of opinion, 
that Bajazet would paſſe ouer into ,whe he ſhold 
perceiuethathe approched: at the leaſt wiſe the reaſon 
of war made him iudgethat he —_ doſo:but itfel out

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farre otherwiſe:for as ſoone as we had gone beyond the 
Georgians , and were come-vnto Buiſabuiche , _Lxalla 
whomrthe Prince had not ſcene incight dayes; becauſe 
he ledde the headof the armiecamevnto the Empe: 
rour,knowing verie well, that he could not bringvnto 
him more acceptable 'newes then hee did bring , the 
which was that Bazazet had raiſed his {tege for rocome 
 anddefend his new conqueſt,and thatirwas a moſtcer- 
raine'rhing,that hewasreſolued tocomeynto a day of 
battell: that he had cauſedall his forces tocome our of 
Greece, as many of themas he conld drawe from all 
partes, truſting not vppon the multitude, bur rather 
-in the boldneſſe and experience of. his fouldiers, 
who were well trayned vp in the warres, This did 
greatlie reioyce the Emperour , bur yer it was not 
with infolencie of vaunting,burrather with the coun- 
tenance of a perſonage , who iudged the cuentes of 
Tamerla bs hartels to be ordinarily doubrfull. And hee fayd, that 
fois of 54: ſmall number well conducted , 15 oftentimes victo- 
rious. We ſoiourned three dayes at this Buz/abarcbe, 
and we cauſed our ſouldiers continually to aduance 
forward, -andto paſle oner Euphrates , for to find bet- 
ter meanes to maintaine our atmie vppon the ſpoyle 
of the enemie in attending their comming, rather 
| then vppon our owne ſelues, or on our Allies. From 
that place the Emperourdid diſpatch vnto the Empe- 
rour his vnkle one of the greateſt fauourites he had a- 
bout him, for to certifie vnto him of the deliuerie of 
this noble Citie of Conſtantinople, and how the Otto- 
mans cametully reſolued to giue barrel]; and for to pre- 
uent dangers, he gaue comandement that they thould 
keepe the borders ſtrong,& all his forces on horſeback 
yponthe cnemies1ide: for oftentimes as in proſperitie 


all 
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all your neighbours do ſmile vpon you, andencline to- 
wards you: ſo whenſoeuer an ouerthrow happeneth, 
euery one ſetteth vpon you,8& do help to ſpoile you.For 
this cauſe ſhold wile Princes aſſure well that which they 
do alreadie poſſeſle, leaſt the vitorious enemie pur- 
ſuing his good fortune, take from you the meanes 
to raiſe your ſelfe vp againe. Our Em erour had al- 
wayes this wiſedome,when ſuch blowes happened, for 
ro aduertiſe his countries to ſtand vppon their guard, 
rather then to publiſh vnto them his vicorie. So wee 
departed from thence after the Prince had aſſembled 
all the principall men of his armie, to impart vnto 
them his purpoſe, and for to receiue counſell of them, 
the which his courteſie did vie of cuſtome, that made 
him to be beloued. Forthe farther you were from him 
then did hee moſt honour you: there were ſo manie_ 
ſeuerall Nations within our armie, ſo many Captaines 
ſentvnto him for his ſuccour, and then was the time 
when he pinapery was humble, and layd afide his 
- grauitie, feaſting them for the aide and ſuccourthey 

ue vnto our armie. Amongeſt the ſtraungers this 
Chinois Lord did ordinarily receiue great honour of 
the Prince , who was alwayes wont to ſay , that the 
vertue of £xalls, and the loue of this Lord towards 
him, had made him Lord of the faireſt kingdome of 
Aſia. The Emperour was verie deſirous to acquaint 
and inſtruct this Lord with the manners and faſhions 
of thoſe people by whom we paſled, for he was alwayes 
neere vnto the Emperours perſon; and all the forces he - 
had coduQted vnto our armie, wherin the Prince made 
ſhew to put great confidence zthey had matched with 
vs theſe two monethes, and carried themſclues very 


well, as all our other forces did, -——_ being there in 
3 L 
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great plentie , that which gaue vs ſo much thereof, | 
was the great iuſtice therein, obſerued. So our armie* 
came vnto Garg, where it paſſed the river Eupbra- 
tes, the auantgard at Chinſerzg; and the generall mee- 
ting of the armie was appointed to be at G/anich, the 
which did yeeld it ſe]fe: and there had wee newes that 
Baiazet his armie was nearevnto vs,within ſome thirty 
leagues, whicit cauſed vs to march more cloſe, All the 
cities yeelded,the Emperor receiuing them gracioully, 
and thoſe which refuſed obedience, were cruelly puni- 
ſbed , cſpecially \uchihabicants as were Turkes , but 
the Chriſtians ſetin full libertie,vnder the name of the 
Greeke Emperour Emanuel{ , whom the Emperour 
would wholly gratifie , 4xa//a hauing receined this 
The caafts of commaundement from the Prince: ſo hecauſed them 
Tamerlam to fiveare fidelitie ynto Emanuel, his purpoſe beeing 
 warre ag4inff- ro fer him againe into his: Empire , and to puniſh 
"Twrith this Baiazetfor being (o raſh,as to enterpriſe to deſtroy 
fo flouriſhing an Empire , as that of the Greckes his 
Allies. Now the Emperours quarrell was iuſt againſt 
this proud lightning from heauen , eſpecially in re- 
ſpec of his exccrable cruelties hee vicd againſt all 
| Ac and ages , vſurping an Empire the which had 
fought all poſſible meanes to make peace with his 
Armes : but he ſoone broke it, and falſified his faich 
yntothis poore Emperour, according as he found the 
meanes by litle and litle,to vſurpe almoſt all from him, 
there remaining no more-vnto him, but ſome ſmall 
townes belonging vnto his Metropolitan Citie , the 
which he had alſo beſieged, It was then an-honoura- 
ble thing, for the Emperour to deliuer this noble Em- 
pire fromſuch greattyrannic , an Empire ſo famous 
in the world, and a citic ſo auncient, out of the hangs

of ſo wicked and accurſed an off-ſpring. This wasthe 
cauſe that made the Emperor to hope forto haue God, 
his great God for an helper in this enterpriſe. Butbe- 
forc I beginne, 1 am deſirous to ſpeake a word of the 
vptightnelle of the Princes cauſe, andalfo for-to note 
the worthineſle of his courage, in giuing helpe vnto 
the weake, and puniſhing of the proud, repreſenting 
by ſuch deedes, the image of the diuinitie , the which 
ſhould be marked in Princes, in vpholding theweake 
ones, and thoſe that require ſuccour againſt ſuch op- 
preflions, So God being with vs, the armie fully re- 
pleniſhed with ioy and hope, wedeparted from Gia- 
mich. i Axalla who was in the auantgyard, having com- 
maunded foure thouſand Parthian horſe for to' get rowrerhenſtnt 
knowledge ofthe armie , vynderthecharge of Chianſon Portis torſe 
Prince of Ciercian , commaunding him'to pur all vnto tn 
| Þ| 
fire and fword , and alſo to bring word yntohim ofthe 
place where Baiazet was , and what countrie that 
was beyonde Sexwas ; and if hee could learne anic 
thing thereof, he ſhould make relation thereof vnto 
him. This Captaine was of great reputation , andnext 
vnto Axalla, he had the commanding ofthe auantgard 
in his abſence : this man ſent before him a Parthian 
light-horſeman with fiue hundred horſe, So hee had 
not ridden tenne leagues , but they heard newes of 
the armie, and hauing ſurpriſed Sexms , they vnder- 
ſtood there the eſtate of the Turkes armie, the which 
- was at Tafeys, and marched forward, The which being 
certified vnto the Emperour , commandement was gt- 
uen vnto them,nort to retire from that place, vntill they 
did ſee the arriuall of the enemie, and thereof to 
give advertiſement euerie houre : the Prince deter- 
mining to paſle on no —_ » hauing ſeene a faire

prone ,and a countrie of aduantage for the order of 
is battell: forhe knew that he had ro deaic with peo- 
ple expert in warres, and which were accuſtomed to 
fight againſt che Chriſtians, who are verie actiue and 
war-like people, who wanted not the knowledge of 
war-like {tratagemes, They knewe alſo, that his armie 
was greater then Bajazets : but it was yet of diuerſe 
parts, ſoas it behooued to be well aduifed , forit was 
not againſt the Chinois ſoft andeffeminate-people,bur 
againſt ſouldiers , well acquainted with all manner of 
fights that are to be fought. Then the Emperour did 
notomit any vigilancie for to keepe his aduantage,Ax- 
alls was ſent for by the Emperour to come and accom- 
panic him for to view the faid place, and to confider 
whether it would be for his aduantage, and to haue his 
aduiſe. This place is between the ſea & Gianche on the 
 fideof Snas boiided of one fide witha litle riuer which 
runneth into Eaphrates. And he was aduiſed tokeepe 
Sennasas long as he could poſſibly, and ſent word vnto 
thoſewhich were within the ſame, to ſet it on fire when 
as they ſhold withdraw themſelues from thence,to the 
end thatthe enemie ſhold not haue adefiretoencamp 
therein: but ſhould come forward nearer vnto our ar- 
mic intothele plaines , the place which we deſired to 
_ fightin, becauſe wee were ſtronger in horſemen then 
the Ortomans. Thus behold this great armie of Bais- 
zet encouraged vnto the battell, who thought ro haue 
ſurpriſed our men within Sex»as , but as ſoone as they 
drewe neare, ourmen ſet it on fire, and the greateſt 
part _—_ there remained ſome hundred horſe to 
rforme the ſame, who retyred themſclues in verie 
< frategeme. preat diſorder. Now the Prince of Ciarcan had deuided 
bis men into twotroupes,& giuen comandement ma 
the

the firſt troupe, thatas ſooneas they perceiuedthee- 
nemies to purſue the hundred horſe, they ſhould re- 
ceiue them ,and retire jointly together . Now hee had 
the reſt of his power ina valley neere vnto a wood, and 
hauing ſuffered ſome two thouſand of the enemies 
horſe, Turks auant-currers topaſſeby him, he charged 
them behind , and fought with them,they not fighrin 

but flying as ſoone as they did ſee themſelues bref? 
ſed:many were laine, and manie were taken priſoners. 
This was the firſt time we fought,and carried away the 
victorie: all the priſoners were ſent vnto'the Prince, a- 
mong{t the reſt the Baſſa of Natolia, who -led this 
troupe, ofwhom the Emperourecarneſtlie demanded, 
what cauſed Batazet ſo litle to eſteeme him,as to ſhew 
ſo great contemptof his Armie, and that hee ſhould 
find that he was well able to puniſh hispride:The other 


anſivered.thathis Lord was the Son of theearth; that ., proud on- 
he could not indure a companion, that hee ſurely was »* of 32ſa 


aſtoniſhed,how he from ſo far had enterpriſed ſo dan- = 


gerous a iourney,to hinder the fortune of his Lord, in 
whoſe fauour the heauens did bendtheſelues, becauſe 
they were not able to withſtandhim,that all therouud 
world did ſubie& themſelues vnto him , and thathee 


comitted great folly in goingabdout to reſiſt the ſame, 


The Emperour anſwered,I am ſentfrom heauen for to Tomerlary 
puniſh his raſhneſſe, and to teach him that the proud -- x2 the 


are puniſhed of God, whoſe principal] ation is to caſt 
downe high things, & to rails the lowly: atthe leaft 
yet T haue already conſtrainedthy maiſter to raiſe his 
ſiege from before Conſtantinople. And moreouer,thou 
haſ already felt (alrhough Ilamentthy miſhap) what 
the valour of my Parthian horſe is againſtthy Turkiſh, 
Doeſt thou think(changing of his ſpeech)that thy ma- 
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ay - The hiſtorie 
ſter doth come to bid mebatraile?The Paſla anfivered, 
yea; alluringyouthatthere is nothing hee more defi- 
reth: and I beſeech you that I may acknowledge your 
catneſlc in giuing me leaue toaſhiitmy Lord at this 
Parcaile .The Emperor ſaid vato him;l giuethee leane, 
goand tell i Lord thatthou haſt ſeene me, and that 
L will fight on horſeback in the place where he ſhal ſee 
a greenc enſigne. The Baſla did fryeare,tharnext vnto - 
his Lord hevowed his ſeruice vato him . Then hee re- 
turned , and declared vnto Baiazethow hee had ſeene 
Tamerlan . reciting varo himall that he was willed to 
declare. Of this (ſaid hee) Iwill maketriall , and I be- 
lecuc he will acknowledge his follie before the match 
be ended.

allthecounſell and aduiſe of his ſeruants, and deman- 
ding ofme whether it were day, hee cauſed the great 
Chamberlaine to be called, and commanded him to 
tocauſe his trumpet to be ſounded,and that his horſe 
ſhould be ready : and hauing alitle flumbred , he gaue 
commandement that Axa//a ſhould be ſentfor, who 
came vnto him with other Lords and Captaines , the 
chiefeſt of the Armie, withwhom after he had conſul- 
tedof theorder of his battaile. Hee mounted on horſe- 
backe, and ſent eucric one for to ntake themſelues rea- 
_ dietodothelike:at the ſame inſtanthe receiued newes 
that the enemies Armie marched forward, and came 
to take his _ forthe battaile.

Ouerthe firſt fortie thouſand the Prince Cz- 
arciancommanded:ouerthe formoſt footmen was the 
Lord Sywopes , a Geneuois,kinſman vato_L£xabie, and 
he which was his Lieutenant ouer'the footmen, a 
Capraine of grear eſtimation. That -ouer which the 
Prince Axalls commanded conſiſted of five ſquadrons 
ofhorſmen.Baiazer his Armie ſeemed faireand great, 
which was aduancedcontinuallic forward towards vs, 
 whoſtirrednotone whitfrom the place ofthe batraile. 
There were indeed many light horſmen,as wel Scithi- 
ans,Parthians,as Moſcouites,who left their ranks ,and 
ſhot arrowes,and brake lances betweene the two Ar- 
mies, There was a ſpie whobrought word that Baiazet 
was on foot inithe middeſt of his Janizaries, where'he

eſtmen,ſo as they are inuincible By this bringing vp 
cn whichthey haue had together, they do ag with a 
great force and courage tor their Prince and Lord,who 
being/in the middeſt ofthem, they are as in ahalfe cir- 
cle within the Armie.Now they were thirtie thouſand 
men in this order, wherein Barezet put his principall 
hope:he had many other footmen, bur gathered toge- 
ther of all ſorts.His barraile of horſe was verie faire , a+ 
mounting vnto the number of an hundred and fortie 
thouſand horſe , well exercifcdin all maner of fighres, 
The Soldan of Egypt hauing aided him wich thirrie 
thouſand <Mammelees , very good horimen, and with 
thirtie thouſand footmen. Their Armic in thatorder 
ſeemed almoſt as great as ours: for they werenotſo 
knittogetheras we were, our forces being direQlic 
one afterthe other, and theirs all in afront . So the c- 
nemies Armie aduanced forward continually with an 
infinitenumber ofcries,and ours was in greatfilence, 
After that common prayer was ended , the Emperour 
himſelfe aduanced continually forward, beholding the 
firſt charge giuen , andcauſed Lxel to ſet forward 
after he returned into his order, continually exhor- 
ting his menbefore he left them . There couldnot be 
ſeenca morefurious charge giuen, then was perfor- 
medby the Orromenzsvpon the Prince of C:arciaw, who 
hadcommandement notto fight before they came vn- 
to him:therecould nothaue bene choſen. a fairer plain, 
and wherethe skilfull choiſe of tht place was of leſle 
 aduantagefor the one then forthe other, but that we 
had theriuer on ourleft hand,the which was ſome ad-

them. I acknowledge that God hath this day deliue- 
red into my hands a greatenemy,we mult giue thanks 
vnto God for the ſame :the which was performed, be- 
ing yet day : for the battaile was wonne at foure of 
theclocke , and there was as yet five houres of day- 
light, The children of B4iazer were brought before 
him : he cauſed them to be vſedcurteouthie, and as the 
children of an Emperour. The nextday he commaun- 
ded the dead to bee buried: they found the Prince of 
Tirzis dead/inthemiddeſt of the Ianizaries, where he 
remained encloſed , TheEmperour did greatly lame 
this young Prince , who was his kinfeman , and would 
haue bene one day worthie for todo him great ſeruice. 
Inthat battaile there died manie Capraines, 8& almoſt 
all the chiefe of the Oztomans. This was a great Bat- 
taile, the which was fought from ſeuen vnto foure of 
the clocke , in ſuch fort that my knew not vnto whom 
the vitorie did incline. Our Armie ſtayed vnrtill the 
next day , every one cauling his friends to be buried. 
The Prince of Tijxz# was embalmed , and conueyed 
with two thouſand horfe vato Samarcandvntilthe Em- 
perour returned, Allthe other dead bodies were buri- 
cd at Sena: with allthe honour that might be. Axala 
was much Ren his kinſman, becauſe hee was 
verie well beloued of the Prince: his charge wasginen 
ynto'one of his brethren who was veric famous ; in 
fighting this ſame day, wee might iudge the events 
ofrhe 'matr=rs-of the-world. Behold this Emperour 
Bajazet,who was as he thoughe, ſuperiorto fortune, 


, which 
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_ which inan inſtant found himſelte and. his eſtate by 
one battaile onlie ouerthrowne cuen vnto the lovr- 

eſt place , and at ſuch time as hethought leaſt there- 

of, He vied to ſay, that he was iuſtly puniſhed, for de- 

ſpiſing the multitude we' had, for.the aſſurance that 

hee had in the valour of his horſmen, and eſpecially 

of his Ianizaries . Hee was three dayes (as they re- The deſpaire 

port) before he could be pacified, as a deſperate man, of x ar 4 

ſeeking after death , and calling for it, The Em- hetton, 

perour did not vie him ar all curtcouſlie, but cauſed 

{mall accountto bee made of him: and for tomani- 

feſt that heknew how to puniſh the proud; ypon fe- 

ſtiuall dayes, whenas he mountedonhorſeback, they 

brought this proud man ynto him, and hee ſerued, __ 

him in ſteed of a foot-ſtoole : this did hee for toma- TE 

nifeſt the follie and arrogancie ofmen ,and how juſtſic foe romoune 

God had humbled him . The next day. the Prince */#«{. 

marched dire&lie rowardes Burſi4 , whither all the re- 

mainder of Baijazet his Armie was retired, with the 

_ Baſſa Huſtaphas, All the countrie yeelded vnto ys, 

and the Prince cauſed all the holdes and fortreſſes 

to be ouerthrowne and deſtroyed , and puniſhed all 

thoſe which were ſo cuilladuiled as to ſtay vntill they 

were beſieged . Thad forgotten to declare, how hee 

cauſed the Prince of Txyz# bodie to be accompanied 

with diuers priſoners chained & tied together, whom 

he did ſend vnto Samarcerad, the which the Prince had 

determinedto make great, for a perpetuall memorie _ 

of his greatneſſe, Euenſo had hee greatlie peopled. it 7,1, 11 

with people of China , which had bene taken inthe poticie forts |

rogether: and he made a cruel! warre vpon the Orto- 
2am mans, deliucring the Grecians from the ryrannie of 
againſt tbe Baiazet.He approched neare vnto Burſia, where the Ozr- 
Octo nan: for 22245 didnot ſtay the comming of Axallzs Armie 
the deliwery of | mg © wp” . 
Greece, butonly rhey which could not run remayned behind. 
Baiazet his two ſonnes were ſentvnto the Greekiſh 

| Emperor for to bring themvp, & to haue mercic vpon 

them; the reſt went vnto Ga/ipoli,tor to go vnto Anar;- 

nopoli the which they held, hauing conquered it from 

the Grecians. Now the Prince(fortoreturne vnto my 

purpoſe) diſpatched towards theEmperour his vnkle, 

and vnto-the Empreſle his wife one of his familiars, 

MOTIFS called Lieban,/Captaine of his chamber, tor to carrie 
LTemelss him newes of this victorie , and to ioyne it alſo vn- 
»mothe great to all the reſt . Heeſfent vnto him Bazazet his ſword 
Chowu or) and bowe ,and the capariſons ofhis horſe, the which 
was eſteemed to be worth aboue two hundred thou- 
ſandduckats. You tnay eafilie thinke that Prince Zz- 
eban was'well entertained ofthe olde Emperour,and 
ofthe young Princeſle , bringing word vnto them, 
thatalltheworld did bend it felfe to:'make our Prince 
victorious, who ſurely recejued theſe viories from 
Godwithourt-inſolencie, & at ſuchtime as he fenthim 
moſtgloty,thendid hismen note-hinmto beeleaſtpuf. 
fedvp. Heewas neuer bolde, but in the day 'of bar> 
taile ,and on the ceue for to commautid ſeuerelie;and 
- with 
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with greater maieſtic ,':To tell you whathee was in 
aduerſttic , I did ncuer ſce-himinthat eſtate: bur ir is 
tobe thought, thatthey which be notinſolent in-proſ. 
perity, are not faint-hearted inaduerſitie,So our vidto- 
rious Prince marched direQlie vnto Berſia,loaden with 
fpoiles and Trophees whichhe daylic gor, departing 
fromthe Cities which did come and yeeld themſelues 
vnto himz therein obleruing the ſame manner ofpro- 
ceedingthe which we did in the coqueſt of Chinazth 
which did yeeld vntohim' without fighting, were well 
vied,andthe obſtinate well puniſhed,the Prince know- 
ing thatreward and puniſhment are the moderators 
aa ap_ , the one tobe vied towards the 
good, and the other towards the euill, In-the end we 
receiued newes by Axalla,that hee had received Burſia 
inthe Emperors name,and how the inhabitants therof 
had puniihed the garriſons of Barzazer , hauing driuen 
them away, andſlaine manie. He ſent wordalſovnto 
the Prince, that the Embaſſadors of the Greekith Em- 
rour Emanuel were come vnto-him, the moſt hono- 
rable perſons of his Court,and thathe-had ſtaiedthem 
from pailing any further. The Prince ſent word, that 
they ſhould ſtay for him in that Citie: ſowe arriuedin 
ſhortrime; andall the inhabirants ofthe Citie came 
to meete the Emperour bare-headed, in token of bon- 
dage: and the Prince entered into Bur/ie with great 
magnificerice . Axa/a with the Embaſladars cameto 
mectehim, whom the Emperor receiued with all the 
honor that might be, and ſhewed vnto thEall bis mag- 
nificence, and the order of his Armie ,- whereat they 
wondered:for our Armie reſembled a Citie,for the or- 
der that was therin,the which did bring vntovs plenty

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| Vheeflelt of ofthe Crecke Emperour was, that he ſubmitted all his 
| theGreet E«- Empire and his perſon vnto our Emperour, and that

- erm,  Himſelfe and his ſubies, and that hee would berhinke 
him how to diſpoſe ofhis goods,the which he offered 
thereby as his owne, and thathe was bound for to doe 
this, for thathe was deliueredby him from the yoke & 
bondage ofthe moſt cruell Tigre that might be ; thar 
the farre countries he had paſled, and the diſcommos= 
_ ditieshe hadendured, andthe lofle of his men,could 
not be recompenced, but by the offer of his owne life 
andhis ſubie&s, the which he did dedicate for cuer to 
his ſeruice ; that he ſhould alwaies find therefore ſuch 
faithfulneſſe as ſo great a bond towards him doth de- 
ſerue. Beſides, the ſo many vertues &rare gifts , which 
made his name famous throughoutall the world inha- 
_ bired,did bind him vntothe ſame3that he would attend 
him in his chiefcitie,for to deliuer itinto his hands as 
his owne,andall the Empire of Greece, ouerwhich he 
commanded, to cauſe the ſame forto him, Nowe 
the GreekEmbaſſadors looked for no lefle then to fall 
into bondage, thinking thatto be ſo great which they 
did offer, &a morſell ſo delicate, that itwould not bee 
refuſed,efpeciallyof a conquering Prince, as: was T's- 
 merlan; & that accepting therof in mildnefle &friend- 
ſhip,was the beſt bargaine they could maketherin:but 
_ FF RY they receiued anſwer far otherwiſe:for the Prince with

_ who looked for ſomecleane contrarie : out haning re- 
ceiued word thereof, then was the time ro make bon- 
fires within-Conſtaxtinople , and the oportunitie ro re- 
ioyce with all kind ofpleaſures. The Greekiſh Empe- 
rour hauing aſſembled his Counſell,co know wherher 
hee ſhould/nor go varo him/and-giue him thankes, 
 itwas"{o- refolued on by all the Princes of the Courr. 

Sothe Emperourwas aduertiſed of his journey , who 

was verie gladthereof , andeuenvpon the firſt dayes 

iourney Axallawas fentby the Emperour for-to certi- 

fie him ofthe ioy thathe conceiued to haue the good 

hap for toſce him,asalſo for toconduthim euenvnto 

The meeting Burſia,whither the Emperor vnderſtanding the Greek 
ef Famerle» Came , went to meet him , and with all kinds of mag- 
- + 6rhgang nificences, they were one whole day together. The 
Burſs, nextday the Greekiſh Emperour tooke his leaue of 
the Prince, who did accompanie hjm our of the Ci- 

tie, Nowe the Emperour had as great a deſire as 

mighrbe, to ſee thisſo famous a Cirie, as was Con- 
ftantinople buthewould not goethither but as apri- 

uate perſon; the which 2xel/ahandled without. mas 

kinganie ſhew thereof, defiring to be receiuedthere- 
Tamerlan bis 10tO privately bythe Greekiſh Empergur. The which 
ſecret going t0 was accompliſhed withall the familiarity poſſible,and 

Conſtaninepie therein Was no rar6andexcellentthitipwhichwas not. 
ſhewed viito the Empetour . The Greekiſh Prince ha- 
ving aduiſed himfelte-of all the 'mieanes ro doe. him 
pleaſure ; 8 vntoalichem whichdid accompanic _

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who were ina manner all apparelled after the Grecke 

faſhion, infomuch as they were greatly aſtoniſhed'td 
ynderſtand that we had bene there. The Greeke Em- 

perour was curious to ſhew vnto our Emperour all the 

faire gardens , the which be all along the ſea'coaſt , a 

league or two from Conſtantinople, and hee condudted 

him inpriuate companie, fo as five or ſixe dayes were 

ſpent with all the mirth that mightbe poſſible.”

_ asthar was: he greatly commended the mildnefle and 
courtelte of the Greeke Emperour. Now the Greeke 
Emperour knowing the Prince very curious for faire 
horſes,he gauevnto him thirtic of the faireſt ſtrongeſt, 753 "_— 
and readic{tthat might be gotten , with the moſt rich en york. he 
cloth of gold), and*excellent ſilke that could be ſcene. f*ireborſer. 
The Greeke ſentlikewiſe to gratifie all the Princes and 

Lords of the armie with preſents, and cauſed allthings 

to be deliuered vntothemn, the whichhethow@heto be 

_ neceffarie for the armie. Soas having reftedalmoſt fit- 

reene dayes , we beganne tothinke vppon theaccom- 
plithing ofour purpoſes: and after a ſtrajghtfriendhip 

was ſworne betweene the two Princes , our Emperour 
determined before hereturned, tomake the So/dan of 
Egyptknow his power , who had giuen ayde vito B4- 
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zaz4t againſt him , to the end that all the world ſhould 
know,that he was milde andcourteous vnto his friends, 
 andvnto his enemies terrible and fearcfull. So we de- 

arted from Burſi« , hauing delivered the ſame intothe 
4A of the Greeke Emperour, and hauing driven 
\ out all the Ortomans out of all the fortreſſes, and 
hauing left the Grecke Emperour in the ſame liber- 
tic, hee was before our armic came, there being nos» 
thing now in Aftathattooke the morn, ynicſle 
he had gotten vnto the mountaines or paſſed ouer into 
Europe, ſo fearefull was our armic become by the vio- 
rie obtaincd againſt Bajazer. Anaronicas Palcologis ne- 
phew vnto the Greeke Emperour, followed our Empe- 
ror with ten thouſand ho he which the Greeke Em- 
pcror deliuered vnto himyfor the warre which he enter- 
 priſed againſt the So/dew of Egypt, with whom he had 
often fought.Now for to accoplith theEmperors good 
hap,he recciued newes fro his court,thatthe Empreſle 
was dcliueredof a goodly boy:forthe which were made 
bonfires, and greatreioycing in the Army. Hehadalſo - 
 newes howallwas quiet in his eſtate , and the old Em< 
peror his vnkle in good health,the which was one of the 
| thingsdid moſt comfort him: for he feared eſpecially 

| leafttheold Prince ſhould die inhis abſence , &by this 
meanes ſome trouble might ariſe within his eſtate , by 
ſome great men , and ecrtaine fauourites which were 
neare vato the old Emperour. Notwithſtandin gar 
which hadplayed the fooles in his abſence — 
puniſhed, that (as I thinke) others ſhould take there 
examplc;& itis a generall rule, that after a Prince 


once his weapons in his hands , there will be no great 
reuolcing in his abſence,nornouelties within his coun- 
tric, how farre ſocuer he be ſcucred, For firſt and for- 


moſt 
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moſt allthe ſeditious and ambitious fellowes, do ordi- 
narily follow him vnto the warre,, and moreouer he 
thatis on horſebacke is feared. On the contrarie part, 
whenſocuer a Prince is ſoftly and effemenarte, his ſoul- 
diers which are not employed, do go vnto him that 
hath any diſcontentment, or rather who is deſirous of 
raigning: ſoas the Prince being found warmed, be- 
fore he hath made an Armie, and pathered together 
his garriſons, the ſeditious haue alreadie plaied well 
cheirparts, and the miſchiefe hath entred very farre. 
There wereſtxe moneths paſſed fince wedeparted fr6 
Samarcand, and it gricued many that the Emperour 
 wouldnotreturne into his countrie: infomuch as this 
beingdeclared vntothe Prince by Axalls,it was thoghe 
conuenient the Prince ſhould againe reuiew the order 
of his armic,, and ſhould oeake ynto his fouldiers, 
cauſing a generall reuiew to be made of his armie, 
and that this ſame might giue them the greater cou- 
rage for to endure all diſcommodities for the ſer- 
uice of the Prince, So being come vnto Ca/eſtria, a 
cnerall reuiew was commaunded, the Prince being 
himſelf there in perſon, where hee ſpake firſt vnro 


the Parthians in this manner : I cannot belecue my Tamerlas by 


countricmen and fſouldiers , that you have any deſire 
to ſee your countrie , and that you are fainting'to 
winne glory vnto your Nation, ſceing all people do ha- 
zard al & euery kind of happineſle for towinvntothem 
ſelues the ſame: you with me,and I with you, haue with- 
in certaine yeares gotten many vitories, whereby we 
have made our Nation ſuperiour vnto others , and our 
name made famous ouerallthe world, If zoube wea- 
ric in following my Rn efignes , remember your 
ſclues, how it may be reported, that Tawerian your 
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136 The Hiſtorie | 
Emperour hath finiſhed his vitories through the valor 
of another Nation, &not by his own: & conſider what 
reproch you ſball bring'vnto'ours, renowmed by fo 
great ſucceſſe obtained againſt ſo many and ſundrie 
_ warlike people. You my ſouldiers , whoſe reputation 
flieth through all the world, ſhall I belecue this of you? 
Iwill not, neither oughtI ro beleeue it: therefore fol- 
low me ,andlet vs goand aſſault the Hamelues, who 
you know of long time haue oppoſed themiclues(how 
 farre ſocuer from vs) againſt our happineſle , hauing 
ioyned themſclues vnto the Ortomans tor our deſtructi- 
on. Wouldyou thar I ſhould puniſh their raſhneſſe 
without you? Would you that the Scithians and iny al- 
lies, ſhould haue part in my vicories,and in themeane: 
time, you ſhould goreſt your ſelues,and loſe the glorie 
alreadie gotten? The Prince had no ſooner made an 
end, butthey allcryed with a loud voice that they wold 
live and die with him, and as they followed him into 
China, ſo would they alſo follow him throughour all 
the world : butthey beſought him to hauc regardvnto 
theirwoundes, to comfort their old age , and that he 
would giuethe hope of reſt: the which the Prince pro- 
miſed vatothem, Vnto the others the Emperour Sake 
nothing atall, for they were very glad to haue this glo- 
ric ouerthe Parthians, in perceiuing them willing. to 
returne,inſomuch as when the Prince came to paſſe be- 
- fore the Scithian horſemen, they all cryedin their lan- 
uage: Victorious Emperour whatdoeſt thou? march 
ond For we will followthee. The which did greatly

nai was wounded, our men lodged vpon the wall , and. 
leauingno reſpite vrito them within, they killed agreat 
niiber ofthe.

had promiſedthE aide,whereothe was well aduertiſed, 
and did certainely know that he marched forward , he 
ſuppoſed that he had committeda fault,incaufing Ax- 
allato aduancelſs farre., foas hedeterminedtoſer for- 
ward to ouertake him, hoping bytthatmeanes-to ſur- 
priſe the enemie, who came direCtly towards uxals 
for to fight with him. Butthe-cnemie did notlooke for 
him ſo foone : ſo hauing leftall his cariages behind at 
the ſiege, where the Prince of Thanzis remained with 
thirtie thouſand men only, the reſt he.canfedtomiarch 
with him withoutany baggage vnto-Bogra;thither did 
Axalla ſend him word thatthe So/azx had paſſed the ri- 
uer at Corfirxcan, and that he came for to aide the beſie- 
ged: and 1twas. reported thathee: bat 94000, horſe , 
andan hundred thouſand footmen; Now the Emperor 
being arriued at Aleppo , vnderſtood where the enemie 
was, & determining with himſelfe to ſurpriſe him, he 
cauſed Axaliato aduance forward with his auantgard, 
himſelfe ſtaying halfe a'day, andthen preſently he fol- 
lowed his auantguard. Xxa//a-hauing ſet forward ſome: 
fifteene hundred horſe , they were encountred and al- 
moſt all {laine , henot being able to aide them: as he 
defired ,by reaſon of the vnfitgeſſe ofthe countrie, and 
iudging that they! were compaſled about, he did nor 
affilt them. Now the enemies thinking todeale with 
none but thoſe which were at A/eppoled by 4xa/la,they 
cameforwardvnto the fight il aduiſed:{o as Axa/lahad 
them vpon him before he ſuppoſed z he aduertiſed the 
Emperor to.come forward,$ ſent himwordyhathe wee 
vnto the barraile, burthat he would gally with the ene- 
mie as long as hee could, to the end hee; might have 
teaſure to drawneare and aſhiſt him, and that he would 
not faile to chulc his place otbattelas muchas he could |

for his aduaritage,whileſt he looked forhim, he ſet for- 
ward preſently twenty thouſand horſe with ſpeed vnder 
the leading of Caizbes.In the meane time the enemie by 
reaſon ofthe place which was narrow, &a valley wher- 
inhis men could not march, but in ſingle ranke, he ad- 
uancednotſo ſoone:the which _Yxa//aſuppoſed,for o- 
-therwiſche would haue retired, but in the beſt manner 
he mightvnto the Emperor.So he determined to chuſe 
a place forthe battel},& ro:make his men for tofight in 
ſmall rroups,to enterramethe enemy in coming down 
the nv" "TL PAIN PR. +. IF purpoſe was to take 
hisplaceforthe bactell atthe foot of the ſame motitain, 
Thisſportendured 2, or 3. houres, vntill Ca/zbes came 
with 20000, horſe for the affiſtance of _Uſxsl/a,who had 
alſo full 30000;more; Andronicuw betweene 8. and 10. 
thouſand,the moſt partAlbanois,whowere good horl- 
men:he requeſtedthe firſt charge,the which Axl did 
grantynto him, being loath todiſcontent him; in the 
which having foughtvaliantly,& ouerthrowen & ſhine 
many of the enemies , hee wasone of the firſt that was 
flain,forwant of being aided by his men. A Prince ſure- 
ly of ſuch a' courage , as did much grace him, and who 
verilyinthis his yourh,did followthe honour & nobili- 
tie-ofcheblotud ofthem from whom he was deſcended. 
CAxallanſhiſted himwithalt his power , who were ina - 
manner all Parthians or Chriſtians in the Princes pay 
who gaue a great ſhocke ypon the So/dans troupe 5,and 
paſſing through:them, he found direly before him all 
their foormen, he bulied himſelfe in fighting with the:

This cauſed 
the Emperor to makethe more haſt, who ithe had not 
comein ſo good time,thatday had made an endeofhis 
good fortune:buthauing commanded x0009. horſe to 
aduance before him-& pvc an onſct,he aſſiſted thEwith 
25000, of his molt faithfull horſemen, having vpon his 
wings 20000. horſe of his aiders, The So/dandidnot fee 
this maine power,by reaſon of the valley theycame in,8& 
hewas greatly aſtoniſhed for to-beholdthereſt, during 
the timethatPrince Calibes &Axallas men did fight.Be- 
hold in an inſtant 10000 horſe which ſer vpon the X44- 
melus,mho were almoſt maiſters of the fie1d. The Prince 
alſo aduanced forward with all his footmen & horſeme, 
The Solden not being able to reſiſt {o great a force, he 
ſonided aretrait,finding the falthe had comitred, ſeeing 
all che whole army vpon him.

We comitedanother 
faulr alſo,in ſo much aduancing forward our auantgard, 
which was like to haue coſt vs deare: for hadit ITED 
for the art Axallavſed,the Emperor hadneuer come in 
time to aſſiſt him: but we may ſay that forvune the miſ- 
eris of all did bring to paſſe, thatour faults were of- 
ten turnediintoſtratagems of war,ſo great hap did acc6- 
444 5p Prince : ſo his comming was the victory of his 
-me,Behold how this war was much ſhortnedagainſtthe 
opinion of many:for it was knowne how the So/dan was 
counſelled (% wiſely) to draw this war into length,nor- 
withſtanding he could not ſhun his ill hap . Our Armie 
could notlie in one place for the greatmultitude, & ef- 
pecally the coſitry being alſo in many places vnfruitful, 
Theſe newes being come tothePrince of Themais at Gox- 
{ach,and he making the ſame knowne vnto the enemies, 
they were greatly aſtoniſhed,as ſoone had he comande- 
ment from the Prince to puniſh thE well for their raſh- 
neſie, and toput all vato the ſword, withoutany mercy, 
ro giue terror vnto thoſe which -would wiltully refift 
his forces,and alſo he wold haue it to be an example vn- 
to others : which was done, being won by aſſault, their 
courage failing them , by reaſon of the loſſe their men 
hadreceined.as alſo for that the niiber of their ſouldiers 
was much diminiſhed by the fight giuen vntotkE night 
& day.The Prince woldnot returne back againe , bur a- 
bode at Aleppo,where the Prince of Thansis came & ioy-

Soldan (hold haue no reſpit totake breath who was reti- 
red with40000. horſe. There died inthe battel ful $0000, 
men,& no men of marke bur Andronicus & three Parthii 
Captaines of great eſtimati6,the So/daxscariages were 
rhe next day taken, wherein was great riches. He made 
diſpatches vnto all his allies & alſo vnto the Greek Em- 
peror,coforting him for the loſle of Prince Andronicys, 
25 fo for to receiue order fro him fora new comander 
ouer the Greekes. He ſent alſo ſome for tocarrie newes 
ofhis viRory into all his kingdoms.In this meane ſpace 
the Soldan withdrew himſfelfe into Egype , & fortified all 
his cities, demiding aide of mE & mony of all his allies. 
He deuided the reſt of his army, where he thought was 
needtherot;he burnt 8 ſpoiled before our army, ſparing 
no: hing, to hinder vs from paſſing any further, athing 
which brought vnto vs great diſcomodiry, & wat began 
tobeinourarmy, it was ſo great: in ſo much as it beho- 
ued the Prince to make a reuiew of all his army, to ſee 
what vnprofitable meEbers were therin,8& to {Ed th from 
the ſame. He was aduiſed todeuide his army into three 
parts, the firſt vnder the Prince, the other vnder Axa/s, 
and the thirdvnder Calibes, who ſhold codutt the caria-

Chrit, vswhereour Prophet was placed :the Cheritwho was 
neare vnto him anſwered, 1twas true, andthat he held 
the chiefeſt place in heauen , becauſe he was there be- 
fore him.and that as he was boroe ofheauen , vnto hea- 
uen he was returned,having there firſt raken the place, 
"Then kneeledhe downe, and cuer afterhad his name in 
great reuerence ; and when hee was returned vnto 
Semarcand hee builded amoſt rich Church vnto his 
honour, and wold beheard to ſpeake dayly of his mira- 
cles. Andas he didviſital,he came vnto the place,where 
Jeſus Chrift hauing lefthis deſciples, went vp into hea- 
uen: in which place, there is a print of his foote, he 
greatly wondered thereat, and the ſtory being recited 
vnto him of the Pilgrime , who had beene rauiſhed in 
ſpirit , he accounted himvery happie.

ſon two thouſand ſouldiers ofthe Emperour Emanuel 
his forces, and there he placed a Goucrnour,and cau- 
ſed them to take an oth of obedience, the Prince deft- 
ring to become maiſter thereof, for to hold rhe So/aa 
thereby the more ſhort. The Prince found this citie 
_ tobe very faire; they of Arif did the like , and he pur 
garriſons into all the walled townes vpon the ſea 
coaſt, for to make victuals come (as I haue ſayd) con- 
ucniently vnto vs:for this was the Princes chiefeſt care, 
con{idering the multitude of his army, the which had 
felt no want thereof, The Prince hauing remained a 
ſpace at Daryeta , he cauſed his auantguard to march 
towards Alexandria , and hauing paſled ouer the riuer, 
euenin an inſtant , he wentdirectly vntoCazre, a thing 
which did greatly aſtoniſh the So/dan, who made pro-

derſtood theſe newes, he vſed ſo great diligence, that 
he entered thereinto even as we approached the ſame, 
andhe himſelfe in perſon determined for to detend it,

all this did notleaue to drawneare vnto it, andencam- 
ped with all his army nearevnto the ſame, hauing cau- 
{ed a great trench to be made for to couer his horſe- 
men, and thereby for rolodge his armythe more ſafely. 
So the Prince during that ume, cauſed dinerſe onſets 
to be made,the which he did, both toknow the enemies 
countenance,as alſo for tocauſe thereby ſlaues to iſſuc 
out,who did bring vs 'newes in whateſtate they were.a- 
gainſt whom wealwayeshadrhe berter,and ſhutthE in- 
to the city.Now it happened that the Emperor one day 
thought good to ſhew his army before thecity, for to 
trie whether the enemiy had adeſireto comevnto a day 
of battell,and toview what forces he had, and indeed to 
ſecke occaſion for to fight:he hoped alſo that if the ene- 
mies did putout all their army,ſome reuolt would hap- 
en within the citie,as well by the flaues vato whom f 
be rty was promiſed ,as of many diſcontented with the 
inſolencies of the Mamelus whom the So/dex had cauſed 


battell array, butno body iſſued out,contrary to our ex- 
pectation, The Emperour in the meane while viewed 
the ſicuation of the city,and ſhewed vntothem his pow- _ 
er,hauing certified the inhabitants that he ſoughtnat 
their deſtruction,but only of the Mamelus his enemies:

To 
be ſhort,in doing ofthis we muſt by that meanes bury 
our reputation andall our victories, if weſhouldretire 
this day ſhamefully from before rhis Citie , the which 
will come out after vs, hindringvs from victuals on e- 
uerie {ide , and ſpreadearumourofour diſgrace, ſo.as 
they which do now incline vnto vs, will make head a- 
gainſt vs, and they which doobey wil rebellagainſt vs: 
& ifwe hauing loſt this occafion,wold bend our ſelues 
againſt chem, they —_ ſently run into their dennes, 
ſo as'on eucric part we (hall haue great dithculties.Ad- 
uiſe your ſelues herein, for there are but twowaics;zci- 
therto raiſe the ſiege and retire before theirarmie, or 
elſe to aſſault them . The Prince by his ſpeech madeall 
the Captainesaſtoniſhed, not knowing wellwhich of 
the matches for to take , confidering the waightineſſe 
of the matter.

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licle fighting with the enemy . Now within the city the 
which was ouer againſt vs, was the Sol/aegy encamped & 
all his forces:he had 60000, footmen & 5055> horſe, 
wherofthere were30900 amelnes,braue men,% exct- 
ciſed in warlike aftaires, & of whoſe arms we made tri- 
all inthe laſt warzas for the footme, they were gathered 
together out of Arabia,Perſia,& Libie,with many lanes 71. fegnef 
vnto whom he had giuen freedom, his experienced fol- 7" Fayjt 
dicrs being ouerchrown in thelaſt battell. The Emperor we oe han 
who had nor declared auy thing of the hope he had in 
the {laues & Mores,did now vtter the ſame vnto Axalia. 
So afterthis conclnſton was taken, the Emperor deter- 
mined to giue an aſſaulr,& having brought his footmen 
vnto the place where he would haue them giue the on- 
{cr,cuen vpon the face of their enemies, as ſoone as he 
did {ce thatthey had ſet luſtily vpon their trenches, hee 
commandedthe Prince of Thaxats to aſſault themwith 
50000 men: this was a furious fight. In the meane time 
Axalla went along by certaine palme trees, for that he 
iudged the enemy had forſaken thatplace,to go 8 aſſiſt 
their owne men, as ſoone as they perceiued the Prince 
of Thanais to enter , wherein he was not decciued : for 
hauing found but ſmall refiſtance,he paſſedouer thetre- 
ches,and hauing receiued comandement fro the Prince 
that they ſhould preſently make rome for the horſemen 
to paſle, whither(during rhe time he employed himſelf 
therein)the enemy ſent 20c00 men for to ſtop him; the 
did Axallaaduance forward,leauing z000.ot his mento 
make an end of filling vp the ditches, & himſelf wenrto 
the fight;he found rhe Adamelnes who fought on horſe- 
back,& had almoſt beaten backe the Prince of Thanats. 
As ſoone as the way was made plaine, the 10000 horſe 
ſet forward,who chargedthe Mamelues behind, where, 
the So/d7 himſelf was,Now the Emperor cauſed 10000

more to aduance forward, after them he followed with 
all his power: then did the enemies retire vnto a ſecond 
trenchthe which they had made in another Ciry. The 
fighthad continued ful the ſpace of ſeauen houres, and 
ircouldnot be judged to which fide the victory encli- 
ned.,for they did couragiouſly defend their aduantages. 
Burt the Prince having in the end cauſeda retraite to be 
ſounded, contented himſelfe in having driuen the ene- 
mie out of their trenches and won their lodging from 
them, hoping the next dayto win all the reſt : we poſ- 
ſeſled athirdpart of the Citie, all the footmen lodging 
vpon the enemies trench, and there were continuall af- 
faults giuen, ſo deſirous were our men to ouercome. 
There were ſlaine this day of the enemies, fſixteene 
thouſand men atthe leaſt, and of ours, betweene ſeuen 
and eight thouſand . Draguen Lieutenant generall of 
_ the footmen was fſlaine with manie of his ſouldiers, 
for he ſuſtained all the brunt of thefightr , the ſtrata- | 
geme of warre vied by Axalls, and his iudgementwas 
forvs a great aduantage . The Prince aboutnight ha- 
ning aduertiſment thatthe So/aan would retire,$c paſſe 
ouer the riuer, he foorthwith commanded' ten thouſid 
horſe tolodge themſe]ues thatnight for garding of the 
river bankes.Burthe So/dan thinking thoſe ro be all, the 
horſemen durſtnot paſſe ouer , hauing bene informed 
that the whole army was there. The break of day being 
come,the Prince cauſed them tobegin to fill vp the enc- 
mystreches,& to ſet his army in batel aray.The Prince 
of Thanais did once againe begin it,8& Axa/lavpon an o- 
ther {1de;but after they had fought , the Soldar determi- 
ned for to make a retraite & ſo to go out ofthe city. For 
theſe footme did ſo obſtinatly preſſe on vnto the battel, 
andattcr he hadperformed his indeuor ſeeing ourmen

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already maiſters of the trenches,doubring le{the ſhold 
haue our horſemen vp6 him likewiſe,he determined to 
goout and encawp himſelfeall alongtheriuer, and to 
accompliſh the purpoſe he had failed mthe night. They 
determined to retire vato Alexandriaithe could palle 
ouer the water , and hauing withdrawne his men from 
the fight,as well as he could, he encamped him between 
the water and the City, for to paſſe ouer the ſame.

him, forto ſtop him vpona narrow cawſey, where were 
certaine mariſhes made for to ſtay the ouer flowing of 
' Nilss:but theSo/danhad oppoſed 12.0f 15.thoulid men 
 _ whomhecalled his ſlaues , tofauourhis paſſage, who 
| were his beſt ſouldiers, 8& ſtood firmely,the place being 
_ greatly for their aduantage. Now our footmen with 
whom it be hooued vs to fight , were buſted inpillage, _ 
and did come forwatd ſoftly and vnwillingly , pn, 
the city the which others did ſpoile: ſo as the Prince was 
driuen to promiſe to regard eſpecially and to acknow- 
| ledge their good ſeruice. Now as ſoone as they were 
come, they foreedthe enemies, but not without great 71. ecuragesſ 
loſle,they ſeeing that they could notreſiſt ſo greta mul- the Soldans 
titude and ſuch a force, they caſt themſelues to ſwim- —_ he 
ming,and made an honourable retraite: for euery man rwer of Nyter, 
had his weapons in one of his bands , and with the 7 ovens

one part of the horſemen were cur in peeces, andthe 
other drowned . This was the endeot the S9/dan, who 
ſtaying along time(as itis reported) did bufis himſelfe 
in bebolding from farre, how they did ſpoile this great 
city. Now when the night camevpon vs, hee thought 
our men ſhould be ſufficiently troubled in enioying 
ho dap; Of the victorie, without following of him , Ir is re- 
ſreechyws ported, he ſayd vnto his ſouldiers, in comforting of 
ſl «me . them, thatthey were not men which had conquered 
rt crak them , but rather ſome God, ſo great wiſedoine, 
Caire. force', and valour , did hee obſerue in our ſouldiers, 
There went away with him ſome cighteene thouſand 
horſe, thereſt were fled ſundrie wayes, and manie 
drowned. On the morrow hee withdrew himſelfe di- 
rely vato Alexandria , making much of thoſe ſlaues 
which remained aliuc, who had ſo well endeuored 
themſelues for the ſafegard of their Maiſter, ha+ 
uing reliſted the force of all our Armie for the ſpace of 
rwo long houres, yea euen after they had made ſuch a 
glorious and memorable a retraite . The Prince cau-

himſelfevnto hisCaprains &ſouldiers,for to aſſure the 
ofhis health:yea he was conſtrained to mount on horſe 
backe;and to go euery whereeuen intothecampe.And 
atſuch time asrhey did ſee the Prince,you would haue 
ſaid, that the heauEs did breake with cries,through the 
toy they made'ouer all for the health of their Prince , {6 
greatTdolaters were the ſouldiers of their Emperour.: 
The other was preſently put to the torture, who coura- 
gioully confeſſed all the enterpriſe requiring death. 
Some wet vnto the place where the named were; there 
were three hundred yet ſhut vp, who were all ryed and 
put in priſon, the others ſought outhere and there. He 
miſled not to accule thoſe of the citie, vato whom he

into fourei quarters. Andthe veric ſame puniſhment 
 wastakenofallthe conſpired inhabitants of the citie, 
or any others.

croiſſant mark of the Ottomans tobe blotred out of all 
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Aſia , andhis owne to be planted there. Now Ax4lia 
having paſſed further,and made the Princes armes to 
be felt ouer all, having alſo brought allthe neather Z;- 
biato be ſubie& vato Mlexandria : rhe Prince finding 
this countrieto be verie fairc and pleaſant, he looked 
daily forthe comming of Ca/zbes , and he in the meane 
time orderedthe affaires of his new eſtate, cauſing his 
Armie to refreſh it ſelfe, the which was ſpread ouer 
all : he ſuffered none but Axel tokeepe the order of 
anarmiec beforehim.The heate was very greatat that 
- preſent, the which our ſouldiers did endure with great 
diſcommoditie:the Parthians eſpecially whoſe tempe- 
rate climate doth incline more vnto coldthen heate. 
This being ended,the Emperour returned into Alex- 
| andria,whither diuers Embaſladors from the kings of 
Obedience Libiaand Barbarycamevnto him,ſwearing obedience 
T—_ of fidelitic between his hands. The neareſt gane hoſta- 
almoſt al the ges for the otherfurther off:the Prince contentedhim- 
kgs of 4fri- felfe withtheir faith,and with the outward ſignes of 
"» their pooUwilles, Behold how euery one came toac- 
knowledge this new Lord, & he would hauc the great 
enlargemerotthe bounds of his Empire appeare ynto 
the world. Now the Prince had adefire morethen he 
viedto haue,to ſee the ſweetnesof his natiue country, 
age bringing vnto him a deſire to reſt himſeife. Andhe 
was wont to ſay,that he had heard the Emperorhis fa-

ravcsfaver, NOLAny.more to augment the ſame: becauſe fortune 
doth often changeher countenance like vnto thatof 
man,the which doth become wrinckled /&old. He had

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he meant to eternize his memorie,the which he great- 
ly defired:ſo as he was curious to ſearchin all parts ar- 
tificers & skilfull men for to ſend thither,& all thefaire 
people he could find in any place where he was the c6- 
queror. In this very place he ſaid that he would make 
his rombe, where he had receiued breath , weighing ir 
in a iuſt &equall ballance,to deliuervntothe earth 
ſame which ir hadbroughtforth without vſing any in- 

ratitude ynto the ſame. And he being one day deman- 
ded by a Pagan (vnto who he made this diſcourſe,and 
who beheldhis ſtately rombe) where hce-would build 
one for his ſoule?The Prince ſhewed vnto himheaus, 
ſaying,that it ſhould returne'to heauen, from whence 
it did come:forthis ſame(ſaid he)is aparcelofthe high 
God, And ſeeing weare come vnto this matter, I will 
ſpeake a word therof by the way:whichwas, that bein 
oneday reprehEded by one of his great Prieſts,becauſe

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molt life vp his eyes aloft,ſofearfull was he of the ſoue- 
raigne maic{tic: &of all menI didneverſee any more 
fcarfull of the diuinitie.He was alſo wont to fay,tharte- 
ucric one ſhould continue in that wherin he was borne 
and firſt inſtructed,if it were of that religion as ſerued 
one only God. OurPrince had ſo good condicions & 
ſoagrecablevnto cuericone , that it ſhall bee hard for 
meto vtter and declare them vnto poſteritie,neither 
can I ſufficiently commend them, nor liuelie repreſent 
them inthat perfection I deſire, as Ihauevndertaken 
| for todo. Now fortoreturne againe vntoourhiſtorie, 
the Emperor receiued newes of Calibes marching for-

co aduance himſelf forward with the Parthian horime; 
fortheaſſiſtice ofthe great Chamberlain, And Axa/s 
hauing 'recejued newes of the vicorie withiri two or 
three dayes journey, he ſent word of the fame vh- 
to the Emperour ,during whichtime heeremained at 
Damaſco,ſtaying for the Princes commandement: who 
after he hadreceivedtheſe newes didpubliſh the ſame 
ouerall, andeſpecially aduertiſed Ca{zbes thereof, to 
the end the ſame ſhould ſtay their' troubleſome: ſpi- 
rits, who already did beleeue-that the Armie of the 
great Chamberlaine was ouerthrowne, I will declare 
by the way, that I marked in the Prince a greaterioy 
for this victorie , then Ididnote in him-for any other 
he had where his owne perſon commanded. And this 
he didin my opinion, for that he reioyced thathe was 
not deceivedin the choiſe which hee had made of the 
pan Chamberlaine, who was as yet' tooyoung'for 
uch a charge. For he thought this ſame would yeelde

His Armie encam- 
mer'%. pedceightdayes therein, Prince_zxallia hatiing recei- 
uedcommandementtoſend i\txethouſand horſe vneo 
the great Chamberlaine, rothe end thar. hee might 
paſle ouerthe river of Euphrates with ſafetie: andhe 
went to beficge r/ apaine, the: which within 
three dayes he tooke, and Reflan allo,and all the coun- 
trie yeelded vnto the Emperoursobedience,andefpe- 
cially the Cities fituated'vpon the river of Euphrates. 
The Prince gaue vno him acommandement, to ſtay at 
the paſſage for ro» ioyne with him ,'and himdſelfe in 
perſon to come vno him:allcthe which hee performed 
accordingly.The Prince did give him very good en- 
| temper; ac commending his valour andcou- 
rage beforeall the Captaines of the Army, and af- 
rexwardesfent him backe vnto his charge, having 
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cormandement to 1oine a part of his forces with 
choſe of Axal/a, and himſelfe was appointed vnto the 
Arier-guard,ouer the which Calcbes had bene leader: 7 
although indeedour Armie marched all in a front:for

the Prince marched in the middeſt, _Lxala on the **** - 


right hand, andthe great Chamberlaine vponthe left: 
the Prince of Thanas was in the Battaile neare vnto 
the Prince. I donor here ſet downe by name ſo manic 
Princes and other great Captaines , the which com- 
manded ouer troupes 2s well of horſe as footmen.So 
the Emperor came vnto Mebeg where hepaſſedouer 
the river of Exphrates , from the whichplace he ſent 0- 
ther ten thouſand horſe vato Caltbes, vnder the codut 
of the Prince of Mtacen,together with fifteene or ſix- 
' teenethouſand footmen for aide, he being comman- 
ded ro take his way by Babylon, and to make theſame 
ſubie& vnto the Prince; and he remainedin the ſame 
place to vnderſtand what ſucceſſe Nxcen#had, he be- 
. ingalſo commandedto remaine inthatſameplaceto 
hearenewes from Calibes, and'to aduertiſe him what 
need he hadofhim , the Emperourhauing benecerti- 
fiedofſome ſtirring of the Soldan. Notwithſtanding 
Calibes ſex word, that they came from allparts toſub- 
mit chemſelues vader the Princes obedience. In the 
end, after ſome abode , he cauſed the front of his army = 
to-march direAly into Armenis,being defirousto paſſe 

by Diaberorh,and puniſhcheſe litle kings , who hadre- 
belled againſthis men,being alſo defirous to bring vn- 
der the ſubie@tionof the Parthian Empire thoſe coun- 
rries- which lie even atthe mouth of Eaphyetes , which 
the Princeof Arecen did happily bring ropaſſe: &Em- 
baſſadors came from all the kings which' commanded 
totake the orhof fidelity for the —_ youmult vn- 
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derſtand , that ſince the Empire of the Chriſtians, 
which they call Romans , they were ſometimes gouer- 
ned by the Ortomans,lomertimes by the Soldans ſome- 
times by the Califes, & lometimes by the Lieutenants 
general of the Romans;(o as theſe people were now at- | 
the {trongeſt;burt greatly deſtroyed by means of theſe 
warres. Now the Prince would aſſure himſelfe of the 
paſſage ouer the riucr of Euphrates, for to ſuccour 
fro thence the prouinces of Egypt , at ſuch rime as they 
ſhould haue neede thereot : ard being ready to drawe 
ſtraight into Armenia,herecciuednewes from Calzbes, 
Aid fax vnto beſecching his Maieſty to diſpatchaide vnto him, Pre- 
ſeatly was the Prince of_Atacey ſent vacke þ 2a 
commanded to ſetforward into Egipt , and the Prince 
in perſon went vnto Babylon, leauingAxalla with the A- 
uaunt-guard,not to leaue the only intoArmenia The 


Prince being aduiſed togo thither 


inſelfe- in perſon, 


to the end for to bring vato thema great aſtoniſhment 
and aſlurancein his bountie,when they would truſt to 
the ſame. We came ineleuen daies vnto Babylon; the 
Prince hauing receiuedall thoſe people vnder his obe- 
dicnce , he left the great Chamberlaine at Romedat 
forto fortifie it,and alſo for to command all the riuer 
of Ewphrates,cuen tothe Armenians. He recomended 
yato him the inhabitants of Babylon , who had ſhewed 
themſelues verie aficftioned towardes him, and the 
whichwas almoſt wholly peopled by the Tartarians:for 
the late Prince of Sachetay his father having made an 
enterpriſethither,did take the ſame, and forthe better 
keeping thereof, he cauſedthe Parthian Colonies to 
comethither; who inthe end were ſo vexcd by their 
neighbors,as well Mamelues as Perfias,that they were 


of neceilitic compelled to ſubmit themlclues

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cheir Empire, the afetion and remembrance of their 
ancient original! remaining alwayes with them. The 


Emperour for this conſideration ſhewed rhem all - 


mildnefſe, and vpon-this occafion deſired to make 
himſelfe Lord of this conntrie , by this right, that the 
Jate Prince his father had once 2x tors 

renant generall ofhis,called Sah:/;zvhoſe remebrance 
was yet vericfreſh, for the feruices he had donevnto 
the Empire of Sachetay. From this place the Prince re- 
rurnedin great haſt, being aduertifed by Prince Axals, 
how the Perſtan Gaines came to viſlite him in peacea- 
ble maner, for toſubmit vnder his obedience what- 
ſocuer countries he held, the which were not many. 
The Emperour who did wonderat his holineſſe, and 
honoured him, hauing vnderſtode thus much', made 
haſte toſert forward for to honour him the more:for he 
held an opinion alwayes of him as of an holy perſo- 
nage, inſo muchas the Emperourwas determined for 
to {ce him, for the eſtimation of his holineſſe and re- 
ligion, Now vnderſtanding thathe came in this maner 
rowards him, he left his troupes to come ſoftly vnder 
the charge of the Prince of Thanais , and himſelfe ad- 
uanced forward vnto Axa/las,who looked for the Perſi- 
an Guines: who preſently diſpatched towards him the 
Prince of Ziſeaucew and the —_ Chanceller for to 
oratifie him , and to aſſure him of the great defire 
the Emperour had ofhis comming. The Prince won- 
dring greatly at his holielife, determined to yeeld him 
all the honour hee could poſſiblie , andto deviiſe all 


meanes to pleaſire him . So the Emperour ſet for- 
ward to meete with this Gurmes , who did come in Thefrange , 


veric humble manner , bringing alſo with himan-in- 
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kepttame,and by the which he taugfit men, As ſoon as 
ke did ſee the Emperout,he beganto make his praiers 
towardsthe heauens, for the greatneſle of the health 
ofthe Emperour , for the greatneſle of the religion of 
the Prophet ,excommunicating with all his power the 
Ottomans.,25 enemies vnto the faithfull belecuers. The 
Emperor whocame in great pompe ,was greatly aſto- 
niſhed.to ſce this man in ſuch furnitureas he was , and 
as he was by nature, a great wonderer at ſuch kind of 
of people, there was he more then euer before: and 
being willing to gratific him , heoftered him part of 
the enemies ſpoyles hee had conquered, giuing vnto 
him fifteene or ſixteene thouſand priſoners, tothe end 


_ they mightbeinſtrufted in his religion, a preſent the 


which was verie acceptable vnto Guzixes , in as much as 
this ſame did greatly help toaugment & allo increaſe 
him,cauſing the moſt partof them to conforme them- 


ſclues according to his manners and opinion , But as 


this deuout hymour pleaſed the Emperour , ſo diuers 


onthe other {ide did reprooue the ſtrange faſhions in 


this Prince, who through holinefle knew wellhow to 
bring ſo many countries vnder his obedience. Now di- 


 uersblamed the Emperorfor making fo great account

ofhis holines:but whe Icoſider the honor &reuerEce 
which man oweth ynto religion , Iam not of thoſe, 
which will ſay,that a prince oughtnotto haue ſomuch 
therof:for certainly it is a thing wherof any do ſeldome 


complaine, Now after all this great ſhewe of religion, 


he camenot vntothe Emperor for nothing, but rather 
fortwo ends,whereof the one was, the feare he had of 
this army,which he defired to be fauarable vato him:8&& 
the other,to receine by meanes thereof, increaſe of his 
affaires,vnder ſhew of deuotion,knowiagthe Emperor 

| to 
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to be enclined as much as might beto godlinefle , and 
alſo that he might be alwaies neare vnto the Em 

perſon,as proteQar ofall the countries neare vnto him, 
the which by his meanes and interceſſion did ſubmir 
themſelues vnder the Princes greatneſle; and himſelfe 
was the firſt that thereunto did willingly ſubmit all 
the iuriſdiion he had , although the Emperour made 
norequeſt for the ſame But this humility did ſeruehim 
to good purpoſe, andto his ſucceſſors alſo: for this was 
bis preſeruation, & the foundation of their greatneſſe: 
ſo as the Prince, hauing ſubdued all Perſia excepting 


thecitic of Tawris, the which is averygreatandrichct- 7% | 


tie, and hauing made vnto it ſelfe a peculiarkind of go- 
uernement, did hinder as muchas mit lay, the great- 
neſſe of Gurnes, anda greatpartoftheco o that 
was obedientynto him,andin the ſame was aCaptaine 


who did commaund them , called Taliſmehar , who Teliſmeber, 


wasthroughly aduertiſed of the credite Guines had with 
the Emperor, and who would notfaile to folicite him 
for to enterpriſe and conquer this citie,, and thereof 
change alſo the goyernment;and he hauing an opinion 
thatthe Emperour being defiroustoreturne,would nor 
buſie himſclf about him,ifhe fer buta countenance of 
well defending of himſelf, andſo hauing taken fuch or- 
der,he ſent his Embaſſadors vntothe Emperour for to 
informe him of the vſurpations Guines had made, and 
his purpoſes vnderthe pretence of afainedreligio, The 
Emperour would heare nothing ofall that he ſenthim 
word. But he himfelfe would declare his ownereaſons, 
and would demand the auncientrighthis predecefſors 
hadvnto this countrie: or for want thereof, hee would 
make appeare how hurtfull the ſame would bevntothe, 
The Emperour omitted not to herethem, and noted 
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verie well the meanes he might have to make himſelfe' 
greater through theſe dinitions: acknowledging and 
conſideringwell therof,he found thateuery where they - 
didabuſe the ſame, and eſpecially that the cloake of 
rcligion is bigge and large enough for to couer all the 
world: buthe diſſembled it,and ſetting forward caried 


Guines with him , and receiued a new oath of all the 


 people,andinthe ſtrong cities heplanted new Colo-

nies : to conclude , rhe Emperours determination 
was to bring all Perſia vnder his ſfubietion . Nowe 
Prince Gxi#es hauing alreadic ſubmitted himſelfe vn- 
der his obedience, had giuen an exampte vnto manie: 
but the Emperour who conſidered that Tauri was 2 
greatcitic, and the chicteſt of that countrie, he ſoughr 
to haue praiſes vnder hand , having fentſome of his 
men vnto this end, promiſing vnto this Capraine a go- 
uernement within his owne countrie : but hee who 
was hated of Gwires, could nor aſſure himſelfe, ſo as he 
perſvaded the people toreſolue vpon the extremitie 
of a {icge, thewhich did greatly diſpleaſe the Empe- 
rour , vnto whom it being declared, rhat the preſence 
of Guines was very preiudiciall ynto him, forthe bring- 
ing of this citie vnder his obedience, hee aduertiſed 
him thereof, and hauing preſented him with all ſortes 
of giftes and honours , hee returned from thence in- 
to bis owne countrie, hauing remained with the Em- 
. perour ſome fifteene dayes: the borders of his domi- 
nion ſtretched from Saucauſan on our {ide , and on the 
other (ide, euen vnto the Caſpian ſea.

Tartarians,Now as ſoone as Tali/mahar ynderſtood our 
armic approched vnto his territorie,, heentred into 0- 

' piniontoaduance forward with all his horſemen, and 
ſome footmen for to furniſhthe ſtrogplaces,the which 
might buſte theEmperors armie. He had with himfall 
thirtie thouſand good horſe, hee being alſo a moſt fa- 
mous Captaine, being able greatly todiſtreſſe our ar- 
mie, the which was wearie with wants,andthroughthe 
longtime ithad marched andencamped,cuenynto the 
+ beginning of winter.:But the inhabitants of Tapris be- 
ing very light & inconſtant, he thought that the events 
of warre are doubtfull , andoftentimes vacertaine, and 
that if there ſhould happen any diſgrace vnto hisarmie, 
he doubted leaſt ſome chan ge & alteration ſhould hap- 
pen within the citic, where hee tofind his chic- 
feſt ſafetie. He therefore ſenthis horſemen vnder the 


charge of one of his Lieutenants called Camares., who Camare:. 


was of very great experience,he being enioinedto wea- 
ric ourarmte, and it he found oportumitie to fightwith 
it,aſſuring himſelte that there would be ſufficient roafs 
fault the ſame : but aboue all,tharthe ſold fight by ſur: 
priſe,and notin open bartell.knowing wel,thatſo great 
a multitude of men did I a great countrie,and la 
ſtrogly being ioynedto r, The Emperorbein 

ue ny of this reſolaricn ;fent word therof vnto ankle 
tothe end he ſhould notbe aſſaulted on aſudden,&ha- 
_ uing ſummoned acity the which they called Cafechion, 
Camares had put men thereinto when he didfſce our ar- 
mie go that way, ſo as the: ſame made a refuſall. Now 
Axallabauingnuchted it, he begantoaſlaultrheſame, 
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hauing with the greatnumber of pioners he had, raiſed 
a Caualicr, the which did defend our men appro- 
dine vnto the wall, and from whence likewiſe they did 
continuallyfight with them that were within , who did 
reſolutely detend themſelues. Axel hauing affaulted 
them on euery fide, in theend they were ouercome; 

their courages failing them, and alſo becauſe they were 

almoſt all wounded,our ſouldicrsentred thereinto,and 

lo py were all cut inpeeces. Aboutthe time thatour 

men ſpoiled,and pur all vnto fire and ſ\word,the Empe- 

rour being as yetthree leagues fromthe ſiege, Camares 

Enconter:be- {ſhewed himſelfe with his horſemen , and beganne the

taine which did condu&rthe, the auant-currersof theſe 

fourethouſand horſe, hauing perceiued Axalzes maine 

forces to aduance Corman Silly thelightneffe of 

theſe Parthians, began prefently roturne Gernſclues, 

 andretire-inverygood order, leauing the fourec thou-

thians, notwithſtanding inretyring themſelues inthe 
end, at the paſlage of a riuer, Camayes did tay, &pur

By this meanes he ſurpriſed theminamorning, 


being encampedwithin a oreatvillage;8&havingfound 
A ionſand of rheir horſemen at theireaſe;he- cauſed .

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himſelfe into barttell array , roche end they ſhould not 
come foorth without fighting , hee encamped him- 
ſelfe vppon the wayes inco their campe, hoping verie 
foonecuther tofamiſh them, or. for to compell/them 
tocome vnto a battell. Now there was but one way 
- to iſſue out in order: the Prince <Axal/a hauing cau- 
ſc& the footemen hee had with him to aduance for- 
ward, he placed the ſame vpon the wayes vnto their 
campe'. Now they had left their footemen behinde 
them , and had none but their horſemen, the which 
Prince ©Axal/s perceiving, he cauſed trenches to bee 
made for to hinder them , and hauing ſent word ynto 
' the Emperour ofthis deede, hee ſet forward- with all 
diligence. /Now Camares thought he had all the whole 
armicyponhim:, therefore he, beganne tothinke vpon, 
his fafetie ,ſecing himſclte compelled for to fight, ha- 
uing but one iſſuing place, the which was vppoa the 
ſide of the enemics:;campe, Nowe hee had cauſed a 
counter-trench: to. be, made, the which was, along by 
a litle mountaine;, wherewith he hoped to ſtrengthen, 
himſelfe fo well, as to ſethimſelfe in battell array, and 
to force foure thouſand horſe which were his guard, 
I have forgotten ro deqjare,thatthe Emperour — 
a$ he had received theſe newes,, cauſed the Prince of 
Thanas to marchon forward, with twentie thouſand 
horſe that were alreadie arriued, the which cauſed our 
cnemiesto belecue thatour whole armic was encam- 
ped, Now the:enemy; was determined to make his/re-.

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the enemie cauſed firesto be kindled within the coun- 
rer-trenches,the which we ſought toforce and win, he 
doubted of that the enemie did indeed:ſoas he ſecretly 
comanded all the army ro mountbnhorſebacke, not- 
withſtanding this couldnor beſo ſoone performed,;that 
the cnemic had nor firſt-attempred forceably to exe- 
cute hisenterpriſe, and beganne to put two thouſand 
horſebefore him, for to trie the bazardioffortune,who 
ratinecleane through the guards which were on foot. 
Now'our men hadalreadie begunne acounter-trench 
for to be oppoſite againſt that ſame-which they had, 
made, This didhinderthem, andour fouldiers hearing 

the noiſe, beganne to:take armes;andtoreſiſt theene- 

 mies, who did ftronglyaſſaultourmen, and vpontheir 
firſt comming being followed by certain footmen,they 

did winne our counter-trench, and beganneto labour 
for to leuellthe fame', for to paſſe ouertheir horſmen,. 

where happened avery greatdiforder: for our foottmen 

being aſtoniſhed, their horſemen having; paſſed, the 
moſt partof rhem were cur in pecces, wherein the ene-

of alaunce,vpon he fecondcharge he wasmoutued a- 
gaine and ſucconred, ar fuch 'time as behold eight or 
renne thouſand horſe, led by Dameſcen-(whom Axal/a 
had commandedroafhit and folow him,who did beare 
the bruntof all) arriving ,they foundour menaloach 
all ouerthrowen;notwichſtading maintaini fight 
Thenwastheenemic (In yy 


placeof fight, ourmen ouerthrowing them. Caneres 


 Theovertbrow ſeeing ſuch evilt happe light vpon him , together with 


entdeerbef them thatwereioyned wittrhim, chrewhimſelfe head- 
me long, atidwasſhinefighting,the fight was performed 
Go by Moone light.

to ſubict themſeluesvnto whatſoeuer the inhabitants 
of Tauris would yeeldvnto , who were greatly aſtoni- 
ſhed art thecuill hap which didlightvypon Camares, ac- 
cuſinghim ofthe taulthe had commitred, to ſufferhim- 
ſelfero be ſhutyp in this maner.. So:as the Emperour 
at thart verie inſtant cauſed his Armie to march as 
ſoone as it was toyned together, and hee encamped 
within eight leagues of Tau, his maine battell ar 
Sedewa , and cauſed his: auantguard (wherein. was 
| CAxalla)to lodge at Chiara, who hauing ſhewed vnto 
them of Tawris the head of him that was ouer their Ar- 
mie, they were greatly aſtoniſhed, and, the Princes 
pleaſure being ſent vnto themby an Herald, they were 
mn great-trouble, as wellby meanes ofthe part Prince 

Guines had within the City, who vpon this diſgrace 

happening vnto the contrary partie , would make no 

Fo to: be obeied, vpon which occaſion they being

they required to- be conducted vnto Lower, promiſing of Taurine 
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they determined openly to fauour the Emperour, afſi- 
| ring themſclucs of peace and mildneſſe. Now you muſt 
ns nem vnderſtand that the inhabitants of Tawris had choſen 
of Tewrii, Thaliſmabar for their Prince,and ſworne fealty between 
his hands after they had percciued the approach of the 
Emperours Army , fo as he was no longer acknow- 

ledged onely as Capraine generall ,but for their Prince, 
and hauing recciued a folemne oth ofthem all, they had 
eucry oneſworne vnto him to dye,rather then obey the 
Tartarians, orto acknowledge anie thing that com- 
meth from them:bur ſeeing their affaires forto change, 
they repented themſelues alreadie, fo inconſtant a 

thing isthe clefion of anew Prince , who tooke 

on him to fightwith the Tartrarians ina raunged batre], 
andto driue the fighting eucn into their owne country, 
Bur now when they did ſee ſo great an Armie draw 
neare vnto them, being victorious ouer ſo manie 
ſundric nations,and eſpecially the experience of their 
force and valour b the ouerthrow of Democares , it 
troubled them much to be ſhutvp, eſpecially ſecing he 
had made them promiſe, that the enemie ſhould nor 
approach within foure _— of their walles. 
This murmuring was ſpoken aloude, and the moft ob- 
ftinate, who were their Prieſtes, and who did abhorre 
the chaunge of the religion they held , and which 
would nor receiue the new reformation of Guines, 
nor his ſuperſtitions, they were the firſt which be- 
| gan to ſtirre vp the people, and to exhorte them to 
thinke vpon their ſafetie , declaring vato them how 
vaine their Princes promiſe was, and that he deceiued 
them , their deſtruction being a thing moſt mani- 
feſt ; that they ſhould remember them ſelues of 
Caire, and ſo many thouſands of Cities, the which 
this 
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this Tamerlan hath brought vnder his ſubieftion, and 
peraduenture hee would not conſtraine them to obey 
Gaines , but the Empcrouronely: and that it was the 


beſt way to ſend vnto hin?. Thisopinionremainedthree  grece wo- 
dayes to bee conſidered of amongſt the people, and tine withre 


euenthe greateſt fell intothis opinion, although they 
did (ce that they were able to make refiſtance more 
then three moneths , but hoping for noother ſuccour 
but the death of Tamer/an who was young, and that 
euen his Captaines would not leaue his glorie im- 
perſe, before they had atchicucd this glorious enter- 
priſe , that all this did bring vnto then ſmall hope of 
ſafery.Axalla was aduertiſed of al this by the ſpies which 
went andcame to and fro, being moſt aduanced, and 
thereof gaue intelligence vnto the Emperour. But in 
the end,fzare together with the deſire of change prevai- 
led ſo much with them , that they of Guizes faction ſent 
| vnto the Emperour for to know his pleaſure, and to 


take aſſurance for their ſafetie, But they were not the »o7 omerl#, 


ſixt part : notwithſtanding a bodie cannot haue fo 
ſmall an euill in anic one ofhis parts , that itſhall nor 
greatly empaire the health of allthe reſt. This canker 
although ir was litle atthe begining, did dayly increaſe 
andwent on augmenting . The Prince of Tauris being 
aduertiſed of theſe two factions, the one of Guznes ſent 
vnto the Emperour knew nothow toremidie the ſame; 
for the enemie being ſoneare ,and thinges ſo diſpo- 
ſed, he doubted a great reuolr, anddid wiſely beare all 
with patience vntill ſome extremirie, when as hee pur- 
poſedto vſe extreame remedies for his benefite. Now 
within the Citic of Guines faction were ſome thirtic 
thouſand men, whereof they having aſſured the Em- 


rour , and hauing bene comfortedto aſſurethemſclues_

of his aſſiſtance , they returned from thence, fpreading 
ouer all , the courteſie rhe yhadfound there withthe 
Emperour, and they publiſhed the. ſame alonde a- 
mongſt the people and that there was no enill meant 
vnato ante, but tothe new choſen Prince; and that the 
Emperour required nothing of them bur their obe- 
dience;andrhatnotwithſtanding the folly which ſome 
leditious had committed in chooſing this man for 
Prince, yet was it not fitto ouerthrow ſo flouriſhing a 
Citic and ſo manie honeſt men, tor ſuch a lightmarrer; 
thatthe Emperour required bur the life of this new e- 
lected, and ofhis confederates , and not of the inhabi- 
rants. In the ende matters came vnto this patle, that 
they of Guines faCtion had aflembled the people, and 
cauſed the ſame Embaſladours whom they had ſent 
vnto Tamerlas , to declare aloude vnto the people; be- 
ing aſſembled, what they had heard the Emperour ſay, 
the which was; that he dire&ed his armes onely a- 
gainſt the clefted Prince,andnot againſtthe City. Pre- 
53 FEY tently thereupon ſome cried; let vs arme our ſelues a- 
= Cinor  gainlt ſuch as will gainſaythis: & there was neitherthe 
74s.  maieſty ofthe ſenators,northe arms of the ſoldiers,that 
could ſtay this (edition, The new Prince withdrew him- 
ſelfe into his lodging, where being intrenched and de- 
firous toentermeddle his authoritie, he was defired to 
retire vnto the Pallace, into ſome corner about his Ca- 
ſell, with thoſe of his faQtion: and ſeeing himlſclſe 
weake , hee- determined to forſake the Citie, and to 
withdraw himſelte vato the Mountaines . The Empe- 
_ ror being aduertized of this happy ſucceſſe by Axa/zs, 
who came vnto him, & declared vnto him this purpoſe, 
rothe ende he might hane leaue to cut of the way vnto 
thePrince elected, But the Emperour hauing meditated 
long

long thereupon wold not hazard anie thing:raſhly but 
let him go,and rather take that great city throughtheir 
diuiſion then by his armes: he therefore commanded 
Axalla toſufter him toretire , and to ſend none vnto 
the warre, being vnwilliug to enterpriſe any thing by 
armes, to theend they ſhold hauea greater confidence 
in his mercic.,The _ following the Prince eleted 
departed away, together with thoſe of his faction, who The Pune 
had bene onely fifteene dayes Prince of the common ane pehes 
wealth, whereothehad bin Capraine the ſpace of eight "adage 
and twenty yeares with all proſperity, hauing ſtoutly ; 
reſiſted the ſupſtitions of Guizes, and the tyrannie the 
which he wouldvnder colour of this new godlineſſe 
bringvpon the Perſians: and ſurely ifthe ouer fight of 
Camares had not bene , his affaires hadnot receiuedſo 
bad ſucceſſe, which doth teach vs that the matters of 
warre are ſovncertaine, as it is neceſſary to haue al. 
wayes regard vnto the moſt ſure way , andpreſeruethe 
principall matter. For if thoſe forces had not departed 
out of Tawris nor hazardedthem , there had bene worke 
for our Armie the ſpace of fixe moneths, And you 
know what chaunces and nouelties do commonly hap- 
enintheeſtate of fo gteat a monarkie as is ours , the 
which hauing ſo greata breadth of country , itisnot 
poſſible but ſome new alteration mult daylie needs hap- 
pen within the ſame,eſpecially ſeeinglong lieges are of- 
rentimes the deftructio of great armies,& principally in 
ſach an eſtate as ours was, which hauing bin ourofhis 
own country the ſpace oftwo years,it drew neare home, 
ſo as it was hard to keepe them from ſeuering during ſo 
long abode . The Prince elected had many perfetions, 
and was ſurely worthy to ſucceed in-this monarchy be- . 
fore Guines: butthe deſtiny had 23 6 Is his gloric 
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194 The Hiſtorie 
That ſame hauing happened all the Citie veſuglogaey 
together, ſent vnto the Emperour deſiring eight dayes 
reſpite for to treate with him, and yeeld them ſelues 
vnder his obedience,the which rhe Emperour graunted 
them willingly. And this they did,to the end they might 
haue time to prouide the meanes to keepe them ſelues 
from the gouernement of Gaines, & his ſuperſtition, or 
rather reformation in the Prophets law: for the fation. 
of Guinzs which was ſmat in reſpeR of the other parties 
could do very litle. So the time m_ come, they ſentto 
Articles of treate with the Emperour : and the firſt article was, that 
treat ſentby they did beſeech that it would pleaſe him to.cauſe them 
ney prone to be gouerned by one of his owne ſubiects, & that they 
Tanerles, mightnot be ſeucred fr6 his obedience;thart they doub- 
I tednoc butthatGuines would rememberthe reſiſtance 
they had made againſt him; that they beſeeched his im- 
periall Maicſtic,he might haue no commandemet ouer 
them; a thing veric acceptable vnto rhe Prince , what 
good anſwer focuer he had giuen vnto Geznes to bring 
2 themſubie@vnderhim. The other was, thatthey ſhold 
be maintained in their priuiledges , and acknowledged 
as ſubie&s vnto the Tartarian Empire, andnot any lon- 
3 Pgervntothar ofthe Perſians. Thar they wiſhedthis great 
Monarchie that had ſo long time flouriſhed, ſhould be 
chaunged in the time , and vnder the raigne of ſo great 
and coragious an Emperour of the Tartarian ration, as 
ourPrince Tamerlan was:to the endrthe reprochof their 
nation mightbe the leſle. That they deſired not to be 
freed fro ordinarie tributes, although irmightpleaſethe 
Emperour tro conſider the great-warres they had lately 
maintained againſt Guines for preſeruation of their li- 
bertie; and that it would pleaſe him tocaſe them of the 


ſame,TheEmperorwho was of acurteous nature,made 
ſhew 
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ſhewthere of in good earneſt rtowardsthis people, and * 


made grant vnto them that they ſhold1ive without any 
conſtraint intheirreligion , aſwell after the reformatio 
of Guines , as after the law of Mahomer accordingvnto 
the interpretation of Haly, and alſothe Chrillan and 
Iewes ſhould be likewiſe free,as they had alwayes vied 
and accuſtomed. All other demands being granted, they 
ſubmitted themſclues vnder his obedience and the next 
day came from thence three hundred principallmenof 
che city, who performed the oth of fealtie, in thename 
of all the people. The Emperour after this,deterwined 
of his entry:ſo Prince Axalls was commanded to enter 
the firſt thereinto with fifteene thouſand horſe,8& thirty 
thouſand footmenz they deliuered into his hands all the 


fortreſſes giuing commandement forhonour and obe- 7,1, 
dience vnto the Emperour:he ſeiſed vpon the gates,and entrance in- 


cauſed proclamationto be made, that all the Citizens 77: 


ſhould bring their weapons into his lodging, the which 
was done.Sothe Emperour arriued there in great mag- 


nificence, being recciued with the full reioycing of all 


the people,and he was almoſt worſhipped of every one, 


thinking thiſclues happie to be ſaued fromſuch a or

wracke . The next day thz Emperour hadnewes of t 

d:ath of the Emperour nf vnkle,by the Empreſle who 
had apprehended ſome great men that would haue ray- 
ſed vp ſome tumult:he made greatlamentation for himz 
yet itwasthe leſſe grieuous vnto him, for that he knew 
his great ſickneſſe , which did threaten him with 
death of long time: & had not the kindneſle ofthe Em- 
preſſe his daughter bin, who had ſuch care ofhimas ſhe 
- oughtforto haue, oldage had made an endofhimlong 
before. The Emperour cauſed theſe newes to be concea- 
led from the army, bewailing are ſame priuatly,he dif-

x >ex ogy and aide the Empreſle wih counſell , with full power of 
Cham, Lieurenir generall vnder the Empreſle: he caried thirty 
thouſand horſe with him,cauſing a rumour to be ſpread, 

thatthe Emperour aduaunced forward . Who in the 

meane time gaue order forthe afſuring of Perſia and re- 

{training Gaznes , of whom he had diſcoucred manie 

ractiſes , that tended vntothe Monarchie of the Pey- 

ſians . Axalla being alſo contrane vnto him , and ha- 

ving as much as he could fauoured the contrarie fa- 

” Ction, he had ſetdowne as a Maxime vnto the Empe- 

rour the aſſuring of Perſia, and that he ſhould ſeeke the 

weakening of Guines faCtion . But he Emperour hauin 

ſenthim farre from him, being naturally religious , fuk 

fered him ſelfe to be caricd away with the fained holi- 

Temerlan4- nefle of Gaines , which did great hurt, but not during 
ſe og the Emperours time : forhe durſtnot during his lite, 
but yet vnto his poſteritie: Monarkes deſeruing no lefle 

blame for not prouiding tor the quiet oftheir poſteritie, 

as for {ceking an aſſurance only during their raigne, For 

the Emperor hauing ſuftered Gaines ro come neare vn- 

to him, he knew ſo cunnin elyto behaue him ſelfe , win-

ether Prines E:rmperour;and "uy there he knew ſo well trocarry him

ſeruing God, as moſt anſwereable vnto the laſt will of 
the Prophet. Notwithſtanding the Emperour knowing 
how muchthe change of his maner of ſeruing God,was 
acceptablevntothe people who he goucrned, although 
he allowed it , he did not practiſe the ſame : but very io 
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97 
cretly he aſſembled together the-principallmen ofthe 
law,to make triall for toagree this controucrſie : but he 


did ſce thisto be impoſlible,ſo ſtiffely cuery one held his 


interpretation to be according tothe true meaningof 


the Prophet, wherein hauing ſpent ſome time invaine, 
12 the meane time hee receiued theoth of all the Perſe- 


ans & gathered together great ſtore of money , where- - 
with he had payedhis armie, and gratified his men of 


watre, rewarding them after their deſertes ,he eſta- 


bliſthed the Prince of Thansis to commaund ouer them 


inhis abſence, with whom heleftan hundred thouſand 
feotemen ofhisarmie , tothe end for to ſuffer the ſame 
to winter in all the Cities, andthroughall thecoun- 


trey ,tokeepe all in ſubieion , and refreſh it ſelfe.Fhe 


reſt did theEmperour conductwith him,and alhhis pri- 


ſoners of what qualitie ſocuer, except thoſe whom he 
gaue vnto Guines , for to inſtruft them in his reforma- 
tion, But the matter fell out much otherwiſe for hauing 
framed them well vnto the warre , as ſoone as the Prim- 
ces death happened, he vſed their ſeruice for to aſſure 
his affaires amongſt the Perſiang , vpon the firſt occaſion 
ſhould be offered,whereby he thought he mightattaine 
vntohis purpoſes: forthe Prince hauivg led him with 
him, he made him belecue that he had no kinde of am- 
bition,but onely religion; inſo much as he making pro- 
feſfion of his religion neare vntothe Emperours perſon, 
many applied the ſelues vnto the ſame. Now hepercei- 

ued well that the Prince had ſome icaloufte of him : this 

was the occaſion he deſired to follow him, afturing him

to be hated of rhe Perſians. The Emperour muited all 
the greateſt Lords of Per/ia to accompanie him vnto $4-

Emperour , being deſirous totcach them for to ſerue 
him, the Perſian gentlemen being ſo many litle kivgs, 
and alſo that during the time hewas in his Court he 
made them for toknow his courteſie and magnificerce, 
and did win them by good deedes, aduancing them alſo 
vnto the honors of his Court, and vnto the charges of 
his kingdomes,wherein he employed them : fo as Fer/ie 
as long as he liued was much affteGted vnto him: which 
greatly ſerued him for the keeping as well of Srr74 as of 
the So/dans Empire, leauing cotinually me there,& draw- 
ing outcolonies, the betrer toſertle his affaires in thoſe 
places. So the Emperour leauing the Prince of Thanais 
with his Army to attend his pleaſure , he marched with 
the reſt ofthis forces into his owne country,with all the 
 loyes agdtriumphes that might be poſſible,the chieſeſt 
priſoners marching before the Emperour,amonegſt the 
which was Bazazet Emperour of the Turkesallchained, 
and was aſpeCtacle vnto all the world of fortunes incon- 

- ſtancythe continued notwithſtanding in the ſame fierce- 
neſle was wontto be in him . So where ſoeuer the Em-. 
peror paſſed, the people aſſembled them ſelues by thou- 
{ands,praifing & ſinging his victories, VVe arriued atthe

Se Soar. Nificence : where after we had bin the ſpace of ohe mo- 
and wibal nethor rwo in feaſtings and magnificences, the Empe-

_ Temerlan by lemnity vowed a Churchand Hoſpitall vnto his God, 
”yw wo Ged. the moſt magnificent that might be deuiſed, VVhereup- 

po toperform the ſame, he began to ſearchour all ſorts 
of handicratfs men for ro honour this city,the which he 
had adefire ro make one of the ſtatelieſt Cities inthe 
world . And in one of the cornersthereof he began, 
and did build there his Temple and Hoſpirall , ma- 
king 
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king an accompr to increaſe yer this Citic, as large Taveio | 
againe as it was , andto people the ſame , with ſoma* ,,4 lopinan 
nie ſeuerall kindes of people and nationsas hee had «t Senarcexd, 
brought with wim, giuing libe-tie vnto them all to 

frame and build their houles,cauſing money tobe di- 

{tributed ro do the ſame , and giuing all kinds of priui- 

ledges and freedomes vnto the priſoners , for to giue 

the a greater deſire to build and ſettle rhemſelues there: 

and hauing cauſed the ſtreets and places to be plotred, 

and having appointed a place forcuerie one to build 

vpon, herooke noother pleaſure, neither had heanie 

other care,thenthe preſeruing the good will ofhis moſt 

famous ſouldicrs , whoſe names he having cauſed to 

be written ina generall muſter booke , the which hee 
commaunded to be made, from day to day, they (nor 

thinking thereof ) receiued honours, and good turnes 

of the Prince, in recompence of rheirſo great ſer- 

uices.

peror ſet forward with his ordinarie court , which was 9rdinavie core 
of fortie thouſand horſe, and threeſcore thouſand foot- 7 _ 
men. had forgotten to declare,that the Emperour ſent tbre-ſcore 
backe the Meoſcinites forces withrich preſents , and dif «nd four- 
patched Simopes nephew of Prince Axalla,forto condut 

them ou of the country of his obedience, as alſoto the 

end for to confirme a new friendſhip with him: forto 
leaucnothing during his voiage that might be an occa- 

fion of nouelty,hauing for that time made ancndof his 
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enterpriſes , hee was altogether bent to preſerue the 
friendihip of his allies, and for the maintenance of his 


conqueſtes . This was the cauſe that before he depar- 
red from Quinza , he diſpatched towards the Price of 


'Thaxais,onc of his moſt faithfull counſellers called No- 


bazes,tothe end hc ſhould haucan eye vnto the facti- 
ons ot the Perſians, andalſofor to ſuccor all the places 
that ſhould haue neede, as well on the {ide of Cazre as 
towards the Medzterran (ca, tothe ende that nothing 


ſhould be chaungedduring his abſence , gluing him 
charge moreouer thatthe pollicy and diſcipline 


ould 


in his Armie be carefully obſerued, and commanding 
him to credit Nebazes, veric expertinthe art of warre, 
So the Emperour being come vnto' Cambaly, he recei- 
ued newes of the battell Odmay had wonne againſt the 
king of Chizes Captaine generall , and how he purſued 
his vicorie, hauing taken three orfoure great and rich 
Cities, the which did yeelde themſclues vnto him, 
and that againe the Chizoy did deſire peace . The Em- 
crourſent the Articles he required, which were that 
fore all other things the king of China ſhould pay the 
merlen and the arrerages of the tribute the which he had agreed with 


the Emperor. Firſt he ſhould come in perſon to do ho- 


mage vntohis Maieſty,& acknowledge himſelte as val- 
fall vnto his Empire. That the Army thould withwraw 
itſelfe during his voiage, and he thould deliuer vp vats 
him all his Cities, ſauing three ſuch as the Emperour 
ſhouldnominate;andthat the things ſhould be reſtored 
vnto the ſame eſtate they werein before the war, when 
the Emperor made the firſt peace;that he ſhold pay the 
army for fixe monerhs,and ſhold alſo ſatisfic all the ex- 
pences of the war,ſeeing he had begun it,& was author 
of the breach ofpeace, Then the Emperor gratified Od- 


mar 
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ar, ſending vnto him for wife one ofhis ſiſters with all 
magnificence that might be, for to make him themore 
affetioned vnto him. I will declare how the Emperour 
was recciuned at Cambals by his ſubie&ts withall the 
magnificence poſſible, the Emperour for to gratifie 
thein having reſtored their priviledges, the which hee 
had taken fromthem , forthe rebellion they had com- 
mitted with Ca/zx: ſo as the Emperour went ouer all 
gratifying his ſabie&ts for this new ſucceſſion that was 
lately fallen vnto him, allthe companies coming vnto 
' him : for in theſe countries they haue no certaine 
dwellings,rhey are alwayes wandring in troupes where- 
ſoeuer they go: thither the Empreſle ( hauing left 
Prince Axa//a to gonerne at Quizzaz) came vntohim, 
The Prince remained therealmoſt two moneths, having 
in this place giuen order for all the aftaires he had. Cam- 


balu was alſo neare vnto mount Althay , where they vie 


to burie the Scirhian Emperours, whom we do call the pare of th 
Scthian Ems 


perors called 
the great Cam. 


oreat Cham , The Emperour cauſed the bodie of the 
Emperour his vnkle to be brought thither, and him 
ſelfe wold condudt it. with. all pompe, honoring nor 
only his body, bur alſo al that he had loued in the world, 


& alchough it was not the cuſtome to cauſe women for 


to aſſiſt the funerals,yet would he affoord this honor vn- Cans Tara. 


to the Empreſle, that ſhe thold afſiſt the bringing of the "* 


body,going neare vnto the ſame. This he did , the more 
to make appeare how much he honoredthe memory of 
the late Emperor in his wife,being his daughter, & alſo 
to theend that if Goddid take him away his childrEbe- 
ing ſmall,ſhe ſhold haue the greater authority,8 be the 
better acknowledged worthy to gouerne inthe minority 


of his children; andalfo for that ſhe had bene brought 


vp alwayes in authority cuen fizce ſhe was married.

The Prince deſiring thereby the more to acknowledg: 
the honour the Emperour his vakle had done him,by a- 
dopting him as his fon, and inhauing left him fo great 
rmertoo ky and large an Empire, as that was, whereot he lefrvnto 
»enwonard him the polleſtion.Now the Emperour loucd her onely, 
ng $2 x hauing no other affeion in ſuch pleaſure,but only che 
"put happineſle ofa faire of-ſpring, the which he hoped tor, 
Now the body of thelate Emperour being come vnto 
Cambals, he determined tocondudt it vnto the buriall 
according vnto the accuſtomed ceremonie, and to pur 
the body with the kings & Emperors his anceſters. Af- 
rer he had from point to point performed the laſt will 
and teſtament of the late Emperor, hee returned from 
thence vnto Cambaly,where he ſpent all winter in tilt & 
rurneying , going a hunting, making his abode there, 
becauſe he was in a place neareſt vnto the kingdome of 
Chinacoknow how matters paſled there, hauing now 
brought thither his laſt affaires, purpoſing to go thither 
in perſon the next winter, if Oamar did not make an 
end ofthe wars already begun, and if the king of Chizs 
did notſubmit himſelte wholly vader his obedience, ha- 
uing determined not to depart from Cembe/s vntill this 
country were pacified , the marke hee ſhot atbeing on- 
ly to keepe that which his valourwas able to conquer 
through his goodfortune, being deſirous to ſpend the 
reſt ofhis life in enioying the frutes of his trauels, & for 
_ topubliſh his praiſes vnto his people,and with millions 
to maintaine them inpeace. Hehadalſoa purpoſe to 
bring vntoan endthar which he had determined to do 
at Samarcand. Now Axalls was at Quinzai,as well vnto 
the corentment of al the men of war,as the inhabitants, 
who deſired much to ſee their Prince, and hauing cau-

woldpleaſe the Emperor to cauſe his ſon tobe broughe 
vp amongſt them there the which he did grant vnto the Ve.

new colonies,not truſting ynto the old Citizens:for had Thane!ſent

kinde of wartarre , amongſtthe which there were thirty 
thouſand Parthian horie remaining continually in the 
armic.Now they lamented much the abſence of Axala: 


but nextvnto himrthe Prince of Thanaz was molt be-* 


loued of them; this Prince was the Emperours couſin 
germaine , whoas you haue heard,had ferued him very 
well; he had bene continually in all the enterpriſcs of 
warre vnder Axalla,yhom the Emperour had comman- 
ded fo: toleade him ynto all the ſeruices of warre , to 
the end he might be made fit forto do him ſeruice ; ſo as 
the Prince of Thanais being in Syria, and Prince Axal/a 
at Qurnzaithey were eſtabliſhed inthe two furthermoſt 
partes of his kingdomes, Princes and Capraines who 
had alwayes aſſiſted and ferued him faithfully.

The Soldazn percei- 
uing the Prince of 7 hanais todrawneare, remembred

proued vnto his hurt,except the hot bloud of this yong 
Prince did moue him inconfiderately to ſecke "& to 
force his trenches and ſuccour the neceflitie of thoſe of 
Caire,whoſe victuals failed the. Sohe intreched himſelf 
all along the river , by che which onely the inhabitans

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Afiahis maiſter, the which they hauing ref sſed were 
beſicged, and hauing cauſedall his engines to beplan- 
ted, and great hollow trenches to be made, to the end 
he might approch neare ynto a tower, the. which he 
determined to winne byyndermining, becauſe it did 
defend all the. courtaine ,. ſo as our men as well by 
the height thereof, as for that there was an infinite 
quantitie of artificiall fire therein, were greatly enda- 
The ſiege of maged. The Prince of Thanais hauing cauſed it tobe 
cenay ou * viewed by him who had the charge of mynes in the 
the ſme &  Armie, he promiſed within foure dayes to ouerthrow 
OM. it, the. which hee having performed, our men did 
winne the courtaine, Now the Prince of Thanai ha- 
uing cauſed an engine to approch , they tryed the 
wr and finding it weake, they brought fourc more 
thereunto, the which did beate downe a great part of 
the wallvntothe ground. This being done, our men 
were commaunded to giue an aſſault the which was - 
giuen, and the citie wonne,, all becing cut in peeces 
which were within the ſame, the women and litle chil- 
dren onely excepted. The other cities ſeeing the dili- 
gence we had ved , &the ſinall ſuccour they had recei- 
ued from the Soldan, yeelded themſelues vpon the firſt 
ſummons, & were recciued vpon good copoittion. The 
Prince of Thanazs hauing left two or three thouſand 
horſe and 4000, footmen within the places he had take, 
he thought it.not conuenient to ſtay any longer, conſi- 
dering the want of victuals,wherot he doubted: &ſure- 
1y the So/den who was a great Capraine, had with great 
wildomeprouided for the well fortifying of thoſe cities 
which were above him: for ithad bene our ouerthrow 
ifchey had obeicd the comandement he gaue them, be- 


ing certaine that within fifteene dayes , victuals would 
haue

haue failed vs. But it falleth outoftErimes that the Ge- 
necrals'are blamed, & that their enterpriſes haue ill ſuc- 
ceſſe, not for that they have prouidedill for thar which 
ſhold be done, but rather becauſe there was either feare 
or difobedience in thEwhich arecommaunded, & who 
were credited ina matter of importance. As foone as 
the Soldan vnderſtood theſe newes, hebegannew'pra- 
Ctiſes, eſpecially knowing for certaine thatour army by 


ſea fer forward fro Alexandrie. And having cauſed his 
ſtorehouſes to be reviewed, &calling together the ge- 
nerals for viftuals within his army, theydid affure him

' that theenentof the vidtorie, and of the deliberation 
of Carre proceeded from thatpart : but it bchooued to 
end well, and this was the hardeſt to be performed,and 
irſeemed vntocuery one that this was a prize for a ma- 
| ſtertoexecute, cueric one lamenting'the Emperours 
abſence for this purpoſe , one wiſhing his boldneſſe, 
another his diligence , and another his reputation, 
the which onely made hi: enemies forto flie: others 
ſaide of the Prince of Thanats, that at ſuch time as he ,,, 


did any thing braucly,or rather whenſoeuer he had any ohe ſouldier 
ood ſucceſle, that he remembred well the Emperours i Prixe

aſhions, &thathe was a good ſcholler, preſently they —_ 


wiſhed for the liberality of Prince Axals, &remEbred 
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The Hiftorie- 
the daungers whereinto he would put himſelfe one of 
the firſt, This was the {pcech of theſouldiers,when as 
they remembred thoſe that had fo often commaunded 
them. Now the Prince of 7 hanau encampedhis armie 
vnder Echied and Sebejt , vpon a river which makethan 
arme of Nilus , but to be paſſed ouer in many places. 
The So/dan was-intrenched as I haue declared ar Rul- 
dao, hauing made wonderfull trenches on euery fide, 
MR f euen vato the riuer of Nelus. There were in his armie 
—_ threeſcore thouſand footmen & tortie thouſand horſe: 
but all very good men, and the moſt part of them were 
his old ſouldiers. Now he had fed them much with the 
hope of taking Cazre, whereupon he grounded the re- 
couering of his kingdome : but the ſouldiers percei- 
ungtherecameno more anything from aboue downe 
the riuer , beganne to deſpaire: notwithſtanding the 
Soldan aſſured himlelfe, that within fifteene dayes our 
armic ſhould be driven to retire, and that Carre would 
be conſumed withfamine, ſoas hekept himſelfecloſe 
and ſecret , buſying himſclte onely in keeping the ri- 
uer with a greatnumber of boates. The Prince on the * 
other fide ſeeing his enemie intrenched, he exerci- 
{ed his fouldiers in making a trench before the ene- 
mie, being a daungerous thing for to be encamped 
without a trench neare vnto .an armie , although 
our armie was greater by one thirde part of foote- 
men more then horſemen . Nowe wee made our a- 
bode ſtaying for Calibes , who came forwarde with 
the vituall that was prouided. In the meane time 
wee forbare not to make dayly skirmiibes, ro the end 
for todiſcouer where wee might with greateſt aduan- 
rage ſet vppon the enemies , thereby to make them 
keepecloſe within theirtrenches , and alſo to the end

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nemies knowledge: for he made fimall —_— the 


forces which were come from Alexandris. Calibes was 


determined to fight _ the water, withhope to cauſe.

his victuals for to paſſe, or elſe to die himſelfe and. his 
companie. The Prince 'of Thamus carneſtly deſired ro 
vndertake this charge : but fome declared vnto him, 
 thatthe importance of the fight was vpon the land, as 
alſo it belonged vnto:Ca#bes to diſpole of all: within 
his gouernement,, for to fight at the veric ſame time 
(according to the enemies countenance ) with the 
whole armie, the enemies being within their trenches, 
ifin caſe he did ſeucr himſelfc from his footemen,, to 
aſſiſt his armie-vppon- the water, orelſc if he went a- 
| bour to putfreſh ſouldiers into his boates and Gal- 

liottes :for we were within two thouſand paces the 
one-fromthe other, ſo as cuery one was an that 
the day would nor/ paſle away , bur they would ſer 
vppon the cnemies within their trenches , eſpecially 
they which knew the heate of this young Prince, the 
which had come to paſſe , but thar the Emperour 
had placed two olde Counſellers neare about him, 
who knewe how to temper this his forwardneſſe, who 
was notwithſtanding greatly comended for animating 
_ ofthe ſouldiers,accuſtomed vnder the good fortune of

they ſhould not haue the means to hinderour men fr6 
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_ and daungerous.So the Prince of Thanes hauing heard - 

news of the army by water,he ſent thither with lj ſpeed 
thirtecnc. or fourtcene thouſand of. the molt expert 
ſouldiers wichin his armie, vnder the conduct of the 
Coloneil ofhis foormen(wito was his Licurenant when 
as the Emperour himiclfe commaunded in his armie) 
| Symper, Called Sywopes,, brought vp a Capraine:ynger Prince 
_ CAxalls, at ſuch time as he had the generallcomman- 
demenr ouer the footmen. The Prince at the-ſame very 
time he ſuppoſed the flcete to drawe neare vnto that 
place the enemic had fortified with oakes , with botes, 
and galliors, cauſcd all the armie ro mounton.horſe- 
backe, & appointed fortic thouſand ſouldierstomarch 
directly vnto aplace the which he hadnoted tobe moſt 
calie &for his beſt aduantage,, for that the enemie had 
as he thoghtzrauelcd lealt in thatplace,who(doubting 
the Prince would lodge berweene the citic of Carre and 
him) had there emploicd the moſt of his time, There 
yas alſo inthis place alicle mountain, the which he de- 
{iredthisday for towin , & which he had reſeruedypon 
this occaſion to force, the better:toentertaine the ene- 
mics, &reftraine rhemrif: they went about:to ſaccour 
their men that were aſlaulted by water, Now as hehad 
determined, ſodid he force this place ſtrongly, but the 
_ greateſt matter was toſtay the furyofthoſe which had 
giuenthe onſet: for they would haue gone vnto the ſe- 
cond trench, the which the So/dex didthinke: and the 
Prince of Thenai making ſhew togiue the onſer, buſi- 
edthe Solan ſo in the mean time,that he could not ſuc- 
cour his men, hauing enoughto do for to defend him- 
.  ſelfe, ſo asduring the time he was thus hindered, he did 
behold our Nauic fighting , & all his Gallics to be bro- 
ken in peeces,and yet could not aide them:for our men 
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"of Tamerlan, 217 
hauing landed inan Hand fr6 whence they were great- 
lyannoyed , having affaultedir, they did force ir, and 
whatſocuer was intrenched within the ſame, and then 
this Iliad which was as a Cavalier for the defEce of their 
mE,who defended the bridges of boatsrhey had made, 


{clues for to hinder our viduals. It was a great loſſe of 
Calibes,becauſc he was aperſon in whomthe Emperor 
put greattrult, and hee had done him grear-ſeruices. 
They buſiedthelclues in ſeking for his body;the which 
could not be found, by reafon of the greatmulritude of 
bodies which were withinthe river. They hold opinion 
' thattheredied twentic thoufand men this day on both 
{ides,few of Ca/zbermen being ſaued, who had giuen the 
onſetvpon the left wingof the enemies. Ker tr

ned greathonour, andthis day was the occaſion of his 
fortune. Alſo he had done a notable pecce ofſer- 
uice worthie IIA, aaa 
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meanes to ſuccour Ceire,but by that ſame-place:for this 
reat citie was ſo weakned , that it required a long time 
Be to repaire-it, the which could nor be dane by land, 
but only by the river, looking for the renolt che which 
could notbe ſooner the three moneths; Now after this 
 victorie Synopes encamped himſelf withinthisJlland ro 
hinder the Selaans men trom paſſing, notwithſtanding 
they paſſed over in the nightfrom the one ſhoarevnto 
the other,& they iudged thatrhe enemies were forced 
vntothe fight,or vatoa ſhamfullflight;the which could 
notbe burby the other {1de of the water; for byland he 
had noretrait at all, but by the ſwords point, hauing no 
place but beyond the water , the which bred ſuſpition 
thathe would make his retraitby water. For he might 
wel thinke that Cazre was not for him;& that his enter- 
priſc on that fide was weake. As for thoſe which fauou- 
redhim within A/exanadria all was changed there, &in 
a manner euery where. Therfore it behoucd the Prince 
of Thanat to hauc a watchfuleie vnto theenemicsnew 
raiſes, and to prouide well for the maintenance of 
his army.the which could not be done withour difficul- 
tie, by reaſonof the ſcarceneſle of the victuals: for by 
feeding hisarmic he famiſhed Caire. For there could 
not come victuals ſufficient; neither by landnor water, 
forto vituall it being encampedſonearevnto theene- 
mie: our army hauing made prouiſionfor victuals but 
for 8. dayes, keeping thEſeluesencamped in oneplace, 
ſo as it was Gls by che Counſell to retire :them- 
ſelues aſſoone as they had delineredCazre, & ſeenethe 
ſame vicualled. For they ſuppoſed the enemies had 
made great prouiſion of viftuals tobe able to continue 
I their campe , their armie not being ſogrear as ours.

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Armiemtothe _ fide.andtharSynopes ſhould not 
remoouc:out ofthell land ; ouppurpole Wn 694g er 
thento hinder thatthe enemies ſhould norkeepe the 
victuals from entring mto Caire;” This 'counſell was 
vericſecret,in ſomuchasrhe enemies perceiving their 
victuals for to faile ;hadrheſame purgoſe thatwehad, 
the which was'to' retire: themſelues:the whichithey 
couldnot do butin thernight. om 9 yet many 
boates they rigged them zand rhe day before made a 
ſhewe to drawe towardes Syria ;hauingcauſed partof 
their Armieto goon obrheir Campe Aippoling that 
aſſoone as they thould ſhew themſelues topo out,our | 
Armic would be on: horfebacke;; and by ithat meanes | 
ſhould deceine our men, hopingthatrhiswould make ... 
them thinke they hada purpoſe-to rerite themſelues 
onthis part, the; which they:did+:for-hauing'in'the  * 
night made ſhewofaſfaulting our Armie, uving 
kindled fires ,hee cauſed his mentopaſle oner, and'to - 
lodge themſelues alongthe river, whathindranceſo- 
eucr Synopes could do'vmto thems,>forthar the 'niphe 
was verie darke. The firſtthatpaſſed over was the Sol-

thattheir Armie paſled inpart; the Prince'of Thani 
wasof opinio6 to aflalttheenemieswithin their camp, 
and was verie ſtiffe inthis reſolution, burthe old 'Cap- 
taines were notof: this opinion , butrather to ſtreng- 
then Synopes with men 'and engines',' tothe intent to 
endamage them therewith; &trhar-rhree-ſcorethou- 
ſand men were not to be forced within theirtrenches. 
So all was deferred: they were yet of opinion, that if 
noiſe were heard, and that they paſſed ouer,to attempt

Ar ſuch 
time as hee ſent the Prince of Thanais againſt the 
Soldan, he doubted nothing bur the head and the bel. 
lic becauſe the Prince of Thanai was a yong Prince: 
and for victuals,he had but badprouiſton of them: for 
he was wont atſuch time as he was to begin any war, 
for to make a great colleQion of victuals the yeare be. 
fore , the which was not done now, attributing this 
vicoric vnto his goodfortune, which wouldnot turne 
her backe vpon him, andnot vnto his wiſdome.

himſelfe did bangs bowe about his necke , ſaying a- 
loud, that they which fromtheir birth were called vn- 
to ſoucraignties, ſhould bee vied both vnto cold.

and not brought vp delicately andealily, reprehending 
them which had the bringing of him vp, demandin 
ofthem, ifthey meant romake a woman ofhim?

4deralefan 
ſelf in token of ioy,made feafts 1 5.dayes,with all kinds $,0,9% 
ofmagnificent turneys:this he did for toſhew his agili- Perbie- + 
ty vnto this people,tothe end,thatas he excelled al his 
court in vertueg,that they ſhould alſo iudge him wor- 
thy to gouernethe aboue all other men. After he con- 
tinued there a moneth , and hauing viſited all the ſea- 
townes neare vntoQuizza;,huntingallkinds of chaſes, | 
neglectingnothing notwithſtanding which belonged 7470i#" - 
to his charge, ſaying often,that the recreations hee did merebie ſaying 
take, ED for to calc him in the pains ofhis pub- #** 
publike affairs wherunto God had called him.

Now 
Peince vary 1 Rauc forgotten totell, you howe the Emperour ſent 
ſent ints Chine Prince Axells in his name from Qu#zze into China, & 
ferteefablſh his imperiall Maicſtic didnot depart out of the Pro- 
<pree tr uincebeforche returned: hee went thither with great 
diligence for to eſtabliſh peacethere,and faithfully for 
to report vnto the Prince Odmar his cariage of him- 
ſelfe with the king of China, and for to temper all 
things there. Alſofor thatthe Emperour , who loued 
his ſeruants,defired toſce Oamar.This was a thing ve- 
ric acceptable vnto Prince CLxala:for he was greatly 
honoured in thoſe countries,and he was alſo verie de- 
| firousto ſheweby all offices his affeion ar kis 
 4yreetvere being with Prince Odmer., The Emperour hauing a 
tac in Prices, yertye the which is ſeldom to be found amongſt great 
Princes:tor hekept his ſeruants in great loue and vnion 
rogether , giuing them often warning to loue one wa 
ther, 
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other, to beare good will cach vnto other ,and{ faich 
; and: obedience vnto him , two flowers. which raiſed 
him vp vnto his greatneſſe. There was alſo another oc- 
calion,which was, thatthe Chinois would not by anie 
meanes ſweare obedience vnto Odmar,as repreſenting 
the Emperours perſon , by reaſon. of certaine com- 
plaints he made againſt them. The Emperour -whodid 
temper all things with his mildneſle,did honor Axelis 
with this charge and commandement, for to end all 
theſe particular matters. _Lxalls found Prince Oamar 
on theentranceof the borders, who receiued him 
with all the magnificence that might be : and hauing 
honored and feaſted him the ſpace of three dayes with 
all the royaltie that mightbe,after he had imparted vn- 
tohimrhe affaires of the Emperour his Lord and ma- 
ſter,he ſer forward towards him with all diligence, and 
Prince Axs//a went forward towards Peguin, wherehe 
was recciued oftheGouernour with all poſſible honor. 
And hauing aflembled all the Emperours forces , hee 
ſet forward towards the borders of China , tohauean 
enteruiew at Pochio , where the meeting place was a- 
ou vp6. He paſſed byQsentox:there did he view this 
Ong citie , which he had won againſt the hope euen 
of his mzifter,who ſuppoſed the ſame was able toreſiſt 
him ſix moneths,he hauing taken it in three:ſo as cuery 
one for his valour cametoreuerence him, honoring & 
magnifying him , deſiring his gouernment, becauſe he 
was milde, curteous , and ofeafie acceſle tothem that 
hadbuſineſſewith him.To be ſhort,the Emperor who 
knew with wiſdom and readineſſe how to order his af- 
faires,could nor reforme them butby the changing of 
Odmar,who in truth was ſeuere and graue: but Axa/is 
being milde 8curreous, _—_ again cuery one vnto 
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the Einperours obedicnce: ſo Prince Axa/ia went for- 
ward viito Pech/o,whither the king came alfo'romeete 
with him; &he entred full ittic leagues intothe coun+ 
trienewlic conquered. It teemed vntonum athing too 
much derozating fromthe greatnelic ofthe Emperor, 
the maicſtie.of whoſe perſon hee repreſented. if hee 
went any further to {ce this barbarous king,being more 
fitthat he ſhould come forward into the countrie con-+ 
quered latelic from him by Oamar , after hee had ob- 
| tained the vicorie, then to go into his countries al- 
uy meeting of 291g?! he had ſl ubiected them vnto the Emperour, && 
| Prince 4x«ls did pay a veric great tribute.Sothe king of China arri- 
| wibthekng yedwithin a league of Pochio with all his Court : hee 
dn * ſerforwardvntoa plaine, where heandPrince Axalls 
| did'ſce each other,vho was much better accompani- 
ed,from whom the king did as much difter as from the 
Emperors owne perſon. They met three ſeveral} times 
rogether:the king deſired tobe admitted intoa Citie, 
which the Emperor had granted vatohim-byche trea- 
tie. Prince Odmar declared that it wasof great impor- 
| rance, therefore Prince Axa//s was by the Emperor ap- 
| pointed for to be indge ofthis controuerſie. Inthe end 
| © theyrequiredanorier further withinthecountrie ,the 
| which the king accepted: ſohe was put intopoſſeflion 
| of that city,the {ituatiowherofwas very pleaſant, being 
| compaſled about witha lake. Axe{l/ahauing diſcouered 
_ thatthis barbarous king didearneſtly deſire it onlytor 
his pleaſure;andnot focanyother euillinrent; the cit 
which hee delivered being ſeated vpon ariver further 
within his countrie,andthatother within our countrie 
compaſled about with our fortrefles:but04mray didnot 
allow of that,and {yppoſedit to be foran evillpurpole, 
| as for tocontriue ſome new practiſes, Qdwat being ad 
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olde man, whoknew the kings vnfaithfulnes,although 
hehad made him know it well enough voto; his ſmart, 
hauing(asI haue ſaid)won twenty or thirtie Cities fr 
him, and aboue four-ſcoreleagues of countrie, at ſuch 
time as hee obtained the laſt battaile, duringthe time 
that the Emperour was in his laſt voyage ag-inſt the 
Pertians. So the enteruiewe continued'yet betweene 
Prince Ax2//aand the king of China on the plaine,a 
tent being pitched, whither Prince 4xa//a did come 
vato him,vhom he continually honoured as much as 
the Emperours owne perſon , where after-they ,had 
long time treated by interpreters, itwas in the enda- 
reed that the king of Clunathould enter againe into 
Qutnarci,not ufteringhim to putanie Garnfon into 
.it,nor to fortifie.che ſame:buteuen as a priſoner & ſub- 
ict vnto the Emperour,he ſhould enioy it,& itthould 
be his owne,, inioying all the reucnuethereof, neither 
ſhouldhecarrie any kinglyenſfignes , without the ex-

tred into the Emperours countries,the which heemuſt 
paſſe for to go thither. Now the Citie was ſituated in 
the middeſt of averic great lake,in the which were ma- 
_ nie1lands, wherin there were an infinire-number of 
houſes of pleaſure , and it had bene alwaiesa very, de- 
licate place,where the kings of China were wontto re- 
create theEſelues in al kinds of pleaſures that were there 
tobe found: in ſo much as this batbarous king didnort 
reſpet rhe conditions propounded vnto him, fo as he 
. might make his abode there, as it were in an Her- 
mitage, Hauing lelt voto his panes the goucrue- 
2 —_ 
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ment of his whole kingdome, through the diſpleaſure 
he had ofhis bondage whereunto he was-brought; a 
courage certainly magnanimous,and worthie anation 
made ciuill wich the beſt learning , and vaworthy the 
name of a Barbarian wherewith wee called him. So 
Prince Axalla haning viſited all the cities newly con- 
quered, and deliuered vp by the king of China, having 
brought all things into apeaceable eſtate , he ſent vn- 
tothe Emperour to beſcech that itwould pleaſe him to 
rant vnto his returne, and alſo for to vnderſtand , if 
Tamerlas bs he allowed of all things which he had done. The Em- 
cftonein pli- yeror who vied this cuſtome , often to change the Go- 
heir» uernersofhis Prouinces, would gladlic hauerergined 
winces, Prince Odmar neare vntohis perſon , and put another 
into his place,ſceing him olde,andalſo forthathe was 
not liked of the ſouldiers:and people, by meanes of his 
age and frowardnefle, the which the Emperour per- 
cciuing , did purpoſe forto bring him neare vnto his 
erſon;andfor toſend in his place the great Chamber- 
faine, who was young,and would bee more acceptable 
the he , and more able toſuſtaine all thinges , as well 
in reſpe& of the vntemperateneſle ofthe aire, as alſo” 
for the painesof warres; determining that ifa veriene- 
ceſfary occaſion did not happen,to hauc him neare his 
perſon,for toſerue him with counſell, and tocaſe him 
mrthe gouernment of his eſtate. So Axa//awas called 
backe againe , being commaunded to come vntothe 
Emperour , who wasat Cambale, where hee ſtayed his 
returne ;andtoſufferin ſtaying the great Chamber- 
Hine rocomethither . The Prince of Vavgnefu, who 
© had of long time verie faithfully ſerued the Empe- 
rour, and 'whoſe faithfulneſſe was moſt eſpeciallic 
' acknowledged in ali his warres hee had conducted, 


where- 
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wherewith both himſelfe and a brotherof his had fer 
ued veric well. Notwithſtanding it was not conuenient 
co leaue him for to command abſolutely,as wel forthar 
oftentimes: honours:doe- change the affeftion pon 
occaſion, as alſo becauſe theParthians do verie vawil- 
linglie = ſtrangers . The Emperourhad alſo a deſire 
to honout him with another gouernment , where hee 
ſhould doc ham herter fcruice then there: tor:the Em- 
rourhadrthis cuſtome, romakea'note of thoſe that r.,,.. t; 
were fitro doc himſeruice ,and hee remembred ſuch, w«r:ly c»/om 
ro imploy them in the gouernment of his eſtate,whe- 
_ ther itwere in.peace or warre, without being impor- 

tuned with demanding, there being no man'in his 

courtſo bold as to demaund anic eſtates orhonours of 

him:for money and goods it was permirred, bur nor 

for anic other thing, eſteeming that they which doe 

ambirioulliefccke for gouernments and charges, do it 

notto vie them well, neither for the Princes orpeoples 

profire, Hehad alſo this Maxime ,that hee did change 

them and they for all that did not thinke themſclues 

any thing _ , thinking irverily the deſtraction 

of aneſtate , how flouriſhing ſocuer itbe , to deliver 

countriesand places ynto Gouerners as. heritapes: for 

inthe endtheyvſurpethem as their owne; andthe e- 

ſtare how great and mightie ſouer it be (being knit to- 

gether) comming to be ſeuered in peeces,isattheend 

of his power and authoritie ,andbecommethnothing, 
Aridalwayes forthe moſt parthe did imploy them frs 
alefſe vnroa greater charge of countrie: ſomerimes 
he called them neare vnto his perſon,to leadehis Ar- 
mies, the which was the marr tongs = 

ire : and' were roughour all hi

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ſcene two of them alone, after that foure, then ſe- 
ue,as at this preſent;they are come vato this number 
eucn as the Empire increaſed ynto hisgreatneſſe:none 
of the otherhauing inriſdiftion'of all the Empire bur 
they,and vpon whom as on ſcuen pillers, thePrinces 
perſon doth relic his greateſt affaires ; of the which 
they donot ſpeake bur in the preſence ofthe Prince , 8& 
as hepropoundeth the matters , for to haue theirad- 
uiſe therein, whether it be of peace orwarre, Nowto 
return vnto the Prince,vho was at Cambalu, accompa- 
nied with Odmar and AHxa/a, Odmar an olde man per- 
ſwading the Emperor vnto peace, and 4xel/s who was 
warlike, an enemie vnto reſt, and deſirous of glorie, - 
did prouoke him vnto warre. Butthe-Princes borders 
were ſtretched our fo farre from the Court, that he 
couldnot ſet downe any plot forthart matter : fo as 
ſecing the countrie of Q#inzey a countrie of quier, he 
tudged this eſtate to be fit for Odwar ,who was alrea- 
dy olde, and-allyed vnto the Emperour , who would 
bee fitter then hee to gouerne this countrie, as alſo 
this reuerent olde agewhich was in him , would bee 
veric conuenient for to traine vp the youth of the 
young Prince, who was brought vp inehis place, and 
that " was none fitter then he: butthe means how 
roſetthis forward was athing he durſt not vndertake, 
becauſe he would not be noted to hauc any other pur- 
poſe then that which'proceeded from the will of his 
maiſter, Now it fell out that after a certaine time the 
Emperour receiued newes that the ancient diſcipline

Nowe this Armie was the life of thee- 
arr = the = world, andthatwhich 
maintained in obedicnce fo countries conque- 
xcd withthe ſword,” The E oped adu 
hereof bythe Capraines , was troubled: for to gothi- 
thither in perſon , alwayes toremaine there , his plea- 
ſureand reſtwhich he promiſed vnto himſelf did with- 
holdc-him; fo as haumg ſecretly ſent for Odmariand 
Axalls about theſe affaires', and roknow whether it 
were neceſlarie he ſhould gothither : TLxe/epreſent- 
lic perſwaded him vnto, this voyage , and to leaue Oa- 
mer therein his countries where hee was, whoſe wil- 
dome would prouide- for-all;\Bur'/the' Prince who 
didalreadic-percciae'the ſweetnefſe that was in Ci-

acbs found good hunting : he greatly loued he 
theſe honeſt exerciſes ,thewhichkeprhi 
m breath,thathe Gathinnckadorde 
ſtraunge vnto him: bur Laila drew ardchefl- 
rour as much as he could-vnto. Samurcand , where 
ce arrived at-theendof Sommer, where'he forndthe 
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Empreſſe, who hada verie faire fonne readie for circd- 
ciGen, for the which were made an.infinite number of 
magnificences. Inthe meane time 1x «lie diſpatched 
his affaires, andthecſtarcof hisarmic: fortheEmpe-: 
rour: had in the middeſt of his greateſt pleafures,cer- 
tainc houres for the affaires of his eſtate, the which he 
neueromitted. All marters thus diſpatched, Prince 4x- 
«lx bauing taken his leaue! of the Imperiall Maieſtie, 
heſerforward;,& had with hinrſame twenie thouſwid 
horſe, allche flouriſhing yourh ofthe Conrraccopany- 
- inghim. The Emperor deſiring they ſhould be trayned 
 vpinthepainesof wars ratherthen inthe delicacies of 
2 Court: forthe Prince did aduance vatocharges:thoſe 
which were in hisarmie , and not ſuchasremainedin 
his Court, excepr'they were by his exprefſe commaun-= 

_ dementneare abouthis owne perſon. - The Empetour 

whileſt theſe marters paſſed thus, receinednewesfrom = 
the Prince of Thanaw,appointed Gouemorouer' Siris 
and Egyptywho fenthinrword;tharaltchings:inithoſe 
| parts werevery quiet,athing which broughr greatcon- 
teritment-vnto the Prince, who hadhis minde wholly 
bent vnto peace, buſying himſelfe in building of his cx-

Semeree" his Tommbe; and for his ſuccefſors;thewhichhe-cauſed 
the Temple of tbe hamed the Temple of Sa/omon. And thete did he 
Seem. hangvpallthe Trophes which he hadconqueted from 
. ...: . his enemics: he cauſed alſothereintobegravenallthe 
Tenclenbis  battels be had fought', together wirh-the diverficic of 
©1,,5: 5%" Nations he hadouercome; andthe countries'hee had 
ward; Ged, conquered. To the end he might(he'faid)fhew vnto his 
cat God., how greatly he did acknowledge his-bene- 
& goodneſle, And becauſe he ha&many agg

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ofall kindes of artes and occupations, whom-he had 
bronght-from all partes where they had -giuen them 
vnto him: his pleaſure was they ſhould haue a Temple 
built for to pray inthe ſame , the which, hee.called the 
Teple of Ieſus. This had Axa{aobtained of the Prince, 
who led according vnto this law,and many others al- 
ſo, of whom our armie was compounded, the Emperor 
ſcruing himſelfe with them indifferently, hauing ſuffe- 
red thoroughout all his kingdomes the honour and]re- 
uerence of IeſusChriſt, euen within the armieir ſelfe, 
and the ſacrifices of the Chriſtjans were offered , the 
Chriſtians being his beſtſouldiers , and the chicfeſt in 
his Court:fo had healſo many countries vnder his obe- 
diencethe which were allwholly Chriſtians, whoſe ſer- 
uice he viedin his warres, who would notbe forcednor 

- helde for other then ſuch as were of his religion, in as 
much as they worſhipped one onely God , and not al- 
lowing (no more then he) thepluralitic of Gods, the 
which aboucall otherthings he had in deteſtation and 
horror, driuin ug and deſtroying the Idolaters , de- 
claring them ſlaues in-all the countries of his obedi- 
ence. Andas this Emperor was religious; he would of- 

ten heare holy men ,as well of his owne religion, as of 
the Chriſtians, whoſe auſteritie hewondred at, being 
withoutoſtentation as that of Gaines was,and of others. 
fayning holineſſe for to get honour and praiſe amongſt

glorying that neyer. ante. had refuſed that which hee 
offered, ynto them. Nowe let vs returne againe vnto 
Axaliz,who.as toon as he was come vnto the artuic, 
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— cauſed the old laws tobe publiſhed, the which theEm- 
peror did obſerue when he did firſtbegin his wars, the 
which had beene cancelled, and left in all the orders of 
warfare,many ſtrange faſhions being mingled therein, 
which did caufe the decay of the militarie diſcipline, 
Prince Axel aſſembled the Capraines ofthe armie, 
- declaring vnto the, the diſorders which were amongſt 
their companies, for the which he didnor blame them, 
bur the heads which had commaunded them theſe two 
or three yeares: bur hee defired them, together with 
himſelfe to take the paines for to reduce all things into 
the firſt forme of the Parthian diſcipline; that he would 
not giue vntothem any new thing, buthe was only de- 
y ſirous indeede for to cauſe the auncient diſcipline tobe 
The Pethien obſerued. The which was, firfttoencampecuery where; 
ep",  toentrench the campe , commanding that the fouldier 
who was become daintie inthe garriſons, ſhouldaccu- 
ſtome himſelfe againe from hence forward vnto the 
paines of the field, ſtretigthening himſelfe by trauelling 
with thoſe which were appointed onely for the fortify- 
ingof the campe, the number of whom was alwayes 
fiue and tiventiethouſandinthe Imperiall Armie, That 
he would haue the firſt number wherein there was anic 
The order of commandement amongſt the footmen, ſhould be ren,, 
flendieg cps next an hundred, then a thouſand, and afterwards ten 
 thouſand,cuer whom one ſhould commaund aloneyn- 
derneath the Colonell generall:amongſtthe horſemen 
an hundred,next athouſand,then ten thouſand,and af- 
cer thatthe generall of the armic ſhould commaund o- 
ucr all. He cauſed particular viewes tobe made , tor to 
ſettle this order. He hadthreefcore thouſand footmen 
within his armie, ouer whom commaunded ſ{ixe Colo- 
nels vnder the Colonell generall , there were —_ 
orſe 
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horſe vnder foure heades,whereoftherewere tenthou- 
ſandlight horſemen, He had his particular gards belide 
theſe , which did amount vnto 2000 horſe, and 4000 
footmen, theſe encampedabout the generals perſon. 
Behold the eſtate which the Emperour commaun- 
dedtobe obſerued within the Army; the whichoonely 
they called Imperiall,the others not hauingrhatname: 
for there is in Siria an army ofthre-ſcore thouſand me, 
twenty thouſand horſemen,and forty thouſand foorme, 
as many in China:as many towards Cambaimcas many to- 
wards Moſcoute:as many towards Cherronezebutnotin 
the field,except then when neede required. But this ar- 
my thus ordered was a ſound body,the which was fitto 
ſtrengthen the other bodies of his armies (the which 
wereweake andill ordered)vpon the firſtneed. Prince 
Axalls travelled alſo to ſearch out the inuentions which, 
the Chriftians had , and this cauſed heto be performed 
by meanes ofthe /ewes,who did traficke into all partes: 
and he ſpared nocoſtfor to get all ſorts of inuentions 
andengines,the which might ſerue inthe art milicarie, 
wherein was all his ſtudy, for toexcell inthe ſame .So 
as he obtained the inuention of artillerie,the which was The imention 
new amongſt the Chriſtians, andit was iy ahogi CR 
him by a Greeke,,who had ferued him euer ſince the clrifimns 
death of Prince Androntcus . The ſame did greatly a- 
ſtoniſh euery one; to behold the violence of the pow- 
der: that cauſed them alfoto ſtudy the more thereon, 
for to get the full perfeCtion thereof ,wherein the Em- 
petour did ſpend greatly, in cauſing ſome of them to 
be made,afterhehad gotten people which had skill to 
make them, as alſotor to get ſome. of them alrea 
made. For we had alwayes. indeede this inuenti- 
on, to thruſt forward a bullet by. a viokeat motion, 
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but with this powder it was a thing wonderfull , and 
of great aſt9niſhment'. The Emperour would haue the 
praylſe of this inuention to be giuen vnto Prince Axali, 
the which he cauſed to bewritten within the hiſtoric of 
his raigne for an eternall memory,amongſt the ſeruices 
he had done him for the increaſe ofhis Empire; cuen 
as alſohe had acknowledged them in earneſt, hauing 
tuenvnto him more then a myllion of revenues , be- 
Tides his ordinarie penſions , the which did amount 
vnto as much . Oadmar had not much lefle , and alſo 
the Prince of Thenais had a great eſtate . I haue left 
vnſpoken of an infinite number of other acknowledge- 
ments of ſeruices,the which he beſtowed vpS them that 
ſerued him well : forthe meaneſt ſouldier mighthope 
for the greateſt honours of the Empire : for the firſt 
notable ſeruice of the ſoldierwas remembred, forto 
encourage him to do the better, ſo as the reward for the 
good , andpuniſhment for the wicked , were diſtribu- 
ted according vnto their deſertes . That ſame held this 
great Empire linked together, in ſuch ſort , as it could 
not diſſeuer what onſet ſocuer he had, how great ſoe- 
uer the ſame were ſoas by that order, as ſoone as any 
warre was begun, it was as ſoone ended. And forhis 
new conqueſts they did order the ſame ſo well forhim, 
that reuoltes did ſeldome happen in the ſamezand if any 
did chance , they were well puniſhed, and bur of ſmall 
waight. Thus oureſtate was in his force, & athis period, 
& very bardlycould be greater . Our Prince waxcdold, 
& became heauy,his ſonnes grew to be great, & mEbe- 
gan to worſhip the ſonnerifing, Burthe Emperour did 
beare ſuch loue vnto them , that there was nothing did 
vexc him,nor any iealoufte,bur the feare he had that af- 
ter his death thev ſhould net haue ſomuch valor &wilſ- 
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dom,as to preſerue his cſtate rogether, fearing dinifios, 
often lamtting that he had not athird ſon for to agree 
them both whe as they ſhould be arſtrife,as itis a thing 
which dothoften happen; and he was therein a Pro- 
pot : for this great Mouarchie through deuifion of the 
| brethren was ouerthrown and diſperſedafter his death , 

as we (hallſec intheir hiſtorie, Now to returne vnto the 
affaires tharpaſſed there , Prince Axalls, who was defi- 
rousto be doing , being returned from Bab/en,whither 
hee went vpon ſome reuolt, gauethe Emperour to yn- 
derſtand that the Ortamars | ks knowledge of the 
death of the Emperour Baiezet within the priſon. at 
Samarcand, had choſen his ſecond ſonne called Cale- 
pin, and-that they gathered,together', a great Armie 
for to conquer all Nato/iaagaine , Andthati the Empe- 
rour 'who was troubled 'much with the inward warre 
againſt his bretheren in Greece, harkene dnot afterthe 
affaires of Aſie . That this was of great importance 
for his greatneſſe . That euen within Per/is Democa- 
res had gathered forces together, and came towardes 
him . That he thought good to giue his Maieſtievn- 
derſtanding oftheſe newes, tothe ende it would pleaſe 
him to aduile himſelfe therein ; that he was moſtready 
to receiue his commandements, and that he would ſer 
forward after hee had received the ſame; that hee did 
aſſure him,his army was wel diſpoſed to do him feruicez 
that it was much better to go &meete the, &to fortifie 
his borders,the for to ſtay for the warres in Perſia,where 
their minds werenot as yet ſufficiently confirmed in his 
friend{hipzthat Lichibanes who was gouernour in Nato- 
lia, had retired his forces vpo this rumour out of Bur/ia, 
the which he had vnmireled and deſtroyed, not hauing 
ſuthiciEr forces for tokeepe it, and 4 retiredthElelues 
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vntothe mountaines looking for the forces he hoped 
to receiue from his Majeſty, ſeeing there was no city of 
importance in the champion country. Theſe newes be- 
ing come vnto the Emperour,he aſſembled rogether his 
counſell, where theſe affaires were conſuled of , where- 
upon it was in the end reſolued,thatPrince 4xa{s ſhold 


ſetforward with the Imperiall Army direQly towards 


| Natoliafor to ioyne with Lichibanes; that the Emperor 


ſhould ſend O dwar with the forces of Quinzaiand Cam- 
bats towardes the frontiers of the CMaſcoutte,Zeriſanes 
with twentic thouſand horfe, the whichſhouldbe ſent 
vnto the Moſconit and his allies, for to require of him 
the forces he oweth vnto theEmperour by his ſubmiſſ- 
on, the which was ten thouſand horſe; that the Prince 
of Thaxais ſhould alſo ſer forward with as many as hee 
could raiſe, with his horſmen; vnto the gouernour of 
Babilon alſo to raiſe euen to the number of twentie 
thouſand horſe, and fiftie thouſand footmen; acom- 
mandementinto Perſia to leauie men euery where: And 
to this ende there was a commandement ſent from the 
Emperor vnrto all the Cities of his kingdomes,and C6- 
miflioners wer appointed for to make choiſe of the me, 
fome for wars, the other for the workes, Victuals were 
commanded mm all rhe Emperours countries for fetting 
forward of the Armie. The great governour of Pay- 


this Zamaz was diſpatched vnto Deriſtan , to be there 


forto recciucall the troupes, and commandement was 
given vntorhe Cominiſhoners for viAtuals and muni- 
tions to convey them thither. It was publiſhed ouer all 
thatthe Emperour went thither in proper perſon,for to 
puniſh once againe this proude race of the Ortomans.In 
the mcane time <Lralls marched direfly towardes 
the borders , and he went like a ball of fnow, his Armie 


alwayes 
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alwayes increaſing ,being glad of ſo good occaſion, 
The Emperour hauing ſent vntothim his reſolution, 
with a commandement alfo to take and leane all thar 
ſhould be neceſlarie for the maintenance of bis Army, 
in all the places of the Emperours revenues . Axals 
marched with diligence, being deſirous to come vnto 
the borders,and to 1oyne with the forces thar ſtayed for 
him, for. to. fight with and expulſe the enemy, before 
rhe Emperour ſhould come vnto him, whereof he had 
an expreſſe commandement, the Emperour for this 
occaſion marching ſlowly, in ſuch maner as he greatly 
deſired to execute the ſame by Prince Axells,this iour- 
ney bcing troubleſome vnto him,by reaſon ofhis indif- 
poſition . VVhere tothe end nothing ſhold be wanting 
vato him, he ſent a commandement vnto the Prince of 
Thanzis to go and meete with Prince Axa//a, as ſoone 
as he hadetled his | Algae . He cauſed alſo two or 
three thouſand horſe to.go oneafter another, whocame 
vato him with diligence. Paſſing alſo by Tawris,he dr 
fromthence fiue thouſand horſemen, and ten thouſand? 
footmen of ordinary garriſon, ouer whom commanded 
aLordcalled Alres, greatiy aftetioned. vnto the Em- 
pcrors ſeruice , and FRG of Prince Axa/ls, Arri- 
uing alſo in Armenia hee dreiv out of the garriſons as _ 
many as amounted vnto twenty thouſand horſe, ſo as his 
army was very ncare 80900 hor{men, and 160000 foot- 
me: theEmperor making accountto be accopanied alfo 
with as many forces from Parthia,, as allo trom/the 
Moſconite. Now the Emperour could notcome be-,, ,_ 
fore it was neare ſixe moneths, and flowly as I haue ſayd wared/ichy, 
marched his owne perſon,not being welar eaſe, hauing 
complanied theſe 3. monerthsof a paine in his reines, in 


ſo much as ſome doubted greatly leſt this fickneſlewold

bring ſome other accident; for he decayed greatly , and 
did cate nothing,notwithſtanding this was only knowen | 
amongſt his familiars , who greatly fearedthe incon- 
uenience that happened . Notwithſtanding ſome re- 
Afretoziews, Port,thatan Aſtrologian did ſay,that heſhould giue a_ 
3:9 6. 60g all te Eait, and that he ſhould be vicori- 
ous; another did aduertiſe him,to take heed of the third 
day of the Moone, of theninth moneth of the yeare 
wherein he now was ; ſo as the Emperour did thinke he 
ſhould dye in ſome battell and not in his bed. For he of- 
ten ſayd amongſt his men,that he did acknowledge him 
| ſelfe robe mortall, and that he was ſubieR vnto the law 
ofnature;that he did often thinke of paying his tribute. 
Now he looked for Odmay,who ſhould bring the Prince 
his eldeſt ſonne vnto him , prouiding wiſely for his af- 
faires before he would march any further, taining tobe 
deſirous to carrie him with him, and to teach him to 
know his ſubiees, and the meanes to ſerue him ſelfe 
with them ifany ill fortune happened vnto him . But I 
beleeue the Emperour was deſirous for toſee him be- 
fore he departed, derermining to leaue him at Samay- 
cand with Odmar and the Emipreſlſe his mother ; & what 
ſoeuer his deſtinie appointed for him,he determined to 
paſle ouer Boſphorws vnto Conſtantinople, and enter into 
Greece to roote out for ever the Empire of the Orro- 
24ns; andthat he muſt once againe do this violence for 
ro aſſure his eſtate, and ſettle the foundation of his glo- 
ry. Now during the time that the Emperour ſtayed the 
comming of the Prince his ſonne , who by reaſon of bis 
young age came ſlowly with Prince Odmar, Prince A- 
T.amerlan bi, xalla whoſe deſire of reputation and glory did waken 
ſecerd iowney him an hundred times in anight,went in great diligEce, 
we and ſowell,that he came vnto 7 #&rcomanze , wherethe 
Georgian 
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Georgiantroupes which the Emperour did there inter- 
taine came vnto him , and he drew outofthem full fif 
reene thouſand men, very gallant and well trained inthe 
warres. Atthe lengthhearriued atGargs, whither the 
Gouernour of the Pcouince did come vnto him for to 
receiue the Emperours commandements. Being come 
thither , he would not enterpriſe any thing before the 
Prince of Thanais were come ,, who made great haſt; he 
brought but 1 5000,horſe & 35000. footmen with him, 


As ſoone as he was come, he made him partaker of the 


Emperors comandemets,& imparted vato him the ho- 
nor of leading the auarguard of the Imperiall armic,and 
vnto the gouernour of the countrey the arier-gnard:for 
he was a man of great authoritie, and had bin hog time 
honored of the Emperour the end ofhis gouernement 
was limited on the one fide with Perſia 26 on the other 
with Syri#., Now the moſt part of the countreis which 
the Emperor had coquered in Natolia, he had deliuered 
them vnto the obedience of the Grecian Prince, who 
ſhould pay a certaine yearely tribute for the ſame vnto 
che Emperour,the which amounted vnto foure hundred 
thouſand ducats of gold , and eight hundred thouſand 
frankes of filuer. Ax//4fentvnto the Emperor of Greece 
to giue him vnderſtiding thathe was come vnto Garg, 
in  - which place he gathered together his forces, and 


that the Emperouir his Lord had ſenthim to prepare his. 


army there, and that hisowne perſon did march thither 
in his old age , forto performe the ſame good office vn- 
to him the which he had done vntothe late Emperour 


his father ; that he deſired him to pacifie the inward 


quarrels , for to remedie the cuils abroad , the which in- 
creaſed; andrhat he would in the end put his eſtate into

of good will of the Emperorspart, infomuch as preſent- 
Iy it was negotiated totreat ſome argreement between 
the brethren , atthe leaſt a truce, bur peruailed nothing; 
for they wouldnot truſt their elder brother . Vpon the 
Embaſladours returne, we learned where Calepin was 
and his army, and of what quantity it was . After he had 
made a generall reuiew, andcauſed a muſter to be had 
of all the ſouldiers , hee marched directly towards the 
enemie who was in Caramania. Calepin was greatly 
aſtoniſhed to ſee the diligence this Armie had made, 
the which he had cauſed tobe viewed by his ſpies; hee. 

did thinke ithad bene but of ten or twelue thouſand 
men onely: but when he knew how great an Armieit 
was, he entred imto agreat feare, inſomuch as hauing 
commitred the whole charge ofthis Army vnto a Baſis, 
he retired towards the ſea; hee remaining onely of the 
ſtocke of the Ottomans , they thought it not good hee 
Hould hazard his perſon vnto the event of the battell, 
although his Armie were great , Butthe Perſians _

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the Mamelues had the principal forces, which made 
him doubt leatt any diſgrace happening vnto him, they 
ſhould make their agreement vnto his domage, the 
which was not ill aduiſed, He had alſo intelligence from 
Perſiathat the Emperour marched forward, for to affiſt 
hjs forces with another great Armie, inſomuchas hee 
repented thathe had ſtirred theſſeeping dogge. 'The 
Greeke on the other fide centred intoa greatſufpition, 
ofthe great preperation the which was' made in cuery 
place , not thinking that it was onely for Calepin : but i'] 8

conqueſtes beyond Conſtantinople; that he did perceiue i 

it was neceſlary for him to the aſſuring of his eſtate, 

to ioyne banks together; that hee had eſpecially 
heretofore very litle fauoured the gouernour the which 
the Emperour had left, after the death of the Grecke 

Emperour his father . Alſo hee had not defired the 

Parthian Emperour to vndertake this voyage, and 

much leſle had made anie countenance to fauour 

him , for feare of breaking with"Ca/epiw, with whom 
hee had made a certaine agreement, ſo fainthearred 
was hee . ' Allthefemattersputhim ina great doubr, 
and made him to thinkevpon joyning himſelte with 

Calepin in good ecameſt, for torefiſt our forces if hee 

might. All theſe cogitations were good, but it was very 

| late toaduiſe thereofnow, matters being very doubtfull 
 inreſpeRofCulepin,who was of the ſame mind,ifhe had 
had the leaſure: but all remained now vpon the hazard 
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ofa battell, the which he was conſtrained to aduenture, 
ſeeing that delay did bring more hurt then profic. Alſo 
the forces which he did hazard, were moſt of them Pey- 

ſians and Mamelues, baniſhed men and tugitiues,who had 
taken the contrary part againſt the Emperour. I hold .o- 
pinionthat the Baſ/a had fifteen thouſand Perſzan horle-

melyes. The Baſiahadfiuve and twentie thouſand horle, 

& thirty thouſand tootmen,Ca/epim hauing brought ſixe 
thouſandof them with him for his guard, fo as the Baſia 

who was a great Caprtaine, did aſſure himſelfe to ouer- 

. come our men, who he ſayd were compounded of peo- 

\ ple nothing afteted vnto the Parthian name(but he was 
'greatly deceiued .) This ſame was the Baſſa who was ta» 

ken the day before the battell, wherein Baiazer was ta- 

ken, vato whom the Emperour did giue a horſe: he ſayd 

that he was aſſured that heknew our maner of fight,and 

had noted well the fault Barazet had committed in the 

batrell the which he had loſt, the which did bring them 

more hurt by reaſon of the ſayd Emperours preſence, 

being a Captiue, then for any other loſle, the ſame ha- 

uing bene much more bloudie on our fide : and he fayd 

true . And this was the occaſion wherefore he would 

not haue Calepin commit Bazazet his fault ; behold the 

reaſons of the Ortomans , Prince Axalla as I haue fayd, 

had 
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had made a generall muſter,hee had found to be in the 
Imperiall Armican hundred thouſand footmen , and 
foure-ſcore thouſand horſemen , there were of them 
threeſcore thouſand moſt braue and reſolute men, of 
the Princes trayned men andall of them old ſouldiers, 
there were foure ſcore thouſand very good men who 
where commanded by Siwopes, deſirous of honour and 
glory . As foone as the enemic had turned his face 
towards vs, and that Prince Axal/a had asked the aduiſe 
of the Princes and Captaines of the Army,he marched 
ſtraight towards him vnto Goualache, the which was yer 
thirtic leagues from vs; who marched in {mall jour- 
neyes , neuergoingfarre from the ſea fide, in reſpect of 
victuals, whereof they receiued-with eaſe good quan- 
titie, ſo as all thinges abounded within their Army, 
but we had ſome want thereof. Now inthe ene Prince 
Axalls commanded a Parthian Captaine called Stucan, 
who did leadethe light horſemen of the Army , tohaue 
aneye that the enemies did notfurpirſe the Army, and 

that weſhould not faile but haue word thereof as ſoone 
as they drue neare vnto vs, 'Now he was a very wittic 
and vigilant Captaine and 'a man of enterpriſe, info- 

muchas hauing aſouldier of the countrie with him vn- 
to the place where their Armie was lodged, know- 
ing the language, hee thought with himſelfe thar 
inan Armie of ſundrie nations he might intermin- 
gle himſelfe as it did march, and performe ſome braue 
pecce of ſeruice : the which he having imparted vn- 
to Prince CAxalls , hee allowed well of the enterpriſe, 
and thought that it might bee performed. So Stwucar 
aduaunced forward with three thouſand horſe within 
ten leagues of the Armie, andarriuedat Xegain, where 
hee found a part of the Orromans Armie aduaunced, 
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and hauing gotten vnderſtanding by ſome priſoners, 
thatthe enemies marched towards the forefront of the 
Army, having viewed their Campe, he determined to 
enter into the ſame by the meanes of this ſouldier,who 
vngerſtood the language , tayning that hee came from 
ſome ſeruice, whither he had bene ſent for to be a guide 
vnto two thouſand Perſian horſe , who returned from 
thence , and that at this very time he would mingle 
himſelte and ſurpriſe them vnawares , the which fell 
Aſtretageme. Out : for having, aduanced two hundred horſe with 
theſe ſouldiers', they mingled themſelues within the 
The wort? army, and being followed by Stucen , hemade hicmſclfe 
exploytperfor= On 
men by Stucan Mailter of that which was the ſafegard of the army , the 
withtree Which weretheir lighthorſemen, and there were flaine 
665 ut ;,* ofthemmorethenthree thouſand men of thoſe which 
TwrkesCampey were aduanced forward: the reſt ofthe army being on 
intbowi3”. Hhorlebacke , did notpurſue our men in theirretraire, 
thinking it had bene our whole army , the which cauſed 
them to hold the bridle with their tootmen;, chuſing 
rather to looſe their ſtradiors then the ſubſtance of the 
army.[n the morning they were greatlyaſtoniſhed whe 
they vnderſtood our Army was as yetten leagues off, 
and that they were-bur three thouſand horle,the which 
had put ſo great difbrder inthe campe . The Baſawas 
determined to ſtayfor ourarmy, and if it were poſlible 
to weary the ſame before he.came vntothe battell, be- 
ing aduertiſed that we had not victuals at our owne 
pleaſure. Prince Axal/abeing come within five leagues 
of the enemies army, he intrenchcd, his army, and 
madea {hevy of abiding there. Now he was very deſi- 
rousto view the fituation of the enemies Campe, and 
hauing one day aduanced all his Army in a playne 


_ within two leagues of rhe enemies Army, he would

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ſer forward for to view- their countenance, and the 
mn where they were encamped: the which he _ 

c, he perceiued the way by which'their viQtuals di 
come vitothem , and rayſing the Campe,he determi- 
ded either tocompellthem forto fight,orelſeto lodge 
betweene them andithe ſea ,forto cur off the way of 
their victuals: for he was well aduertiſed ofthe enemies 
purpoſes : and being vacamped, he marched in bat- 
tell array direly towardes the enemy, as it he meant 
to hanec' aſſaulted him within his trenches, In the 
meanetime he cauſzdhis Armie tobe lodged within a 
league of him . Now the Beſſawho hadnot ſtirredour 
ofhis Campe , knew not what was our purpoſe,our ar- 
mie having bene in barrell array , within the view of 
their Campe abone eighthourecs , in the meane time 
our ſouldicrs lodged, The enemic whodidnotthinke a- 


ny ſuch matter , was moe aſtoniſhed , when ſome of 


his men came and declared yntohim that we were lod- 
ed ſo neare vnto him, and did hinder their vituals;and 
bowing afſembled the chiefe Capraines ofthis Army, 
tohauetheir aduiſe, hee determinedto come vnto the 
fight,and giue a bartell ,if he did perceiue that our pur- 
poſe was to hinder him from the ſea, he would yet inde- 
uor as'mnch-as he could to procure that his viduals 
might come,making trial! by ſcoutes to do theſame. So 
the day being come,the Beſs cauſed fixethouſand horſe 
to iſſue out 7b to diſcouer our purpoles,giuing coman- 
dement vntotheEwho he ſentto hazardnothing , burto 
retire if they did ſee that any did ſtopthe paſſage :{oas 
itfalling out that the Captaineofourſide , the which 
had this charge, was this day on horſeback,with x. thou- 
fand horſe , who vpon the firſt alarum of his enemie, 
did beatethem brauely meo their Campethe which the 
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Ba/ſa perceiuing,and that itwas the purpoſe of our me, 
he ſuppoſed hee could no longer ſhun the bartell. And 
the ſame night he began to approach vnto the point of 


their campe neare vnto amountaine, the which was 


nearer vntothem thenvs, to lodge there in parcels, 
and alſo to the ende-we ſhould nor lodge there at 


all, the which they did- foreſee might greatly preiu- ' 


dice them ifweſhould win the ſame before them . So 
inthe morning Prince Axalla had certaine newes that 
the enemies Army did diſlodge, the which he deſiring 
todeſcrie, mounted onhorſebacke, and aduancedfor- 
ward with ſome twentie thouſand horſe for tobehold 
their diſlodging , determining to ſer vypon them if 
hee ſaw cauſe , and followed them to take an occaſ(i- 
onto do it ypon their lodging. Burt it fell out other- 
wiſe : for ſecing their countenance, hee ſuppoſed pre- 
ſently what they would do, and having called vnto 
him the Prince of Thanaw and Snopes , hee fayd vnto 
them ,that he thought irnot conuenient to ſuffer the 
enemie forto intrench vpon this mountaine, for the 
diſcommodities we ſhould receiue thereby . For this 
cauſe hee commaunded Sopes to let vpon them with 
twentic thouſand men, and to.hinder them from this 
mounraine , aſſuring himſelfe that ithe did win it,, hee 
ſhould haue the victorie of the battell moſt aſſured, 
Now the place was ſuch, as the horſemen could by no 
 meanes do anie ſeruice there , by reaſon ofa marrith 
that was at the foot ofthe ſame mountaine*, thewhich 
did ſtretch a good league , but the foatmen did eaſily 
march thither. Prince Axal/a aſſured himſelfe hee had 
good footmen,and that Sinopes who was deſirous ofho- 
nor, would not omit to giue a ſtrong aſſault vpon the e- 
nemies vpor this occaſion. So our army being wholly 

ranged 
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ranged in battell arraie , Prince Ax«ls cauſed all his 
footmen to aduance forward: hee determined to fight 
on foot ifthe enemies did wilfully attempt the ſame 
mountaine, and hauing comanded the Prince of The+ 
nais to keepe himfelfe atthe head of all the horſemen 
who were in bartellarray, he aduanced forward , for to 
ſuccor Sixopes in good time, who aduancedluſtily with 
twenty thouſand men only. Prince Axe//ahauing adui- 
ſed with himſelfe,as the beſt , ro cauſe them to march 
alongby alitle hill ;and that by this way they ſhold do 
their endeuors by ſurpriſing of the enemy , who could . 
not perceiue them: {o-as they ſhould as ſoone feele 
their blowes and aſſault;as ſee their perſons; this bein

quered:this was the cauſe that the ſame became ſo great 
an aſtoniſhm@r vnto the enemy, to ſee himſelf affaulted 
not knowing whether it were with all the footmen, or 
partofthe ſame. The enemies Army was atthe other 
endof the marriſh , & we were within the view the one 
of the other:but euenas our men did giuethisonſer, you 
might haue ſeene their whole'army ſtir, for to reſiſt the 
ſtrong force ofour men , the whichcontinued a good 
houre. The Baſ{awho was a diſcreet Captaine,comman- 
ded all the foormen he had to aidethE which where 
on this mountaine,and although our men vpon the firſt 
fury had won the top of the mountaine,ſfo as then the e- 
nemies ;did fight on foot comming vp, the which was 
a great aduantage for our men'. Axal/s perceiuing this 
aide mount vÞ/, commanded alſo 20c00 of our men to 
oppoſethemſelues againſt this new troupe which moii- 
ted, and after them he ſent 25000 more, and came to 
this point , that he himſelfe alighted , determining for 
to leade the third ſuccour, ſaying, that as ſoone as he 
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ſhould percei!1e another great troupe of footmen for to 
ſtirre, it was his turne to march, The Prince of Thanats 
vnderltanding thathe would go thither inperſon, ſent 
to beſecch him for to ſufter the Colonels of the foor- 
men to performe that , and chat ic belonged-vato.him 
only to command,Prince Axa/s {ent him word that this 
was aſpeciallmatch , 2ndthat iftheydid win the moun- 
raine they ſhould alſo win the batcel];that he would this 
dayobey him , and be his ſouldier., About this timehe 
did ſce this great bodie moue , which was the remain- 
der of the enemies footmen, the molt part, /anizaries , 
who attheir coming, performed a wonderfull act: bur 
in the end Prince <Axala comming with many of the 
braueſt men aþout him , he put the enemies to flight, 
and did win the mountaine , and remained Maiſter 
taercof before he departed, and lodged there, intren- 
ching himſelfe on the enemies fide, He left Simopes to 
commaund there , who hadthis day gotten great ho- 
nour. There died of our men. fiftecne- thouſand ,and 
aboue thirtie thouſand of the enemies : the fight en- 
dured from eight of the clocke euen. vntill night , our 
horſemen being lookers o0n,not any wayes able to helpe 
the footmen.The enemy hauing recciued this diſgrace, 
marched ten good leagues that night, and forſooke his 
Campe as ouercoine, but ir was not without hauing 
thePrince of Thanas & Stucan at their taile with his light 
horſemen , Prince Axa{ia continually following them, 
encamped within two lcagues of then, hauing alwaycs 
the coaſt of the fea , andrhey bending towardes Cara- 
mania. Now the Baſ/a hauing receiued againe his ſpi- 
rits after this diſgrace would encampe himlclfe : but the 
Prince of Thanazsdiſcotentedfor that he had not fought, 
aduicedin ſuch ſorr,that eu6 as we were ready tolodge 
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had newes thatit behoucd to aide himwith diligence, 
the which Prince Axala vnderſtanding,cauſed thefigne 
of batre!] ro be giuen ſpeedily, and he himmſelfe with all 
the horſmen aduanced forward.Now i was a litleriuer 
he had paſſed oner, not thinking the enemic had beene 
ioncare-yntohim: which the encmics percciuing, they 
comanded x0000Perlian horie to giuethe firſtcharge, 
the which they hauing valiantly: performed , otir men 

| beingengaged, without any other delay, were conftrai- 
ned rocomme vntothe fight ſtrong & reſolutely, and de> x7. ..7..

Thanauhad committed, did bite his lip, ſaying , that | 
God had giuen him a goodly vicorie, and thathe muſt

_ was the day wlicreinthey muſt fight, not for glorie, but 
for the fafetic of all che Parthian people. Hauing fenc 
forwatd with all diligence , tenne thouſand horſe more 
fortomgintainethe fight, he came ſpeedily vnto the 
order of fighr,$aduanced forward with forty thouſand 
horſe the which hepur into threetroupes: on fronthe 
 followedthe enemic, who had knit himfelf togerher&

for the reſt they made them faire warre. In leſle then 
fifteene dayes this armie was wholly ouerthowne , and 
Calepinretired into Europe, all the cities vpon the ſea 
coalt yeclded themſclues. The winter drawing neare, 
the Armie demanded their pay, whereupon they tooke 
aduiſe, and hauing confidered where 7 as might 
winter, it retired towardes Goga/ache. The Prince of 
Thanais was delirous to withdrawe himfelfe into his 
gouernement, and leade backe his troupes, as alſo to 
preuent the noueltics the which the indiſpoſition of

his Empire, without any alteration in his accuſtomed 
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manner . The Prince <Mxalls hauing receiued theſe _ _ 


newes whereof he doubted , withdrew himſelfe alone, «f the Emperer | Ik 1 
and with all kinds of complaints he bewailed the death hex 4s, yo 
of his good maiſter, he concealed his death certaine 9,

dayes , and having withall diligence ſent theſe newes 
vnto the Prince of Thanas , he deſired that it would 
pleaſe him they might meete for toconſulr of their af- 
faires.So they appointed a place to meete in about this 
accident. This poſt brought hisdiſpatch ſigned with the 
name Sawtochio our Emperour, by the which he was c6- 
maunded to leaue 40000 men with the Gouernourof 
rhe borders, and himſelte to take his journey thorough 
Perſia with his army.;This poſt was followed by a fauo- 
rite ofthe new Emperor,who came vnto Prince 4xa//a 
for to gratific him, & to make him an afteCtioned ſeruir 
vnto the Emperour,as a perſon whom heknew veryne- 
ceſſaric for to maintaine the greatneſle of his Empire, 
holding in his poweratthis gay, the pxincipall forces,” 
beſides the great authority hee hadof long time en- 
ioyed with the lare Emperor: ſoas the quiet of the Em- 
pire depended more vpon Prince Axalla,then vpon any 
one,eſpecially hauing had very lately ſo famous avio- 
rie. This fame did greatly procure him the good will, 
both ofthe Captaines and ſouldiers : but there was no- 
The worthie thing but worthineſle in Prince <Axa4aes mind, who 
rome *** afſuredthe new Prince of his faithfulneſſe, and obedi- 
wards his new CNCE vnto his commandements. I willnort forget to de- 
Price. Cclare,thatduring thetimethearmiedidrefreth it ſelfe,

vnto them, thathe did not-dic atall, ſeeing he had a 
ſonne, who deſerned to be beloued of eueric one for 
his vertues , vider whoſe good fortune they ſhould 
henceforward fight,vho would acknowledge their ſer- 
uices, That it was conuenientto go vnto hitn for to re- 
cciue therecompence of their faithfulneſſe;thathe was 
young for to exerciſe the young, and liberallfor tocon- 
ſider well of their trauelsz that hee would neuer for- 
ſake them , but would be alwayes their Protector, Af. 
ter that was done, he ſeuered vnto the Governorthoſe 
men as hee thought neceſlaric to remaine with him, 
for to keepe this comntrie in peace, and to hinder the 
cnemiesfrom fortifying of thEſelues : the which Prince 
Axalla having performed , he aduaunced two dayes 
iournies forward, Now for to recite that which paſſed 
at the Emperours death , this it is, that feelinghim- 
ſelfe 11! diſpoſed , hauing from all partes fought for 
health: inthe end, ſeeing nature did decaye in him, 
he called for Sawrochzo his eldeſt ſonne , vato whom 
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good to cauſe the armietobee al- 

ſembled rogerher , and there for ro giue them vnder-

The Empereer jn the preſence of Odmay and of all his Councell,he dif- 
"+ wat pra courled of the courſe of his life euer finee the death-of 
bi-ſonme before his father Zachetay, who being giuen ouer to contem- 
"rs mn plation, had left vnto him three perſonages neare vnto 
tabbed, his perſon, for to aſſiſt and counſeil him, of whom (faid 
he)there remaineth none aliue at this preſent but only 
Oadmar, being the youngeſt of the three,the which had 
broughthim vp as well 1a the aRions of warre, as the 
affaires of peace, whereof you may iudge by thegreat 
enlargement he hath added vnto Zachetay, the which 
he had obtained as well through his great reputation, 
as by force; and thatthe hope euery one conceiued of 
his vertue in his youth, hadcalled him vnto thefull ſuc- 
cefſion of the Tartarian Empire. For haning by the coil- 
ſell of theſe three, as fathers,enterpriſed the warre a- 
gainſt theMoſcouite,whole armes were at that time the 
moſt to be feared ofall Aſta,this enterpriſe hauing had 
good ſucceſſe, not onely all his neighbours, bur all his 
kinſemen , deſired to haue peace and friendſhip with 
his armes, and the Emperour his vnkle , whoſe purpoſe 
8. was to deuide his Empires amongſthis Princes,whom 
heloued, for my valour chaunged his determination, 
hearing my reputation to reſound ; and-thatI had in 
this young age thorough my good conduCt, ouercome 
| the common enemie vnto our Nation ; whereupon [ 
| was iudged by him worthie to commaund the ſame, 
( and Cnding to offer his daughter vnto me inmariage, 
[ he made choiſe of me to ſucceed him in this monarchy, 
| hoping rthar I would caſe his old age, andthat I would 
| guide the yeares which remained vnto him in peace, 
| thorough my trauell, and the reputation of my armes, 
| He was not deceiuedin me, hauing honoured him al- 


waics as my Lord, and loued himas another father, 


carying 
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carying my ſelfe ſo cunningly during his life , that ar 
ſuch time as his death happened, ] keptthis great Em- 


ire, without wy comarion therin,bur rather all ſub-_ 


zeion and obedience. Iwilltell thee my ſon,thatI did 
not only ſucceed him in the Empire, fo alſo in the 
loue of all his ſeruants, whom thou doeſt ſee about me, 
who haue ſerued me faichfully theſetwentie yeares, c- 
uer ſince I haue enioyed this great large countric,vn- 
to whom the. late ' fenghon ad my vnkle did promiſe 
only recompence of their ſeruice , but my ſelfe haue 
beneſo much acccompanied with good hap, that 1 
haue beneable to giue vnto them'. I leaue vnto thee 
then theſe ſeruants,who are worthy to bekings; honor 
them, and raignewith them: they will be faithfull vnto 
thee, andhaueremembrance of me forto ſerue thee 
faithfully, and do know how to excuſe thy youth and 
guidethe ſame: beleeuetheir counſel], Andtaking Od- 
mer by the hand, pulled himonthe right ſide ofthe 
place where he was ſet, and looking vpon the other 
{ide , heturnedvnto the young Prince his ſonne, ſaying 
yntohim : This fideand place here ſhall dee kept for 
Axella, who is abſent, whoſe faithfulneſle and affe&i- 
on he had prooued , the worthy ats of whom were ſo 
recommendable vnto all this Empire and himſelfe, 
thathe would ſpeake no more vnto him of the fame; 
that he commanded him to-belecue their counſell e- 


ven as he had done, wherein he had found great good; 


that the Prince of Thawais was his kinſman, that he 
ſhouldeſteeme of his fairhfulneſle, and ſerue himſelfe 
therwithzthat he might aſſure himſelfe he wonld yeeld 
him obedience, cuen tothe ſpending of his owne life. 
Inthe end that hee recommended vnto him ſomanie 


worthy Lords and Captaines , who had ſerued him

faichfully in ſo many warres he had made forthe great- 
neſſe of the Parthian Empire, ouer the which hee had 
lefthim to commaund without anie deſert bur for a 
fairc hope, and for thathe was his fon. And giuing his 
handvnto allthe Princes and Lords,which he had can- 
ſedto come before him , hee preſented them vnto his 
{onne, ſaying voto him, thatthiswas his Empire and 
ood fortune , and demaunding his feale of the great 
Chanceller , hee pur it into the handes of the young 
Prince,and cauſed the ſame tobe redeliuered vntohim 
againc, andhauing continued a certaine ſpace with- 
out ſpeaking, he ſaid vnto him : My ſonne,loue tuſtice, 
miniſter it as well vnto the litle as v11to the great, this 
is your dutie, and he ſhall eaſe you therein ſometimes. 
Remember your ſelt,that the weapons which you have 
in your hands , are but to make execution of the ſame: 
this is the cauſe therefore that it behooueth the warres 
you begin be wy enterprifcd,and then will they have 
happie ſucceſle. As his ſpeech was cirected vnto the 
young Prince, he had the Chancellerneare himwher- 
upon during the ſame ,there was a great noiſe more 
thenwas accuſtomed in the Emperors outward cham- 
ber, and asking what the matter was, they cauſed a 
Lordtoenter in ,fent from Ax«//a (nowe the Empe- 
rour hadnothing atall left the care of kis affaires , as 
he was accuſtomed , although they were fomwhart the

And drawing a ting from 
off his thombe,comatided that itſhold be carried vnto 
Prince Axals,'to ſignifie vnto him the contentment 
he had in'his ſeruice, and in witneſle of his faithful- 
neſſe. He demaunded in generall of the health of all 
thoſe' of his Armie., recommending them vnto his 
ſonne , euerie one according to their vertues and de- 
ſertes : amongſt the reſt he recommended the ſerui- 
ces of thePrince of Thanais, commaundinghis fonne 
to honour him as his kinſman , and to continue him 
in the charges and honours the which he had pur into 
| hishands, 7M that he did deferue the ſame 3 that hee 
ſhould be well ſerued by him. And returning againe to 
ſpeake , he commandedhis ſonne, that ifhe commit- 
ted his armies vnto any man to be comanded, itſhold 
be vnto Prince Axa/lz,athingnotwithſtanding which 
 hedidcounſell him to do the lateſt he could, becauſe it 
was ſo precious athing.andthartif itwere poflible , he 
- ſhonldnotrruſt itwith anie man but himſelfe; thar ir 


was fit forthe Parthian Emperors tobe inthe middeſt 


of their armies,& amongſt the ſoldiers, euen as houſe- 
holders are with their children , & that by this meanes 
he ſhonld preſeruethis great Empire, which he left to 
him by inheritance , hoping in time he would deferue 
it by his vertues, And as his laſt wordeshe perſwaded 
him to be gentle and curteous ynto his friendes, and 
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cerrible yntohis enemies, and if they demaund peace 
of you,do not inany caſe refuſe it,and forgiue your par- 
ticular occalions,& do iuſtice for the loue of your peo- 
_ ple. This yong Prince had the tears in his eyes, ke 
Emperour contrariwiſe vttering theſe wores , had a 
maieſtie in his countenance more then accuſtomed, 
_ andcauſinghisſonne togoout, he ſenthim vnto the 
Empreſle for rocomfort her. And kauing againe cal- 
led tor Odmar , he recommended vnto him the young 
yeares of his ſonne, the loue and fairhfulnefle vnto his

vp to obey his elder brother: for of the loue and agree- 
ment of the two brethren dependeth ({aid he) the qui- 
etand preſeruation of this ior ſending forthem 
both , he was deſirous to-giue them his laſt bleiding.
